As 
awareness grows in Massachusetts and 
throughout the nation that the innocent are 
sometimes unjustly convicted, Baran hopes 
for another chance at justice.

The Church's weak hand 


T’S SAD, but unsurprising, that Massachusetts 

Catholics are being urged to punish legislators 
who opposed a constitutional amendment ban- 
ning same-sex marriage. Though some advocates 
of church-state separation argue that the Catholic 
Church should lose its tax exemption, the actions 
of the Massachusetts Catholic Conference appear 
to fall well within the bounds of constitutionally 
permissible educational activity. What’s 
truly fascinating is also less obvious: 
what this effort says about the weak- 
ness of the modern Church. 

In the first few decades of the 20th 
century, Massachusetts legislators 
dared not act on matters of interest to 
the Church without first ascertaining 
the views of “Number One,” as 
William Cardinal O’Connell was known. Later, 
all it took was an arched eyebrow from Richard 
Cardinal Cushing — beloved and respected in a 
way that is unimaginable today — to signal to 
Catholics, and their elected officials, where they 
should stand on a particular issue. 

Over the past generation, though, Church 
leaders have forfeited the trust their followers 
once placed in them. First the Church lost touch 
with its increasingly well-educated, affluent 
parishioners over such issues as abortion rights, 
birth control, and the status of women. Then 
the hierarchy forfeited any claim to moral lead- 
ership as it became clear that the bishops — 
and Bernard Cardinal Law in particular — had 
covered up and enabled the misdeeds of scores 
of priests who sexually abused children in their 
care. The current round of church closings, 
though necessary, is further evidence that a 
once-powerful institution remains in turmoil. 

Today, the sheer number of Catholics who 
vote remains impressive, but those votes have 
long since ceased to be cast as a bloc. In that 
context, the new campaign against gay marriage 
appears to be aimed more at browbeating than 
persuasion. A self-confident and powerful 
Catholic Church could afford to be take a sub- 
tler, more secular approach.

EMOCRATS IN the legislature are taking 
part in some political gamesmanship aimed at 





denying a prize to Governor Mitt Romney. 
Under consideration is a bill that would take 
away the governor’s power to name an interim 
senator if one of the state’s two Senate seats be- 
comes vacant — as would be the case if John 
Kerry is elected president. The law as it now 
stands would allow Romney to name a replace- 
ment — presumably a fellow Republican — who 
would serve until Kerry’s term ex- 
pires, in 2006. The bill being con- 
sidered would leave the seat vacant 
until a special election could be held. 

Republicans have cried foul, 
complaining that the change would 
mainly benefit those Democratic 
congressmen who would like to 
move up to the Senate, and who 
could run in a special Senate election without 
losing their House seats. The GOP lament is 
that no Republican could raise enough money 
or gain enough name recognition in a short 
campaign to compete against a well-known, 
well-funded Democrat. 

Well, too bad. Filling a vacant Senate seat by 
gubernatorial appointment is undemocratic, and 
the law that gives the governor such power is an 
anachronistic holdover. If a special election 
were held, Republicans would, after all, be al- 
lowed to run and to compete. It is hardly the 
fault of Democrats that Republicans fear they 
can't win without a two-year head start. As for 
finding a Republican who’s popular and flush 
enough to win, Romney himself could run. That 
is, if he dares risk losing. 

Romney’s assertion that the public shouldn’t 
vote on filling a Senate vacancy comes just 
months after his insistence that the public 
should be allowed to vote on whether to approve 
a constitutional amendment banning same-sex 
marriage. One might imagine that consistency 
would demand that Romney support the pub- 
lic’s right to vote in both instances — or, for 
that matter, that gay-marriage proponents, such 
as this newspaper, which opposed a public vote 
on same-sex marriage, also oppose doing away 
with the governor’s right of appointment now. 

But these are two entirely different situations. 
The constitutional amendment banning gay 
marriage (but creating civil unions), which may 
appear on the 2006 ballot, gives the majority the 
power to deny basic civil rights to a minority 


group. Just as we would not tolerate a ballot 
question banning interracial marriage or rein- 
stating slavery, so we should oppose letting peo- 
ple vote on whether their neighbors are entitled 
to the same rights everyone else enjoys. 

By contrast, the right to vote on who our next 
senator ought to be is a basic part of living in a 
representative democracy.

ATE LAST MONTH, Governor Romney 

hosted a party at the Park Plaza for 106 Re- 
publicans he’s recruited to run for the legisla- 
ture — the largest field of Republican candi- 
dates since 1992. Days later, he gave them an 
expensive present: a proposal for an irresponsi- 
ble, though potentially popular, combination of 
tax cuts and spending increases aimed squarely 
at the middle class. 

Following painful cuts aimed at closing a 
$3 billion budget gap, the bulk of which have 
fallen on the poor and others who depend on 
state services, the state appears finally to have 
turned a corner. No one, though, would argue 
that the fiscal crisis is over. 

No one, that is, except Romney, who has pro- 
posed cutting the state income tax from 5.3 per- 
cent to five percent, boosting the politically popu- 
lar local-aid program by about $100 million, and 
spending another $250 million on such crowd- 
pleasing projects as road and bridge repairs, park 
renovations, and improvements to swimming 
pools and beaches. (The governor has also pro- 
posed much smaller appropriations for less sexy 
programs, such as adult education, substance- 
abuse treatment, and health care for the poor.) 

For Romney, it was mission accomplished: he 
gave his legions of legislative wanna-bes a plat- 
form they can run on, while avoiding such divi- 
sive social issues as gay marriage and the death 
penalty. But wiser heads must prevail. Senate 
president Robert Travaglini and House Speaker 
Thomas Finneran may not see eye to eye on some 
issues, but they both understand the carnage cre- 
ated by three years of devastating budget cuts. 

The public’s business ought to be about 
restoring those cuts to the extent possible rather 
than moving ahead with a tax cut that, for most 
taxpayers, would amount to just $2 aweek.

COURT OF SOCIAL SCIENCE 

Thank you for your timely and informative 
article, “The Brown-ing of America” |News and 
Features, May 14]. It was a flat-out finely craft- 
ed piece of work. 

As a gay man and a psychologist, | was par- 
ticularly struck by the 1954 Supreme Court’s 
reliance on “then-modern social and psycho- 
logical science” in deciding Brown v. Board of 
Education. Clearly, in presenting his case 
against school segregation, Thurgood Marshall 





chose to rely on psychological research, partic- 
ularly by Dr. Kenneth Clark of Harvard. 
Clark’s series of studies with black children 
demonstrated the degree to which segregation 
was scarring them for life. It was also the first 
time that research by a social scientist was ad- 
mitted and treated as “expert testimony.” 

It perplexes me that gay-marriage supporters 
are not using the wealth of available scientific 
evidence, which clearly demonstrates that gay 
citizens suffer devastating psychological conse- 
quences as a result of discrimination, conse- 
quences infinitely more damaging than such 
things as having to pay inflated taxes. 

With no information to the contrary, the 
American public continues to-believe the 
media-generated stereotypes of gays: that we 
are child-molesting, S&M-practicing, closeted 
drag queens. Even more damaging, the gay 
community has done next to nothing to educate 
the straight public about the realities. Gays not 
only tolerate those images, they perpetuate 
them. 

This important layer of the process has been 
virtually ignored by the press. As long as the 
straight world continues to have distorted atti- 
tudes and beliefs about gays based on misinfor- 
mation, it will continue to discriminate, court 


decisions guaranteeing “equal protection” 
notwithstanding.

“Frankly, they've got a lot of sort of 
bigger, higher-dollar fundraising things to deal 
with. So we've been trying to focus on creating 
events for people who don’t have that kind of 
money to shell out.” 

Relying on a national network of pro bono 
performers, event promoters, and club owners 
who're willing to forgo ticket-sale profits to help

has already pulled in 2500 concertgoers, 
organized 17 shows, and raised more than 
$70,000.

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DEFENSIVE STRATEGY 
Advice of counsel: Torture is okay 


Torture is allowed as part of President Bush's “ultimate authority” as commander in chief, and 
neither treaty obligations nor existing congressional statutes can stop him (or those acting on his 
orders) from torturing if he believes it is necessary. That’s what two high-level legal memoranda 
prepared by the White House counsel and a special Defense Department working group have 
concluded. 

These legal analyses, reported recently by the Wall Street Journal and the Washington Post, 
seek to insulate torturers and those who authorize torture from criminal liability. In the words of the 
Department of Defense report, “in light of the President's complete authority over the conduct of 
war, without a clear statement otherwise, criminal statutes are not read as infringing on the 
President's ultimate authority” in the war on terror. 

For the most part, commentators have assumed that Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld 
and White House staff requested these opinions to obtain good-faith legal guidance on how 
American civilian and military agencies can pursue more aggressive interrogation techniques 
without violating the law. While this motive might be morally questionable, it would at least seem to 
show that the requesters were mindful of their obligation to obey the rule of law. 

However, a close reading of these memoranda suggests a far more sinister motive. The Bush 
team was likely setting up what is known as an “advice of legal counsel” defense. Under this 
defense, if a person obtains legal advice from an assumed competent and knowledgeable lawyer 
regarding an area of criminal law that is somewhat complex, that person may defend himself in a 
criminal prosecution if he foliows his lawyer’s advice, even if that advice is later found to be in error, 
by saying that he was only following the advice of counsel. Such a defendant cannot be said to 
have acted with criminal intent. Under our system, one cannot be convicted of a serious crime if 
one doesn't intend to violate “a known legal duty.” 

The tip-off that these memoranda are designed to provide an advice-of-counsel defense rather 
than to give good-faith legal guidance is that although they were produced by good lawyers, the 
constitutional reasoning is so plainly wrong that even a first-year law student could find the flaws in 
it. The DOD’s working-group opinion is particularly ludicrous in its efforts to prove that the president 
is above the law and able to ignore duly enacted statutes and treaties merely because neither 
Congress nor the Supreme Court has told the president that he is bound by them. Two hundred 
years of legal history tell the president quite the contrary, from the early days of the republic right up 
through Richard Nixon and Bill Clinton, who learned the hard way. Such history strongly suggests 
that the memos were produced not for real legal guidance now, but rather for protection in the future, 
should political changes ever lead to investigations into violations of domestic and international 
criminal statutes during the administration’s conduct of the war on terror. Laying the groundwork for 
a future advice-of-counsel defense would seem prudent for this band of outlaws. Only time will tell 
whether the rule of law will recover from its current troubles and hold them accountable.

Supreme Court ducks on Pledge 


You read it here first. This spring 
(“Freedom Watch,” This Just In, April 2), 
we noted two approaches the US 
Supreme Court might use to wiggle out of 
deciding whether including the phrase 
“under God” in the Pledge of Allegiance 
qualifies as an unconstitutional 
“establishment” of religion under the First 
Amendment. And they indeed took one of 
those routes to avoid ruling on the 
constitutionality of the Pledge as currently 
written. 

The matter under review was the federal 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeats’ 
controversial ruling in favor of atheist 
Michael Newdow, who sued California 
schools objecting to his daughter’s having 
to recite the Pledge’s “One nation, under 
God” line. The Ninth Circuit agreed with 
Newdow that requiring schoolchildren to 
recite “under God” does indeed violate the 
ban on state establishment of religion, and 
the school district appealed to the

Robert Reich loses his shirt 


Fundraising via the sale of nude calendars is not a novel idea. The 
practice started a few years ago in England, and has since gone global. 
Animal activists, rugby teams, and even an Irish priest have done it.

CONCERT UPDATES 
No shows 


We'd been psyching ourselves up for months about 
a late-June Wednesday-night clash of the titans: we 
were to be visited on June 23 by a pair of America’s 
musical sweethearts — Britney Spears (at the Tweeter 
Center, in Mansfield) and Courtney Love (at Avalon, in 
Boston). If it sounded too good to be true, well, it was: 
as if on cue, their respective tours began falling apart 
last week, and neither will be touring anywhere for the 
foreseeable future. 

Love was to have begun her jaunt behind her debut 
solo album, America’s Sweetheart (Virgin), on Friday, 
June 18, in New Haven. But Love’s schedule has long 
been in doubt. In October, she was arrested for being 
under the influence of a controlled substance, and later 
overdosed on OxyContin; she pled guilty to the charge 
in May in hopes of being sentenced to rehab instead of 
jail. In March, she racked up an assault charge for 
allegedly hitting a fan over the head with a mike stand 
during a New York concert. And last week, another 
warrant was issued for her arrest stemming from an 
April incident in which she allegedly assaulted a 
woman with a bottle and a flashlight at the Los Angeles 
home of her former manager and boyfriend. Love 
turned herself in last Friday and was released on bail; 
by Monday, it came as no surprise when ClearChannel 
Boston announced her tour had been canceled. 

We had to yank Courtney off the cover of our 8 
Days a Week section just before going to press on 
Monday; late Tuesday afternoon, after the section 
shipped, Britney Spears officially canceled her Onyx 
Hotel tour, which was 
to have kicked off on 
June 22 at Hartford’s 
Meadows Music 
Theater.

TO OUR HEALTH 
Rally for coverage 


When it comes to health care, Nancy 
Bullet, a self-employed physical therapist 
from North Adams, has two choices: pay 
for exorbitantly priced insurance on her 
own, or go without. A single mother of two, 
Bullet, 49, had long settled for the first 
option. She paid up to $1300 per month for 
what she calls a “lousy” health plan 
covering catastrophic medical care and 
featuring a $2500 deductible. This year, 
when Bullet found a lump on her breast, she 
discovered just how inadequate her plan 
really was. It cost her $100 above the 
$1300 monthly tab to visit a doctor and 
undergo a mammogram and ultrasound — 
tests that she needed to ensure the lump 
was benign. 

“It was ridiculous,” Bullet says, referring 
to her former health plan. “For each 
procedure I had to pay high co-payments. It 
was too expensive.” Now, as of May 1, she 
has chosen to go with the second option — 


and live with the fear of sudden illness or 
injury. “The dread is the phone call saying 
my kids have gotten hurt,” she says. “I live 
with this anxiety every day.” 

Bullet is not alone. Currently, as many as 
44 million Americans have no health-care 
coverage at all — and millions more struggle 
to keep what little they do have. In the Bay 
State, according to the Massachusetts 
Hospital Association, 644,000 residents had 
no health-care benefits for 12 full months in 
2003. This, despite the fact that the vast 
majority of them — 85 percent — worked at 
least part-time. More than 50 percent of the 
uninsured in this state hold down full-time 
jobs. Clearly, the problem has reached crisis 
proportions. 

Which explains why tens of thousands of 
people — those who have health insurance, 
and those who don’t; those who fear losing 
their coverage, and those who have too little 
— will join together on June 19 for the 
Bridge the Gap March for Health Care for 
All. The event aims to draw attention to the 
numbers of uninsured in the United States, 
and the urgent need for reform, by marching 
across bridges in 134 cities around the

country — from San Francisco’s Golden 
Gate Bridge, to lowa City’s lowa Avenue 
Bridge, to New York’s Brooklyn Bridge. In 
Massachusetts, some 3000 participants will 
traverse the Longfellow Bridge, in Boston, 
where they will convene for an afternoon 
rally. 

Russ Davis, the director of Jamaica Plain’s 
Jobs with Justice, which is organizing the 
local march, explains that the event has 
attracted an impressive range of people from 
70 area organizations, including labor, 
women’s, immigrants’, veterans’, and 
seniors’ groups. “It’s a people’s movement,” 
Davis says. “This issue affects literally every 
segment of society except the extremely rich. 
People feel like there’s a failure to recognize 
this as a major crisis” as the Clinton 
administration did back in the early 1990s. 

What’s unique about the Bridge the Gap 
march is its spotlight on average people who 
have suffered from the lack of comprehensive 
health insurance. On the march’s national 
Web site (www.bridgethegapforhealthcare 
.org), more than 2100 people have posted 
their personal health-care-horror stories. 
And their message is clear: they’re fed up 


with the escalating cost of coverage, and they 
want change. As Kim Chung, of Newton, 
said in a posting: “I’m marching to bridge 
the gap on health care because I was 
diagnosed with cancer four years ago. I had 
to work during my treatment to keep my 
insurance coverage. Every hard-working and 
tax-paying person deserves universal 
insurance coverage!” 

Organizers hope the march will mark the 
first step in a movement for fundamental 
American health-care reform. At the very 
least, they want politicians to hear the voices 
of ordinary people struggling to keep their 
coverage. Says Bullet, who will speak at the 
Boston rally: “I want people to know this is a 


-problem bigger than the unemployed person 


on the street. It’s a problem for those of us 
who work, and who work hard. I want 
someone to listen.” 

The Bridge the Gap March for Health Care 
for All kicks off at Kendall Square, in 
Cambridge, at 11 a.m. on Saturday, June 19.

choose money, fame, power, a hot lover, 

slimmer hips, or all of the above. Not me. 
I want my own soundtrack. 

You’re probably thinking that a sound- 
track, while an interesting novelty, surely 
can’t stand up, wish-wise, to a truck full of 
gold bullion or a lifetime of shagging Brad 
Pitt. But I disagree. A soundtrack would be 
my key to a life filled with all your petty, lim- 
ited wishes, and oh-so-much more. 

Remember that 
scene in the begin- 
ning of Jaws, when 
the young woman is 
skinny-dipping, 
splashing around 
and having a great 
time in the moonlit 
ocean? Then it be- 
gins, that ominous 
bass line: just two 
notes, but two notes 
that have lived in in- 
famy ever since. If 
that woman could’ve 
actually heard her 
own soundtrack, just 
how long do you 
think she would’ve 
stayed in the water? 
She would have 
headed to shore so 
fast that Jaws could 
have water-skied in 
her wake. 

A personal soundtrack would enable you 
to see into the future — not very far into the 
future, granted, but far enough to tell you 
everything you need to know about a given 
situation before you learn it the hard way. 
How many awful relationships, bad career 
choices, thoughtless insults, and traumatic 
accidents would I have avoided if I’d only 
had the background tune to give me a 
heads-up on what was coming my way? 
Without a soundtrack, | feel like a clueless 
extra on life’s big movie set. 

With your own soundtrack, you’d have 
power. Imagine it: it’s your first kiss with a 
new beau. He’s hot, rich, and sweeping you 
off your feet. You can’t believe how lucky 
you are. But what is the soundtrack telling 
you? A symphonic crescendo of violins in 
perfect major-key harmony, and it’s a green 
light that this is the man of your dreams. If it 
includes a melancholy oboe, you’ll know that 
although you'll face challenges, your love 
will prevail. But if that kiss ends with a dis- 
cordant, minor-key chord played angrily on 
a poorly tuned piano, you’ve just kissed Ted 
Bundy. 

Or you’re striding up the steps of an of- 
fice building for an interview you’ve antici- 
pated for months. Listen hard: is your 
soundtrack a thumping, empowered Rocky- 
esque ode to the common man’s triumph, 
signaling that after months of drawing un- 
employment you’re back in the game? Or is 
it a slow, edgy acoustic number illustrating

The only problem I can foresee with 
soundtracks is that they generally aren’t very 
specific.

I just finished Dan Brown’s best-seller The Da Vinci Code, 
about a thousand-year-old conspiracy involving the Catholic 
Church. You’re encouraged to believe that the book’s historical 
background is authentic. As a “Straight Dope” reader I know 
otherwise, but what intrigued me was phi, also known as the 
Divine Proportion, a mystical ratio the book claims shows up 
everywhere in nature and art. What's the straight dope on this 
magic number?

Brown’s exegesis of phi — for that matter, his whole book 
— is so cartoonish that you’re inclined to dismiss it out of 
hand. (To cite one egregious example, he continually refers to 
the painter of the Mona Lisa as “da Vinci.” As anyone with a 
semester of art history knows, the man’s name was Leonardo; 
da Vinci merely refers to his birthplace.) Phi is a cool concept, 
though, and Lord knows I don’t get many chances to expound 
on higher mathematics and dump on a fellow scribbler at the 
same time. So what I'll do here is go through Brown’s often 
loopy assertions and follow each with the facts. 

There’s this number known as phi. Yeah, although the term 
wasn’t invented till the early 1900s, by American mathemati- 
cian Mark Barr. For that matter, synonyms like golden section 
and golden ratio, notwithstanding their air of antiquity, may 
date back only to the 19th century. The basic concept, howev- 
er, was first advanced by the Greek geometrician Euclid. 

Phi = 1.618. Not quite. Phi is the infinite non-repeating 
decimal 1.6180339887 ... This may seem like a trivial differ- 
ence, but it’s the whole point — phi, like pi, is an irrational 
number that can’t be expressed as the ratio of whole numbers. 
However, you can see where an explanation like that might not 
fly in a beach book. 

Phi is derived from the Fibonacci sequence 1, 1, 2, 3, 5, 8, 
etc. It can be, but the original, simpler explanation is this: take 
line segment AB. Place point C on AB so that AB/AC = AC 
BC. (Thank God we have artistic genius Slug Signorino to il- 
lustrate these advanced concepts.) AB/AC = AC/BC = phi = 
the golden section. Transfixed by the divinity of this propor- 
tion, are we? Maybe not, but some claim the ratio is uniquely 
pleasing in art. 

Back to the Fibonacci sequence. Each number in it is the 
sum of the preceding two numbers (1 + 1 = 2,2 + 1 = 3, 
etc.). As Brown rightly notes, the quotients of successive adja- 
cent terms (2/1, 3/2, 5/3, etc.) converge on phi as you get fur- 
ther out. This is not the miracle some think, but it’s still cool. 

Your height divided by the distance from your belly button to 
the floor = phi. Get out. Behold the line segment in the drawing. 
The only people of height AB with their belly buttons at point C 
are named Igor. On me the ratio is about 1.7, not 1.618+. 

A huge difference? Na, but Brown’s hero observes, “Plants, ani- 
mals, and even human beings all possessed dimensional proper- 
ties that adhered with eerie exactitude to the ratio of phi to 1.” 
That’s just not so. I venture to say there’s wide variation among 
individuals not only for navel placement but also for the other 
supposed anatomical occurrences of phi Brown cites. 

Many natural phenomena exhibit some relation to phi. Up to 
a point, true. The spiral in the illustration was generated by as- 
sembling rectangles out of squares whose sides correspond in 
length to successive numbers in the Fibonacci series, then 
drawing arc segments in each square. This gives us a reason- 
able approximation of the shell of a chambered nautilus, seen 
in cross section. You can also find Fibonacci numbers in leaves 
spiraling around a plant stem, in the arrangement of seeds in 
flower heads, and so forth. Surprising? Not really. The Fi- 
bonacci series is a simple algorithm enabling proportions to re- 
main roughly constant (i.e., approximately phi to one) with 
successive accretions of growth. If it works for a number se- 
ries, it'll work for plants, shells, etc. 

Phi governs the proportions of the pyramids, the Parthenon, 
and so on. There’s little evidence that ancient architects used the 
golden section, but even if they did, so what? Euclid figured it 
out, and others could have too. Later creative types have cer- 
tainly shown an interest — Dan Brown, for one. We know-it- 
alls may scoff, but how often do you see someone build a popu- 
lar thriller around obscure mathematical concepts?

Steyn’s way

ITHIN THE TIGHT little world of 
conservative punditry, there are lines 


crossed. Respectable commentators such as 
Paul Gigot, George Will, and David Brooks 
work for respectablé outlets such as the Wall 
Street Journal, the Washington Post, 
and the New York Times. When they 
appear on television or radio, they 
carry that aura of respectability with 
them. Right-wing carny barkers such 
as Rush Limbaugh, Ann Coulter, and 
Sean Hannity, on the other hand, play 
it strictly for laughs, even when they 
swear they’re not. And even though 
the Gigots and Wills and Brookses of 
the world may often agree with the 
freak-show politics of talk radio and 
the Fox News Channel, they would

Then there is Mark Steyn, a pun- —— 


gent columnist, essayist, and critic 

who’s not well known in the United States, 
but whose political screeds are published in 
English-speaking countries around the 
world. A native of Canada who divides his 
time among New Hampshire, Quebec, and 
London, Steyn is a self-described right-wing 
warmonger. Like a respectable conservative, 
he has some high-tone affiliations. Steyn 
writes obituaries of the famous and not-so- 
famous for the Atlantic Monthly. He pens 
theater reviews for the New Criterion, a con- 
servative arts-and-culture journal with a 
vaunted reputation. And he reviews movies 
for the Spectator, a venerable, classy London 
weekly magazine owned by the Hollinger 
media empire, his principal benefactor. 

But if Steyn’s sharp, clear writing, quick 
mind, and wide-ranging curiosity appeal to 
the pretensions of the intelligentsia, there is 
another side to him as well. Steyn may pos- 
sess more depth and range than Limbaugh 
or Coulter, but he shares much in common 
with them. To wit: a shrill, mocking tone of 
moral certainty that consigns those who dis- 
agree with him to the status of appeasers or 
even terrorists; and a willingness to distort, 
misrepresent, and omit facts in order to ad- 
vance his argument. And if you think he 
couldn’t possibly be as bad as, say, Coulter, 
whose shtick is to pop up on television and 
denounce liberals as “traitors,” consider this: 
in perhaps his sleaziest column of 2004, a 
condescending dismissal of triple-amputee 
war hero Max Cleland, Steyn’s principal 
source was Coulter. 

“He’s kind of a glib guy, and he’s a better 
writer than most of them. And that gets you 
a long way on that side,” says Joe Conason, 
a liberal columnist for the New York Observer 
and Salon. “I mean, Sean Hannity and Ann 
Coulter can’t write. The thing he shares with 
the rest of them, obviously, is that he has no 

idea of limits or boundaries or decency.” 

Consider a Steyn column that appeared 
on May 16 in the Chicago Sun-Times, a 
Hollinger paper that is the only American 
outlet for his regular political column. The 
Abu Ghraib prison-torture scandal was still 
fresh and shocking. Insurgents were battling 
with US troops. And a hapless 26-year-old 
American, Nicholas Berg, was beheaded by 
terrorists, who videotaped their gruesome 
crime. Steyn knew just how to rally the spir- 
its of his fellow warmongers: by demonizing 
anyone who dared to criticize the war. He 
did that in two ways. 

First, Steyn made a hideously unfair com-

parison, linking those who were demanding 
Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld’s 
resignation to Berg’s executioners. Wrote 
Steyn: “We have the ersatz warriors, the 
ham actors of Washington — Senators 
Kennedy, Levin, Leahy, Harkin and others 
too fond of seeing their names in print to

time when America’s enemies have already

“In the last few days,” he wrote, “the Mir- 
ror, a raucous Fleet Street tabloid, has pub- 
lished pictures of British troops urinating on 
Iraqi prisoners, and the Boston 
Globe, a somnolent New England 
broadsheet, has published pictures 
of American troops sexually abus- 
ing Iraqi women. In both cases, the 
pictures turned out to be fake. 
From a cursory glance at the details 
in the London snaps and the prove- 
nance of the Boston ones, it should 
have been obvious to editors at both 
papers that they were almost cer- 
tainly false. ' 

“Yet they published them. Be- 
cause they wanted them to be true. 
Because it would bring them a lit- 





got Nick Berg’s, and they’re swinging it 
around on camera for the snuff video they’ll 
be distributing as a recruiting tool.” 

Second, Steyn twisted the facts to make it 
appear that the liberal media are so unpatri- 
otic that they readily believe lies about Amer- 
ican soldiers. His example was the Boston 
Globe, which, as you may recall, had just 
published a photo taken at a City Hall news 
conference in which pictures purportedly of 
American troops raping Iragi women were 
visible in the background (see “Media Log,” 
BostonPhoenix.com, May 12—14). Never 
mind that the accompanying story expressed 


— tle closer to the head they really 

want to roll — George W. Bush’s.” 
Ah, yes. Back to the unfortunate Nick Berg, 
the meaning of whose death has apparently 
been revealed only to Steyn. 


O WHOIS Mark Steyn? According to 

his Web site, MarkSteyn.com, and other 
bits of biographical data I’ve been able to 
pick up, he is, despite his Canadian origins, 
the product of an English boys’-school edu- 
cation. His formal education ended with high 
school, and he worked as a disc jockey and 
BBC radio host before launching his writing 
career, about 15 years ago. He is ethnically 
Jewish, was baptized in the Catholic Church, 





was confirmed as an Anglican, and today at- 
tends an American Baptist church. 

Steyn describes himself as “the one-man 
global content provider,” and that is not in- 
accurate. His main source of income is the 
Hollinger chain, a worldwide media con- 
glomerate run, until recently, by Conrad 
Black, now in trouble for allegedly lying 
about money, or lying about alleged money, 
or some such thing. Steyn’s political 
columns appear in a number of Hollinger 


properties, including the Chicago Sun-Times; 


the well-regarded, conservative Daily Tele- 
graph and Sunday Telegraph of London; and 
the Jerusalem Post, which is also conserva- 
tive. He’s written for the Age, in Melbourne, 
Australia, in which Black at one time had an 
ownership interest. The non-Hollinger Jrish 
Times carries his column as well. In the US, 
Steyn’s political pieces appear from time to 
time in the Wall Street Journal, the Washing- 
ton Times, National Review, the New York 
Sun, and the Richmond Times-Dispatch. 

Oddly enough, the English-speaking coun- 
try where Steyn’s voice is least heard these 
days is Canada. The National Post, which 
Conrad Black founded in 1998 to compete 
with the dominant Toronto Globe & Mail, 
changed hands within the past few years, and 
Steyn’s column was dropped. The Post’s 
commentary editor, Jonathan Kay, is an un- 
abashed Steyn admirer, calling him “bril- 
liant” and comparing him to P.J. O’Rourke. 
Yet Kay also suggests that Steyn can be 
prickly to work with, recalling the time he 
changed “Mrs.” to “Ms.” in a Steyn refer- 
ence to Abraham Lincoln’s wife so as to con- 
form with the Post’s house style. “I don’t 
think he talked to me for a year after that,” 
Kay says. “I took out a letter for political cor- 
rectness, and that’s a grave sin in his book. I 
learned my lesson — I never changed a letter 
after that.” Steyn’s only current regular 
Canadian outlet: the Western Standard, a new 
magazine that describes itself as “the inde- 
pendent voice of the New West.” 

Tucker Carlson, a commentator for CNN 
and, soon, PBS, who was recently attacked 
by Steyn as a “conservative cutie” who’s 
gone soft on the war, says of Steyn, “He’s 
kind of pompous. He’s obviously smart, he 
can be quite witty. I mean, I agree with a lot 
of what he writes. But the problem with 
being a columnist for too long is that a) you 
tend to repeat yourself and b) you tend to 
forget that you need to marshal facts to sup-

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port your opinions.” 

Michael Miner, media critic for the Chica- 
go Reader, says of Steyn: “I enjoy reading 
him. He writes very well. And he can be 
highly annoying. I’ve always sensed that he’s 
the quintessential Hollinger writer — very 
smart, very conservative, very sarcastic.” 

The nonpartisan media-watch Web site 
Spinsanity.org has whacked Steyn on several 
occasions — such as in the immediate after- 
math of 9/11, when Steyn strongly hinted that 
he wished a peace advocate could have been 
on one of the four planes that were hijacked, 
or, more recently, about a John Kerry appear- 
ance, of which Steyn wrote that “Kerry sound- 
ed awfully like America’s first French presi- 
dent.” Spinsanity’s Brendan Nyhan told me by 
e-mail, “We've written several times about 
Steyn’s aggressive, inflammatory rhetoric and 
loose regard for logic and factual accuracy.” 

Steyn’s first love is the musical theater, 
something he writes about knowingly and with 
passion for the New Criterion. His 2000 book 
Broadway Babies Say Goodnight was de- 
scribed by Publishers Weekly as a “delightful, 
irreverent romp through seven decades of 
American musical theater from Show Boat to 
Miss Saigon.” Steyn’s immersion in musicals 
may also explain why he — a macho right- 
winger who’s married with children — feels 
compelled to drop into his writing snarky little 
quips about gays. For instance, there’s this, 
from a December 2003 New Criterion piece in 
which he recounted the career of Frank Baum, 
creator of The Wonderful Wizard of Oz: 
“Baum invented Oz while holding down his 
day job as editor of Chicago Show Window, a 
magazine for department-store window deco- 
rators — and no, he wasn’t gay: the original 
friend of Dorothy was not a Friend of 
Dorothy.” 

And neither, he wants to be damn sure 
you know, is Mark Steyn. 

Perhaps the most important question about 
Steyn is whether his straddling act — his role 
as a conservative pundit whose intellectual 
chops have given him the respectability of the 
Gigot/Will/Brooks camp, but who trucks in 
slime of the Limbaugh/Coulter/Hannity vari- 
ety — has given him a greater reputation 
than he deserves. The thing is, the guy really 
has got talent. His Atlantic obituaries, whose 
subjects range from Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek to Jack Paar, are witting, knowing, and 
altogether satisfying. “We approached him 
because he is a trenchant and funny cultural 
critic,” Atlantic managing editor Cullen Mur- 
phy told me by e-mail. “His writing for us, 
fact-checked like the rest of the magazine, 
has always been highly accurate.” 

Yet the very respectability conveyed by an 
affiliation with publications such as the At- 
lantic, the New Criterion, or the Spectator has 
given Steyn a cachet for political punditry that 
he hasn’t earned. Conservative Web sites gush 
over him. Conservative and libertarian blog- 
gers such as Glenn “InstaPundit” Reynolds 
link to him regularly, giving him an American 
readership that may be far larger than his 
meager number of US outlets would suggest. 
Steyn may not be well known to American 
readers, but what little they do know of him is 
likely to be favorable. It shouldn’t be. 


TEYN WAS NOT interviewed for this 

piece. I sent him an e-mail requesting an 
interview on June 8. Two days later one of 
his assistants, Tiffany Cole, e-mailed back to 
me, “Mark isn’t sure what he’s done to merit 
the attention of the Boston Phoenix, but he 
wishes you all the best with the piece. He 
says he prefers not to speak to writers on 
these kinds of stories because ‘he always 
sounds like a jerk in interviews.’” Despite 
the rejection, I followed up later that day 
with detailed questions, including the matter 
of the Globe and the fake-rape pictures. This 
past Monday another assistant, Chantal 
Benoit, e-mailed to me that Steyn is travel- 
ing while doing research for a book, and had 
not seen my questions. “I do not think it 
would make any difference, so by all means 
move ahead,” she wrote. 

I mention this because I want to make it 
clear that Steyn’s staff knew I was preparing 
a harsh profile, and that I had given him 
ample opportunity to respond. That is pre- 
cisely what Steyn himself did not do last 
February, when he attacked former Georgia 








senator Max Cleland, who has played a 
major role in Senator John Kerry’s presiden- 
tial campaign. Steyn mentioned Cleland in 
several different versions of his column, 
which he rewrites slightly for different pa- 
pers. But in the Chicago Sun-Times version, 
he included a bonus paragraph about the 
grenade explosion that cost Cleland both 
legs and an arm: 

“As Ann Coulter pointed out in a merciless 
but entirely accurate column, it wasn’t on the 
‘battlefield.’ It wasn’t in combat. He was 
working on a radio relay station. He saw a 
grenade dropped by one of his colleagues 
and bent down to pick it up. It’s impossible 
for most of us to imagine what that must be 
like — to be flown home, with your body 
shattered, not because of some firefight, but 
because you made a stupid mistake. Once 
upon a time, Cleland loathed the Silver and 
Bronze Stars he’d been given: He was, in his 





of the briny, staggered away and somehow 
neglected to inform the authorities until the 
following morning that he’d left some gal 
down there. But, if he was too tired to do 
anything for her back then, he’s been ‘tire- 
less’ on her behalf ever since. ... 

“But among the orthodox left the ... Pierce 
view is the standard line: You can’t make an 
omelette without breaking chicks. This is 
subtly different from arguing that a man’s 
personal failings are outweighed by his public 
successes. Rather, they’re saying that a man’s 
personal flaws are trumped by his ideological 
purity, regardless of whether or not it works. 
I doubt whether a 62-year-old Mary Jo 
would regard Senator Kennedy as ‘bringing 
comfort’ to her old age.” 

A more willful misreading of Pierce you 
will not find. Unfortunately for Pierce, 
Steyn’s interpretation was echoed by Bernard 
Goldberg in his book Arrogance: Rescuing

words, ‘no hero’ — which is true. He was a 
beneficiary of the medal inflation that tends 
to accompany unpopular wars. But Cleland 
learned to stop hating himself to the point 

where he’s happy to be passed off as a hero 
wounded in battle because that makes him a 

more valuable mascot to the campaign. Sad.” 

Well, now. According to Cleland’s 1980 au- 
tobiography, Strong at the Broken.Places, 
Steyn’s account, by way of Coulter, is accurate 
only if you ignore the context. Several days be- 
fore his accident, Cleland had fought bravely 
in a battle that cost the lives of several of his 
fellow soldiers, and for which he won the Sil- 
ver Star. Cleland did write that he didn’t de- 
serve it — but, as he admitted in the introduc- 
tion to the 2000 edition of his book, he was 
still bitter in 1980. Today he calls reporters’ at- 
tention to the official citation, which cites him 
“for gallantry in action” at Khe Sanh, a battle 
for which he volunteered. By the time the acci- 
dent occurred, the fighting had indeed 
stopped. But to suggest that he was injured in 
a non-combat situation is obscene. The fact is 
that Cleland lost three of his limbs carrying 
out a necessary mission in a war zone. 

“The right wing concludes who it wants to 
destroy first, then it finds a rationale in order to 
do it,” Cleland told me in an interview. “With 
Coulter and this guy [Steyn], neither one of 
them contacted me, neither one attempted to 
verify any particular fact or series of facts.” He 
called their columns part of “this massive Karl 
Rove right-wing slime machine” aimed at un- 
dermining Kerry’s presidential campaign. 

The Steyn twist-o-matic was also at work 
in January 2003. The object on that occasion: 
Charles Pierce, who'd just written a profile of 
Ted Kennedy for the Boston Globe Magazine. 
In a passage dripping with sarcasm and irony, 
Pierce wrote this: “That’s how you survive 
what he’s survived. That’s how you move for- 
ward, one step after another, even though 
your name is Edward Moore Kennedy. You 
work, always, as though your name were Ed- 
ward Moore. If she had lived, Mary Jo 
Kopechne would be 62 years old. Through 
his tireless work as a legislator, Edward 
Kennedy would have brought comfort to her 
in her old age.” Now, I’ll grant that without 
the full context, it might not be immediately 
obvious that Pierce had just dropped a two- 
ton pile of fertilizer on Kennedy, but it was 
pretty damn clear to anyone who read the full 
article. I wrote at the time that the passage 
was “brutally vicious.” Conservative James 
Taranto, who compiles “Best of the Web” for 
the Wall Street Journal’s OpinionJournal.com, 
called it a “paragraph of pure poison.” A let- 
ter-writer to the Globe Magazine called it 
“truth, even though it is a savage attack that 
strikes too close for comfort.” 

Yet here is what Steyn wrote in the Nation- 
al Post: “Mr. Pierce’s point is a simple one: 
Sure, 34 years ago, Teddy fished himself out 





America from the Media Elite. From there, it 
was only a short journey to the right-wing, 
irony-challenged Media Research Center, 
which, in its annual “Dishonor Awards,” gave 
Pierce its “Quote of the Year.” 

“My only contact with the guy was with him 
being enormously dishonest about something 
I'd written. And, I think, knowingly dishon- 
est,” says Pierce of Steyn. “If a guy who is that 
nakedly, intellectually dishonest can become a 
successful conservative writer, then conserva- 
tive intellectualism is dead in this country. If it 
began with Buckley and the people who taught 
him, it ends with the likes of Mark Steyn.” 


HERE ARE MANY, many more examples 

I could cite. In a New Criterion piece, for 
instance, Steyn mentioned the title of a New 
Republic essay by Andrew Sullivan, “We Are 
All Sodomites Now,” as being some sort of 
commentary on the state of gay sexuality. In 
fact, Sullivan’s was a closely argued piece in 
which he contended that all non-procreative 
sex, whether heterosexual or homosexual, is 
a form of sodomy. (For good measure, 
Steyn got the title wrong, too; it was “We’re 
All Sodomists Now.”) On the cover of his 
most recent anthology, Mark Steyn from 
Head to Toe, as well as on his Web site, 
Steyn claims that Harper’s publisher Lewis 
Lapham once wrote of “[t]he poisonous lan- 
guage of a columnist by the name of Mark 
Steyn.” In fact, the original reveals that 
Steyn cobbled together two of Lapham’s 
sentences; and that though Lapham is clearly 
not a Steyn fan, the “poisonous language” 
reference was not at all specific to Steyn. 
And on and on (and on) it goes. 

Head to Toe itself is filled with right-wing 
rants of the most conventional kind. We learn, 
for example, that Al Gore’s makeup in the 
first 2000 debate and John Kerry’s hair say 
much about their shortcomings. The effect, in 
all too many instances, is of a second-rate 
Maureen Dowd — that is, of a writer who 
makes the same kind of pop-culture analogies 
as the New York Times columnist, only with- 
out the deft touch. The one piece from 
Steyn’s anthology that I unreservedly admired 
was his 1998 tribute to Frank Sinatra, pub- 
lished in the Sunday Telegraph, in which he 
recounted a moment when Sinatra, upon en- 
countering the outstretched hand of an old 
adversary in a Las Vegas lobby, was said to 
have snarled, “Fuck you! Keep walking.” 
Wrote Steyn: “Indeed, his entire oeuvre could 
be sub-titled ‘Fuck you! Keep walking.’” 
Good stuff. Unfortunately, that only rein- 
forces the impression that Steyn is on firmer 
ground when writing about the arts than 
when he ventures into the political world. 

Perhaps the most bizarrely skewed Steyn 
piece I’ve read was also his most ambitious: a 
long essay that appeared in the New Criterion 
this past January on the state of public educa- 
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tion. Steyn started out by recounting the Sad- 
dam Hussein—worship that was the principal 
hallmark of Iraq’s schools before the fall of 
the regime, and whose evidence Steyn could 
still detect when he visited Iraq some months 
later. He then — I’m not making this up — 
compared this to the plague of political cor- 
rectness that he detected in America’s public 
schools. He cited a few anecdotes, such as 
one involving an elementary school in Skokie, 
Illinois, where the traditional Thanksgiving 
program was canceled in favor of a talk by a 
member of the local Oglala Lakota tribe. But 
he reserved his deepest anger for the adminis- 
trators of Pioneer High School, in Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, who put together a “Homosexuali- 
ty and Religion” panel for a Diversity Week 
program. Wrote Steyn: “When a Catholic stu- 
dent, Betsy Hansen, asked to be allowed to 
present the Church’s traditional teaching on 
the subject, she was told by the school that 
her views were ‘negative’ and would ‘water 
down’ the ‘positive’ message they wanted to 
convey — that even religious dudes think gay 
sex is way cool. As we know, ‘diversity’ means 
homogeneity — even if, as in this case, the 
homogeneity is utterly at odds with reality.” 

Leaving aside the not-unreasonable notion 
that organizers of Diversity Week may have 
believed the kids were getting quite enough 
of homosexuality-is-a-sin at home and in 
church, Steyn omitted crucial facts: Hansen’s 
family enlisted the aid of the right-wing 
Thomas More Law Center; a federal judge 
ruled against the school system; and Ann 
Arbor officials responded by canceling Diver- 
sity Week. Then again, sharing that informa- 
tion would have conflicted with another of 
Steyn’s favorite tropes: that liberals specialize 
in victimology, and that they love nothing 
better than to find a judge willing intercede 
on their behalf. 

Steyn concluded: “How many of our 
teachers ... are ashamed at what they do, as 
some of those teachers | met in Iraq were? Or 
do they truly believe, like the Baathist appa- 
ratchiks, that they’re engaged in a great proj- 
ect that will enable their young charges to be 
model citizens of a remade society? I confess 
that, in America as in Iraq, I can’t tell which is 
which, and have come to the conclusion it 
doesn’t matter either way.” 

He can’t tell, and it doesn’t matter, whether 
American teachers understand that they’re no 
better than Saddam’s terrorized classroom 
sycophants. This isn’t analysis, or even argu- 


* ment. It’s nihilism. 


TEYN OFTEN criticizes the mainstream 

American press for its stodgy lifelessness. 
Last year he told the Web site RightWingNews 
.com that “almost any other English-speaking 
country, from Australia to Pakistan, has a live- 
lier press than the US big-city monodailies. .... 
I think that’s why when conservative US blog- 
gers need a bit of red meat they can tear to 
pieces they go to the Guardian rather than the 
Boston Globe or the San Francisco Chronicle. 
Idiocy-wise, there’s no difference, but the boys 
at the Guardian can write.” 

Judgments about idiocy aside, Steyn’s got a 
point. But if American papers are duller than 
they need to be, they at least try to get the 
facts straight. They often fail, but there are 
corrections and ombudsmen and letters to the 
editor to provide at least some accountability. 
Steyn, on the other hand, is an acerbic stylist 
who would enliven any op-ed page. Yet, in his 
hands, facts are malleable things, to be twist- 
ed and reinterpreted and omitted in order to 
advance his particular point of view. His mal- 
practice is hardly unique; but his sins are 
more egregious, and his gifts are more obvi- 
ous, than is the case with lesser but more 
scrupulous talents. 

Mark Steyn has carved out a nice little 
spot for himself within the world of right- 
wing punditry. He earned it not on the 
strength of his arguments or the accuracy of 
his so-called facts, but, rather, on his cul- 
tured, forceful writing style. And, of course, 
by making the truth serve his purposes, 
rather than the other way around. Sure, he’s 
no worse than Rush Limbaugh or Ann 
Coulter. But he’s no better, either. &

Against all odds, Dennis Kucinich plans to make his presence felt 
through next month's Democratic National Convention and beyond

tial primary, Dennis Kucinich has an impressively healthy 
sense of his own importance. Last month, Kucinich — 
the only Democrat other than John Kerry still actively running 
— opened his Democratic National Convention headquarters 
in a cramped fourth-floor office on Temple Place, just off 
Boston Common. Addressing his assembled supporters by 
speakerphone from Oregon, where he was campaigning in the 
run-up to the May 18 primary, the Ohio congressman prom- 
ised to push the party to the left when the convention opens in 
July. “We'll have dozens of delegates inside the convention, but 
we'll have thousands of people in the streets of Boston,” 
Kucinich declared. “We can put pressure on the party to take 
the right positions on civil liberties, health care, Iraq, and the 
Patriot Act. We’re going to be the conscience of the party. And 
that will help the Democrats win.” 
Strong words, coming from someone who’s heading into the 
convention with 68 of the party’s 4323 delegates. When the bat- 
tle for the Democratic nomination was still going strong and tel- 
evised debates gave 
Kucinich regular 
access to a national 
audience, few vot- 
ers saw his agenda 
— which includes 
immediate Ameri- 
can withdrawal 
from Iraq and 
NAFTA, and the es- 
tablishment of a 
cabinet-level De-

— as viable. 
There’s no reason 
that should change 
during a convention 
focused on selling 
John Kerry as an 
electable centrist.

moderator Ted Koppel for his fixation on inside-baseball 
questions and was cheered by a grateful audience. The re- 
lentlessly idealistic congressman also engaged in some old- 
fashioned horse-trading in the lowa caucuses, engineering a 
vote swap with North Carolina senator John Edwards that 
added intrigue to the event and may have helped Edwards, 
who finished second, increase his margin over the third-place 
Dean. And in the “Who Wants To Be a First Lady” contest 
sponsored by PoliticsNH.com, Kucinich signaled a William 
Shatner—esque willingness to refashion himself as an ironic 
pop icon. (See “Five Notable Kucinichian Moments,” below.) 

Kucinich wasn’t the only long-shot candidate in the Democ- 
ratic field, which included the Reverend Al Sharpton and for- 
mer ambassador Carol Moseley Braun. But he never seemed to 
realize that he almost certainly wouldn’t be the 
nominee. Quite the contrary — on the day of the 
Iowa caucuses, Kucinich pondered a scenario in 
which he would emerge from a deadlocked con- 
vention as the Democratic Party’s nominee, telling 
the Associated Press: “It is inevitable, really.” As 
other, more viable candidates bowed out, Kucinich 
stuck around, only conceding after Super Tuesday 

csHou. that he would not, in fact, be- 
come president. 

The cynical explanation for 
Kucinich’s persistence is that 
he came to crave the media 
spotlight and the adulation 
showered on him by die-hard 
supporters, and merely said 
what was necessary to justify 
his continued presence in the 
race. “This is a guy who 
would eat publicity morning, 
noon, and night,” says Uni- 
versity of Virginia political sci- 
entist Larry Sabato. “I like to 
call him the House equivalent 
of John McCain. He can’t get 
enough press or enough TV 
time.” Even some of 
Kucinich’s ideological compa- 
triots were annoyed by his ap- 
parent obliviousness. “The 
thing that bothered me about 
Dennis was that he would 
never admit the unreality of 
what he was doing,” says for- 
mer Nation editor Micah 
Sifry. “Had he done that, he 
would have been more real 
right away — “You know 
what, folks, this is a long-shot 
bid. I know how hard this 
may be, and we may not get 
there.’ But he was always say- 











loud guffaw and a 
prickly, pedantic re- 
joinder that spoke volumes about how and why he persists. 
“Never,” Kucinich said after he finished laughing. “I mean, not at 
all. I don’t even think in those terms. If you don’t think in those 
terms, somehow it just doesn’t happen to you.” After a pause, he 
continued: “I want you to think about that now. I don’t live in a 
world like that. Maybe other people do.” 


T WAS CLEAR early in the Democratic-primary campaign 

that Kucinich faced long odds (see “Running on Ideas,” 
News and Features, October 3, 2003). Some of his problems 
were substantive: when Howard Dean seized the anti-war man- 
tle, Kucinich — who co-chairs the Congressional Progressive 
Caucus and led opposition to the Iraq-war resolution in the 
House — saw his most appealing stand co-opted by a competi- 
tor. Low poll numbers, small fundraising totals, and a string of 
poor finishes didn’t help his cause, either. Other problems, 
however superficial in nature, were no less damaging. Kucinich 
is a small man with lank, unkempt hair and large ears; rather 
than fitting the standard image of a presidential candidate, he 
looks like a dour elf — one whose manner is often brittle and 
who, for good measure, just happens to be a vegan. 

Still, Kucinich persevered. And though few pundits or vot- 
ers ever saw him as a serious contender, his doggedness 
earned the grudging respect of some once-skeptical ob- 
servers. Kucinich’s shining moment came in a University of 
New Hampshire debate last December, when he scolded 





ing he was going all the way, 
that he was going to be the next nominee. And it 
made a lot of people say, “This guy is nuts.’” 

But neither Sabato nor Sifry takes into account 
Kucinich’s zealous faith in the power of positive 
thinking. For Kucinich — who surmounted occa- 
sional homelessness as a child to become mayor of 
Cleveland at the age of 31 — conceptual frame- 
works rather than practical considerations dictate 
what can and can’t happen. The congressman cites 
the Romantic poets as major personal influences. 
He keeps an anthology of Percy Bysshe Shelley’s 
work — open to Prometheus Unbound — on the 
desk of his Capitol Hill office, and often closes 
stump speeches with a line from Tennyson’s 
“Ulysses”: “Come, my friends,/ ’Tis not too late to 
seek a newer world.” In addition, Kucinich is close 
to Marianne Williamson, a prolific New Age au- 
thor whose organization, the Global Renaissance 
Alliance, advocates the creation of a Department of 
Peace. (The Global Renaissance Alliance also 
champions the use of “peace circles,” in which 
participants use prayer, silent meditation, and visu- 
alization exercises to create a “grid of mystical 
power that will shield the world from its own in- 
sanity, and move through the fear to the love.” The 
group’s former peace-circles coordinator served as

honor. On December 5, after a debate between two finalists and a subsequent 
vote that draws 20,000 responses, Gina Marie Santore, a 34-year-old sheriff's 
assistant from Maple Shade, New Jersey, is named the winner.

California coordinator for the Kucinich campaign and later as 
an assistant to Kucinich’s national-campaign manager.) 

These views haven’t hurt Kucinich in his congressional dis- 
trict, which includes Cleveland’s liberal West Side: in 2002, he 
was re-elected with 74 percent of the vote, and tallied 85 per- 
cent in this spring’s Democratic congressional primary. But for 
most of the nation’s voters, this New Age tinge made it easy to 
dismiss him as a marginal eccentric. Yet Kucinich insists he 
never finds it frustrating or disheartening to advocate views that 
don’t jibe with the cultural mainstream. “You just have to keep 
your heart open,” he says. “And as long as you do that, any- 
thing can happen. Success always comes to those who have the 
ability to envision different ways of looking at things.” Before 
Kerry gained a mathematical lock on the nomination, 
Kucinich’s continued optimism had a neat and unassailable in- 
ternal logic: he could still become president for the simple rea- 
son that he still believed it was possible. 


LTHOUGH KUCINICH admits he won’t be the Democra- 

tic nominee, he now insists that he can become the Democ- 
ratic Party’s ideological architect — an equally quixotic ambi- 
tion. How, exactly, does he intend to do this? Partly through a 
Web-based petition drive aimed at shaping the Democratic 
platform to suit his priorities: immediate transfer of US military 
authority in Iraq to UN forces; universal health care; withdraw- 
al from NAFTA and the World Trade Organization; repeal of 
the Patriot Act; creation of a US Department of Peace; and 
comprehensive affirmation of lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans- 
gender rights. (Kucinich, who spoke at last weekend’s Boston 
Gay Pride celebration, has been a consistently vocal supporter

His campaign is 
also planning daily workshops on progressive issues during the 
July national convention, as well as evening “street actions” and 
an anti-war candlelight vigil on the closing night of the pro- 
ceedings. Asked how observers will be able to gauge whether he 
succeeds, Kucinich answers — true to form — in doubt-free 
terms: “When the delegates are canvassed, and it’s declared 
that they stand for getting out of Iraq. For ending the Patriot 
Act. For health care for all Americans. For fair trade.” 

Yet again, the jaded might say that Kucinich is milking his 
Warholian 15 minutes a bit too long. His chances of shaping the 
party’s platform aren’t much better than his chances of being 
elected president were. The vast majority of delegates at the Fleet- 
Center will have one priority — helping John Kerry beat George 
W. Bush — and while some of Kucinich’s positions may exercise 
considerable appeal, it’s a safe bet that this year’s Democratic 
platform will be the one Kerry’s camp deems most likely to serve 
that goal. If Kucinich had more delegates, something unexpected 
and dramatic might happen. But even some Kucinich boosters 
concede their candidate probably lacks the leverage to have much 
effect. “I hope he raises a fuss, because after all, he represents a 
very large part of the Democratic Party, which is not represented 
by John Kerry,” says Howard Zinn, who belongs to a long list of 
prominent left-leaning Kucinich endorsers. “But how he can ac- 
tually make that representation practical and meaningful at the 
convention. . . . Can he have an effect on the platform? I don’t 
know. These conventions are controlled by the dominant force in 
the party, and Kerry is the dominant force.” 

Of course, Kucinich himself is more sanguine. As he sees it, a 
Kucinich-engineered makeover of the Democratic Party is not 
only possible, but has the potential to spur a revolution in Amer- 
ican government. “If our party took a clear and strong stand to 
support universal, single-payer, not-for-profit health care, | 
think you'd have people lining up on Election Day to vote De- 
mocrat,” he says. “It’s both pragmatic and principled to do that. 
The question is, will we? I think the Democrats are ready for a 
real shift. And I think a Democratic sweep” — taking control of 
the House, the Senate, and the White House — “could be gen- 
erated out of this convention if it’s done right. It’s the message 
that I have been carrying, right from the beginning, that may 
prove to be the winning combination for the Democrats.” 


N A STATEMENT e-mailed to the Phoenix, Democratic Na- 
tional Convention Committee chair Alice Huffman praised 
Kucinich and welcomed his participation in the convention. But 
while Kucinich dreams of a sort of Gingrichian role, anything 

beyond a token convention appearance could make him the 
Democrats’ version of Pat Buchanan, who alienated moderate 
voters at the 1992 Republican Convention by showcasing the 
GOP’s most extreme views. Chances are slim that convention 
organizers will work to showcase Kucinich next month. 

There is one way he might actually manage to affect the 
2004 election, however: by convincing potential supporters of 
independent candidate Ralph Nader to vote Democratic. Last 
year, Nader urged voters to support Kucinich in the Democrat- 
ic primaries, and in October 2003 the two headlined a rally in 
Washington, DC, sponsored by Democracy Rising, Nader’s 
progressive organization. Earlier this month, however, Kucinich 
said he couldn’t remember the last time he and Nader talked. 
And whatever ideological affinity the two men may share, it 
seems clear Kucinich sees his role — at least in part — as 
heading off the challenge Nader poses on the left. “There has 
to be a place inside the Democratic Party for people who are 
standing strong for peace, for civil liberties, for health care, for 
fair trade,” he says. “And as long as there are spokespersons in- 
side the party who'll reach out and keep trying to attract people 
in, as long as we continue to work with the party to try to shape 
its direction, there’s always a chance that we can bring people 
in to support the Democrats.” 

If the course of the campaign had unfolded differently — if, 
say, Dean had decided to remain in Montpelier rather than 
seeking higher office — might Kucinich have parlayed his anti- 
war stance into a bigger role, however briefly? It’s impossible to 
say. But it’s unlikely Kucinich, even without Dean in the field, 
could ever have served as this year’s Eugene McCarthy, whose 
near-miss 1968 presidential-nomination bid delivered a sting- 
ing anti-war rebuke to incumbent Lyndon Johnson and rocked 
the Democratic Party. As already noted, Kucinich’s look and 
often testy manner pose serious liabilities. (When I asked him if 
he might create a new progressive organization, a la Howard 
Dean, Kucinich offered the following comeback, capped by a 
derisive snort: “There’s no question that I intend to create a 
new progressive organization. It’s called the Democratic 
Party.”) He also lacks the centrist trappings that helped Dean 
mitigate his anti-war stance. Instead, his eager embrace of the 
Democratic Party’s far-left elements, as well as his backing 
from fringe groups like the Natural Law Party, severely circum- 
scribes his appeal. “In many ways, Dennis is an admirable and 
valiant fellow, and his politics are not the politics of conven- 
ience,” says Doug Ireland, a veteran left-leaning political jour- 
nalist. “He is a genuine left populist. But if you’re going to run 
a message campaign, I think he could have had a much more 
effective strategy for collaring broad swaths of the Democratic 
electorate. I think Dennis should have spent a lot more time 
talking to working-class Democrats and a lot less time talking 
to New Age festivals and vegetarian tofu suppers.” 

Whatever opportunities Kucinich may have missed, it’s al- 
most certain he’ll be an obscure footnote when the history of 
the 2004 campaign is written, a long-forgotten name occasion- 





ally dropped by political junkies to showcase their mastery of 
presidential arcana. “It’s irrelevant, it’s over, he did miserably,” 
Sabato says. “What else can you say?” Massachusetts con- 
gressman Barney Frank — a member of the Congressional 
Progressive Caucus — is gentler, but no less pessimistic about 
Kucinich’s chances of influencing either the convention or the 
general-election campaign. “The problem Dennis runs into 
isn’t just that he didn’t get delegates, but that he didn’t get a lot 
of votes,” Frank says. “Jesse Jackson made his candidacy work 
in 1984 and 1988 in the primaries, and I think Jackson did 
have an impact on the party, in terms of making sure that the 
Democrats stayed with affirmative action. In Dennis’s case, the 
problem is that he just didn’t do well enough in the primaries to 
get a lot of clout.” Frank’s Massachusetts colleague Mike Ca- 
puano, also a Progressive Caucus member, suggests that’s a 
good thing. “I like and respect Dennis’s enthusiasm,” Capuano 
says. “But we have a candidate. And anyone who cannot see 
that John Kerry’s victory this fall would better serve the pro- 
gressive agenda than anything else we can do between now and 
November, I would strongly disagree with. That’s exactly why 
we lost the White House so many times in the last 30 years.” 
And after the election? Kucinich supporters hope he’ll labor 
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for years to energize the Democrats’ left wing. “He’s fairly 
young, and the Democratic Party is going to be badly in need 
of a gadfly for some time to come,” Zinn says. “Just the very 
fact that John Kerry is the Democratic candidate shows that, 
and the power of the Democratic Leadership Council within 
the party. There'll be a great need for somebody like him, and I 
think he’s likely to play that kind of role for a number of years, 
until the Democratic Party begins to move out of its lethargy.” 
But Kucinich’s optimism about transforming the party may 
gradually be eroded by a general lack of interest in his agenda 
among Democratic politicians and voters. Time will tell 
whether he can reconcile the probable disconnect between his 
lofty expectations and what he’s actually able to accomplish. 
Not surprisingly, however, Kucinich is bullish about his lega- 
cy. Asked what historians will say about him in 50 years, he of- 
fers the following: “They'll say, ‘How does the guy keep 
going?’” In 100 years? “They'll say, ‘He’s slowing down.’” 
With any other politician, it would be easy to dismiss these 
comments as hokey jokes. The perplexing thing about Kucinich 
is that you can’t be sure he’s kidding. %

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The trials of 
Bernard Baran 


Twenty years ago a young gay man was convicted of multiple counts 
of child molestation. There is good reason to believe he is innocent.

N SATURDAY, October 7, 1984, 
Bernard Baran was at a friend’s 
house when the phone rang. 

It was his friend’s sister, and 

she sounded anxious. She was 
worried about her daughter, Tina, who at- 
tended the Early Childhood Development 
Center, in Pittsfield, where Baran worked as 
a teacher’s aide. 

“Bernie,” she said, “I heard they’re inves- 
tigating some monster at the day care for 
molesting kids. Can you keep an eye out for 
Tina? 

Baran agreed, and quickly got off the line. 
Tina’s mother saw him as a protector, but 
Baran knew that investigators thought other- 
wise. He hung up and turned to his friend. 

“Will you tell her? I can’t do it,” Baran re- 
calls saying that day, 20 years ago. “This 

monster they’re talking about is me.” 

Over the next four months, Baran, at that 
time a slender, 19-year-old high-school 
dropout, looked on helplessly as his life was 
dissected, then destroyed. He was arrested, 
tried, and convicted of abhorrent crimes. A 
gentle soul who enjoyed taking care of chil- 
dren, Baran came to be seen as a predator 
who fondled and sodomized more than a 
dozen young boys and girls in the class- 
rooms, bathrooms, and back-yard shed of 
the day-care center where he worked. 

Baran’s conviction was the first in a wave 
of day-care-abuse cases that swept the 
country in the 1980s. In Manhattan Beach, 
California, several members of the Mc- 
Martin family were tried for sexually abus- 
ing more than 40 children in satanic rituals. 
In Malden, the infamous Fells Acres day- 
care case saw Gerald “Tooky” Amirault 
convicted of similarly hideous crimes 
against children. While the scrutiny left all 
day-care workers susceptible to accusa- 
tions, Baran was particularly vulnerable. He 
was gay. 

Like Amirault, Baran has always main- 
tained his innocence. Now, in his last legal 
bid for freedom, a team of lawyers is mov- 
ing for a new trial. Indeed, 19 years after 
Baran’s conviction, significant doubts re- 
main about his guilt. Evidence that may 
have been vital to Baran’s defense was 
never provided to his attorney at trial. 
Techniques used to interview the children 
he was accused of abusing have been repu- 

diated in similar abuse cases. And at least 
two of those children, including the boy 
who first incited the case against Baran, 
have since made statements that cloud their 
accusations.

Life in Western Massachusetts 
Pittsfield, nestled in the Berkshire Moun- 
tains near the New York State border, is home 
to about 50,000 people. The blue-collar burg, 


- 136 miles from Boston, boasts a General Elec- 


tric plastics plant and a farm team for the 
Houston Astros. Yet the city also has a provin- 
cial New England air about it; Norman Rock- 
well painted his portraits of Americana for the 
Saturday Evening Post in nearby Lenox. 
Bernard Baran spent his youth in this 
close-knit community, and most of his fami- 
ly still call it home. His parents never mar- 
ried and his father, Bernard Baran Sr., left 
when his son. was three. But he was not 
bereft of care. His mother, Bertha Shaw, 














worked two jobs in order to support the 
family — Baran and his older siblings, Santo 
and Sharon. 

At 13, Baran told his mother he was homo- 
sexual. Shaw took it hard. His “gay-ity,” as 
she called it in a recent interview, was not 
something she expected, nor was it something 
she wanted to deal with. It took Stanley Sumn- 
er, her long-time partner — and later the father 
of her youngest son, Clint — to convince her to 
soften. He reminded her of Baran’s thoughtful- 
ness toward her and others. “If that’s being 
gay,” she recalled him telling her, “then I hope 
all my children are gay” (see “Being Gay in 
Western Massachusetts,” page 24). 

After dropping out of school in the ninth 
grade, Baran found part-time work through

the Berkshire Training and Employment 
Youth Program, spending the summers cut- 
ting lawns and sweeping walkways for down- 
town businesses. On the side, he began vol- 
unteering at the Berkshire County Associa- 
tion for Retarded Citizens, helping autistic 
children with everyday obstacles. These work 
stints were brief, rarely lasting more than a 
month, and Baran wanted a more stable job. 
In December 1982, the employment program 
set him up at the Early Childhood Develop- 
ment Center, a government-funded day-care 
center serving low-income families. Perched 
atop a hill on Francis Avenue overlooking 
downtown Pittsfield, the facility cared for be- 
tween 80 and 90 children. By March 1983, 
Baran had applied for a permanent job there. 
Although his family had come to accept 
his sexual orientation, Baran 
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encountered other difficulties as a gay man. 
Not the least of these was that, for some, 
his decision to work around children was 
cause for concern. 

The issue was first raised by the family of 
a three-year-old at the day-care center, 
James William Heath Jr., known to everyone 
as “Paul.” Late in the summer of 1984, 
David Heath, Paul’s mother’s boyfriend, 
complained about the center allowing a gay 
man to work with children, according to 
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police reports. 

Paul’s mother, Julie Heath, echoed 
David's intolerance. “I had a feeling that if 
they’re gay, they shouldn’t be with kids,” she 
said in court documents. “They shouldn’t 

get married. They shouldn’t have kids. They 
shouldn't be allowed out in public.” 

At the time, David, Julie, and Paul Heath 
lived together; Paul’s father (and David’s 
cousin), James Sr., had moved out of the 
house just before Paul was born. Well known 
to local police through repeated domestic- 
abuse complaints, according to court docu- 
ments, both Julie and David had long been 
entrenched in the local drug culture. 

“It was a way of life,” David Heath ac- 
knowledged in court documents. “Nembu- 
tal, Seconal, Percodan, heroin, cocaine, 
Methedrine. Is that enough?” 

On Friday, October 5, 1984, two months 
after complaining about Baran’s presence at 
the day-care center, David Heath made a 
more ominous call. That morning, he told 
Pittsfield police that Paul came home from 
school the previous day with blood on his 
penis. Heath told detectives the boy had 
said, “Bernie did it.” 

That same afternoon, Pittsfield police de- 
tectives Joseph Collias and Robert Beals 
went to the day-care center. After speaking 
to interim director Janie Trumpy, they 
learned that Paul Heath had not attended 
school on the day David Heath said the inci- 
dent occurred, according to their reports. 

Nonetheless, suspicion spread, setting in 
motion a fast-paced investigation that cen- 
tered on one suspect: Bernard Baran. That 
evening, the accusations of one three-year- 
old girl, Gwen Schantz, became pivotal in 
the case against Baran. 

The girl’s mother, Judith Schantz, was secre- 
tary of the day-care center’s board of directors, 
and had taken her daughter out of the school 
citing administrative problems, according to 
court documents. Within hours of David 
Heath’s complaint, day-care-center coordinator 
Carol Bixby called Schantz to tell her that cer- 
tain parents were voicing suspicions about 
Baran, according to police reports. 

Schantz called Pittsfield Police captain 
William Dermody. As a result, Detectives 
Francis Winpenny and Bruce Eaton met the 
Schantzes at their home on the night of Octo- 
ber 5. Judith Schantz told them that she had 
questioned her daughter privately and learned 
that Baran had fondled Gwen. 

The following week, parents, teachers, so- 
cial workers, police officers, and the Berkshire 
County District Attorney’s Office met to dis- 
cuss the allegations. Authorities told parents to 
question their children. Jane (Satullo) Shiyah, 
a psychologist with the Berkshire County 
Rape Crisis Center, and Pat Palumbo, of the 
Massachusetts Department of Social Services 
(DSS), staged a sexual-abuse puppet show for 
the children. They carefully monitored each 
child’s reaction. Those who responded unusu- 
ally — acting out or showing discomfort — 
were then interviewed. By the end of the exer- 
cise, the complaints tallied by Shiyah and 
Palumbo numbered more than a dozen. 

On October 6, Baran was arrested and 
charged with crimes related to the Heath 
and Schantz allegations. He telephoned his 
mother from jail and told her he didn’t do 
anything and had nothing to hide, according 
to police reports. He posted bail the next 
day, only to be arrested a second time, on 
October 10. He has remained behind bars 
ever since. 

During the weeks following Baran’s ar- 
rest, authorities narrowed the case to allega- 
tions by six children: Paul Heath, Gwen 
Schantz, and four others: Ryan Tetlow, 
Vanessa Sidway, Angela Bruno, and Joseph 
Loftus. In all, Baran was charged with 12 
counts; six for indecent assault and battery 
on a child under the age of 14, and six more 
for child rape. 

In a panic, Baran’s mother sold the fami- 
ly car to retain a lawyer. Scrolling through 
the phone book, she came upon the name of 
Leonard Conway, a local attorney who, 
unbeknownst to Shaw, was not a criminal- 
defense lawyer. She retained him, mistaking 
his name for that of Leonard Cohen, the 
public defender who had handled Baran’s 
arraignment. 

Before the trial started, prosecutors 












































The Catch-22 
of maintaining 
innocence in 
prison 


HEN SENTENCED to life, an inmate in 
Massachusetts will often serve at least 
two years under maximum security. Bernard 
Baran spent two weeks. 
Prison officials knew when he entered 
Walpole State Prison that Baran was a spe- 


placing cigarette bets on who would be the 
first to beat, rape, or even kill him, Baran 
says. He would need protection. 

Baran fit the classic profile of an easy target. 
He was small, gay, effeminate, and a convicted 
pedophile — and he swore his innocence. His 
survival depended on negating these attributes 
as best he could. Ironically, the easiest one to 
change would have been his stance of inno- 
cence, the one he clung to the hardest. 

His adamant denial of guilt should have 
kept him out of Bridgewater Treatment Cen- 
ter, the medium-security facility for sex of- 
fenders where Baran is now held. Acknowl- 
edging his crimes would have sufficed for an 
automatic transfer to Bridgewater, a safer en- 
vironment where inmates receive counseling. 
Instead, Baran was admitted through a bu- 
reaucratic technicality, and it took four years. 
Why? Because he was considered a “sexual- 
ly dangerous person.” 





contacted Baran with a plea bargain. Exhausted 
and unsure what to do, Baran called his 
mother. She told him that she knew he 
hadn’t done anything wrong, and he should 
stand up for what he believed in. But she also 
said she would understand if he took the 
deal. Then she asked him what he would do. 

“Fight,” he told her. Had he taken the 
deal, Baran would have been released 12 
years ago. 

“I’ve never forgiven myself for giving him 
that advice,” Shaw says. 

The trial was held in January 1985 and 
lasted five days. Prosecutor Dan Ford, a 
Berkshire County assistant district attorney 
(who was subsequently appointed Superior 
Court associate justice), centered his prose- 
cution on the testimony of the children. 
There was little physical evidence. 

Of the six original accusers, five testified. 
Paul Heath never took the stand, forcing the 
trial judge to drop the charges involving him. 






cial case. Almost immediately, inmates began 
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incarcerated there. 


Baran explains that he was regarded as a 
greater threat than other sex offenders be- 
cause he refused to admit to his crimes. 

“In a way, Saying you’re innocent makes it 
more dangerous because [therapists] don’t 
want to hear it,” says Baran. “They think it 
makes you more sexually dangerous because 
you're not admitting to your crimes and they 
don’t know how to treat you unless you do.” 

Immediately following his conviction, 
Baran spent two and a half weeks at Wal- 
pole, separated from the general population. 
The Department of Correction (DOC) extend- 
ed his stay in the Hostile Segregation Unit, 
where all inmates are first kept. Unable to 
find him a safe location within the prison, offi- 
cials placed Baran in the hospital unit until a 
transfer could be arranged. 

After Walpole, Baran was shuffled through 
five medium-security state prisons to ensure 
his safety, but the abuse did not let up. At 
Concord, he was beaten several times, and 
fellow inmates stole most of his property. At 
the now closed Southeastern Correctional 
Center, three inmates beat and gang-raped 
him. 

The beatings intensified at Norfolk, where 
Baran says his eye was split open in one inci- 
dent. In another, a fellow inmate slammed a 
metal tray on his head in the cafeteria, giving 
him a concussion. Baran was hospitalized 
both times. Despite the DOC’s standard in- 
vestigations into the savage beatings, he 
never identified the perpetrators. 


In the end, Baran was never convicted of any 


charge related to the boy whose family had 
sparked the investigation. 

Baran testified on the final day. He ap- 
peared pale and exhausted, his mother re- 
calls. The jury was unswayed. After less than 
five hours of deliberation, jurors found 
Baran guilty of nine counts: five for assault 
and battery against a child under 14, and 
four of child rape in the cases of Gwen 
Schantz, Ryan Tetlow, Angela Bruno, and 
Vanessa Sidway. Ford dropped the rape 
charge involving Joseph Loftus. 

At 19, Bernard Baran was sentenced to 
two concurrent life terms in prison. 


Flaws in the case 

A three-month Boston Phoenix investiga- 
tion by a team of Boston University journal- 
ism graduate students revealed deep flaws in 
the prosecution of Bernard Baran. Above all, 
almost every child’s case left important ques- 
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“If you snitch, you’re gonna get killed,” 
Baran says. “At least if you don't tell, you get 
a little respect for that.” It was also at Norfolk 
that he twice attempted suicide. 

Although Bridgewater has proved to be a 
safer place for Baran physically, it has been 
more difficult psychologically. Catcalls and 
epithets follow him down corridors regularly. 
Even more frustrating than harassment from 
fellow inmates are the group sessions, 
where therapists attempt to “heal” those with 
sexual illnesses. His profession of innocence 
complicates matters for all parties involved. 
But Baran works with what he’s been hand- 
ed: he uses the group-therapy sessions, 
where inmates are taught how to manage 
their anger, to instead reckon with the frus- 
tration of his imprisonment. 

Baran finds daily solace in his job at the 
facility's bakery — a job he takes pride in, 
and says is the most coveted position there 
When he first started working in the bakery, 
he was overjoyed by being able to touch a 
raw egg for the first time in so many years. 
And just last week, he was able to invent a 
new recipe with the permission of his boss, 
an orange cake with raspberry frosting. But 
when all is said and done, Baran is still a 
prisoner. When he leaves the bakery each 
afternoon, he must return to his cell and at- 
tempt to fall asleep, wondering how he will 
survive another day.

tions unanswered — significant gaps,.given 
that the children’s testimony convinced the 
jurors of Baran’s guilt. 

“The way the kids acted ... impressed me. 
That helped me [reach a decision],” said 
juror Edward Fields, a retired Pittsfield po- 
lice officer, in a recent phone interview. 

Indeed, the children had been well pre- 
pared. Before the trial, Ford led them 
through weeks of mock testimony, according 
to a DSS report included in court documents. 
But as in many other day-care sexual-abuse 
cases, the questioning techniques employed 
may have led the children wrongly to accuse 
Baran. 

The detectives and psychologists investigat- 
ing the allegations were working in uncharted 
territory, using unproven techniques that 
were later repudiated. “We know a lot more 
than we did 20 years ago about children’s

memory and suggestibility, and how to inter- 
view children in the most forensically sound 
and effective way,” Assistant District Attorney 
David Deakin, chief of the family-protection 
and sexual-assault unit in Suffolk County, 
said in a recent interview. “We’ve learned 
from all kinds of cases, not just day-care 
child-abuse cases, what works and what 




















































Researchers like Dr. Maggie Bruck, profes- 


and Stephen Ceci, professor of psychology at 
Cornell University, say that false memories 
are easy to implant in children’s minds and 
that suggestive, repetitive questioning can in- 
duce them to say things about abuse that sim- 
ply are not true. In 2000, Bruck and Ceci co- 
wrote what some in their field consider the 
seminal text on the subject: Jeopardy in the 
Courtroom: A Scientific Analysis of Children’s 
Testimony. 

One example of how to induce false memo- 
ries in children involves the use of anatomical 
dolls and puppet shows. “Investigators can 
misuse any props in a suggestive way,” says 
Bruck in a telephone interview. “The misuse 
of props provokes more opportunities for 
false accusations. Research has shown that it 
leads to errors — kids play with the dolls and 
it may not be anything sexual at all, but inves- 
tigators still include them in their reports.” 

To be sure, it would be nearly impossible 
to judge the techniques used 20 years ago by 
the investigators in the Baran case. Unedited 
tapes and transcripts of the original inter- 
view sessions no longer exist. But in a recent 
interview, Detective Collias, now retired, ac- 
knowledged that their approach toward the 
children in Baran’s case may have been 
flawed. 

“We didn’t have the set-up” to properly 
interview the children, he says. “We did the 
best we could with what we had at the time.” 

As compelling as the jury found the chil- 
dren’s testimony, scant physical evidence 
was ever presented to support the charges of 
sexual abuse. Doctors examined all six chil- 
dren, but only two, Gwen Schantz and Paul 
Heath, showed any physical signs of harm. 

Dr. Jean Sheeley, a Pittsfield pediatrician 
now at the Bay State Medical Center, in 
Springfield, examined both children. She 
testified that she found microscopic tears in 
Gwen’s hymen, and gonorrhea in Paul’s 
throat. Such evidence was viewed as ex- 
tremely significant at the time. In the 1980s, 
the field of child-sexual-abuse research was 
quite new, and doctors thought any genital 

damage in children was a sure sign of abuse. 

“Twenty years ago, there were no sexual- 
abuse experts,” says Dr. Angela Rosas. “It 
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states the child claimed the abuse never took place. This is just one of several documents 


that raise questions about Baran’s conviction. 


was all handled by pediatricians.” The direc- 
tor of the Child Abuse Program at Sutter 
Medical Center, in Sacramento, California, 
Rosas specializes in abused and neglected 
children. The techniques Sheeley used to 
measure Gwen’s hymenal tears are now con- 
sidered “sort of useless,” Rosas says, after 
Sheeley’s examination methods are de- 
scribed to her. “That practice has fallen by 
the wayside.” 

Gwen’s genital injuries were relatively 
small, says Rosas, so a doctor would have to 
look at the surrounding tissue, like the vagi- 
na and labia, to diagnose abuse correctly. 
Sheeley never testified to any damage to 
those tissues, which can heal within a matter 
of days. All in all, based on Sheeley’s testi- 
mony, Rosas says, “you can’t draw any con- 
clusions” about whether abuse occurred. 

By contrast, Paul’s gonorrhea was an unmis- 
takable sign of sexual abuse. Prosecutor Ford 
suggested that Baran was more likely to get 
gonorrhea because of his “lifestyle.” But while 
the evidence verified that Paul was sexually 


abused, it did not necessarily point to Baran. 
Baran told authorities that he had contracted a 
sexually transmitted disease in his early teens, 
but that it had been treated and cured. He test- 
ed negative for gonorrhea at Berkshire Medical 
Center on the day of his second arrest. 

In fact, evidence suggests someone else 
molested Paul. Shortly after the allegations 
surfaced, DSS removed Paul and his brother 
George from the Heath home, placing them 
in foster care. Julie and David Heath had al- 
ready separated. Then, on January 17, 1985, 
just days before Baran’s trial, Paul told his 
foster mother, Ellen McDaniel, that he had 
been abused by his mother’s current 
boyfriend. (The name of the boyfriend was 
cited in official reports and documents.) 
McDaniel immediately filed a report with DSS. 

Four days later, on the first day of Baran’s 
trial, social worker William Baughen substan- 
tiated the allegations against the boyfriend. As 
in any case of child rape, he requested that 
the case be referred to the district attorney. 

But the case was not referred to the DA 










by DSS regional director Federico Brid for 
more than a week. On the same day the jury 
announced Baran’s verdict, Brid wrote, 
“Please find a DA referral on behalf of Paul 
Heath ... whom we believe to have been 
sexually abused by ... [the] mother’s 
boyfriend. As you may recall, Paul was one 
of the children involved in the [day-care] 
series of referrals.” 

The Phoenix could not locate Brid for 
comment. 

The memo was not stamped “received” by 
the DA’s Office until five days after Baran’s 
sentencing. The trial was officially over. Ford 
never shared this information with the de- 
fense, according to Baran’s new attorneys. 
In a recent phone call, Ford declined to 
comment. 

The boyfriend was never charged. Attempts 
to reach him were unsuccessful. 

In most cases of child rape, “The DA’s 
Office would know that very day,” said Baugh- 
en in a recent interview. “The social worker 
would have the child tell the story with officials 
present.” In his 23 years as a social worker, 
Baughen said, he had never heard of it taking 
that long for the DA to find out about a possi- 
ble child rape. “It would be hard to guess how 
something like that would happen,” he said. 

Not providing such information to Baran’s 
defense attorneys highlights another problem 
with the case: the prosecution did not give 
potentially exculpatory evidence to the de- 
fense. For example, there was evidence to 
suggest that four-year-old Ryan Tetlow was 
influenced by his mother’s state of mind. 
Donna Tetlow suffered from a psychiatric 
problem similar to an extreme form of 
hypochondria, according to her doctor. Her 
syndrome was “a coping mechanism to sup- 
press anger and hostility,” wrote Dr. Roy 
Meals, a Los Angeles surgeon, in a letter to 
Tetlow’s insurance company discouraging an 
operation to correct an injury that resulted 
from her mental condition. 

It was possible that Tetlow transferred her 
emotional distress to her son. Just days before 
Baran’s trial began, Dr. Barry Simmons of 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital, in Boston, 
wrote a letter to a Pittsfield colleague about 
Tetlow’s disorder. In it he stated, “The con- 
cern, of course, is that if one robs a patient of 
a physical disability that they used to cover an 
underlying emotional problem, they will only 
[find an outlet] elsewhere.” 

While a mother’s psychological problems 
would not necessarily lead her to induce her 
child to make a false charge of sexual abuse, 
Baran’s lawyer did not have this information 
about the mother of one of his client’s ac- 
cusers. Consequently, it was never presented 
to the jury. 














HEN BERNARD BARAN hit adolescence, he had all but 
resigned himself to a world of hurt. The teenager's social 
pain came not from the pedophilia for which he was later 
charged and imprisoned, but from his sexual attraction to other 
men. Being young and openly gay in Western Massachusetts 
in the early 1980s made Baran a perfect candidate for the posi- 
tion of community pariah. 

“It was torture,” says Baran, speaking from prison, of his 
days in junior high. “Every single day it was something — kids 
picking on you, calling you ‘fag,’ stealing your book bag or your 
lunch, friends turning on you, beating you up.” 

Obviously Baran was not the only gay teenager forced to 
fight off jeers and attacks, but his refusal to use ambiguity or 
deceit to make life easier certainly didn’t help. He knew he 
stood out, and he was unwilling to bend just to fit in. Admittedly, 
he relished a flashier sense of style than his classmates. He 
donned higher-end brand-name clothes, and matching jeans 
and denim vests. He even wore Jordache shorts cut so close 
to the crotch that he knew sidewalk taunts would be unavoid- 
able. 

Baran’s blatant sexuality was unusual for the times. For gay 
men and lesbians, the Reagan years were marked by custom- 
ary harassment, anti-sodomy laws, and rumors that they were 
responsible for a strange new disease creeping across the 
land. Most homosexuals knew better than to broadcast their 
orientation. 

“Most of my gay friends at work were almost without excep- 
tion closeted during the day, and ‘gay’ starting Friday night,” 
says William Conley about the time he spent working for the 
Springfield branch of the Massachusetts Mutual Life Insurance

Company. He is now a lobbyist for the Gay and Lesbian Politi- 
cal Caucus. “Monday morning came along, and we put on our 
corporate clothes and went back to the straight business 
world.” 

In that world, gay men did not display pictures of their part- 
ners on their desks and would speak only in vague terms 
about their lives — many going so far as to switch to feminine 
pronouns when talking 
about weekend dates. 
Conley was trying to 
phase such conceal- 
ment out of his own 
life, when a media 
encounter in the 
late 1980s ren- 
dered his endeavor pointless. 

Under the shadow of national hostility, Conley gradually 
became more public as an advocate for gay rights. In Geor- 
gia, a gay man had been arrested and tried under a statewide 
anti-sodomy law. By 1986, the case — Bowers v. Hardwick — 
had found its way to the Supreme Court, where a 5-4 ruling up 
held the law preventing a man from having sex with another 
man in the privacy of his bedroom. The rising hysteria over 
AIDS, which in many minds was inextricably linked to homo- 
sexuality, had become an enormous roadblock to the nascent 
gay-rights movement. As the late Randy Shilts pointed out in 
his seminal work And the Band Played On, the United States 
was the only nation in the world where AIDS was considered a 
“gay plague.” 

While Conley acknowledged that the Bowers decision had 





little effect on the daily life of homosexuals in Western Massa- 
chusetts, he willingly devoted years before and after the ruling 
to promoting gay-rights legislation on Beacon Hill. His involve- 
ment led to an interview for what he thought would be a small 
piece on his and others’ advocacy work in the local newspaper. 
That Sunday, the article appeared under a banner headline 
in the Springfield Union. Conley had been inadvertently outed. 
“The next day walking into work, | remember feeling much 
different than the Friday before,” he said. “It was scary as hell.” 
: While nervous about the consequences around the 
water cooler, he says that the relief of no longer hav- 
ing to watch his words superceded his anxiety. His 
co-workers’ reactions turned out to be predictable: 
some met him with silence and avoidance, while oth- 
ers offered support and congratulations. 
“In some ways Western Massachusetts — com- 
pared to the rest of this state — is actual- 
ly more progressive toward gay folks,” 
says Conley. “Neighbors in Western 
Massachusetts are more likely to 
know each other for a longer period 
of time [than those in Boston], and 
there’s more of an acceptance factor 
for people when they know each 
other as neighbors. ... They get to 
know [their gay neighbors], and they 
get to realize that there’s not a problem there.” 

Perhaps Baran simply hasn’t spent enough time outside of 
prison to see that. “It was horrifying for a young teenage boy to 
admit he’s homosexual,” he says, “but if you don’t speak up, 
people will always have this power over you to make you feel 
bad about yourself.”

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Second thoughts 

In the years following Baran’s conviction, 
two of the victims’ families filed civil charges 
against the day-care center and settled for an 
undisclosed amount, in 1995. Meanwhile, at 
least two of the children and one of the adult 
accusers have made statements that under- 
mine their original allegations. 

Vanessa Sidway recanted to her therapist, 
Audrey Ringer, shortly after the trial ended. 
“Audrey stated that it came out in the ses- 
sion that Bernie Baran did not rape Vanessa 
at [the day-care center] last year,” accord- 
ing to a therapy-progress report written by 
Ringer’s supervisor, M.L. Hamilton, dated 
October 1, 1985, found in court records. 
“Vanessa indicated that her mother led her 
to believe that if she didn’t say the right 
words that they wouldn’t get a lot of 
money.” 

Audrey Ringer refused to comment. 
While her memory of the case is vague, 
Vanessa’s grandmother, Aileen Sidway, said 
in a recent interview that during the ques- 

tioning of Vanessa, the girl’s mother “was 
hollering and telling her, ‘Remember what 
happened! Remember! You can remember!’’ 

“I guess she told her what happened,” 
Aileen Sidway continued. “To tell you the 
truth, [Vanessa] wasn’t trying to say any- 
thing at all. She was playing with her 
foot.... I don’t even think she knew what 
was going on.” Nevertheless, Aileen Sidway 
says she believes Baran is guilty. 

Vanessa Sidway could not be reached for 
comment. Her mother, Marsha Lopez, died 
several years ago. 

Paul Heath also reportedly changed his 
story. As a teenager, he attended a “youth at 
risk” special-education class at Monument 
Mountain High School, in Great Barrington. 
Coincidentally, Richard Anderson, once a 
close friend of Baran’s, taught the class. An- 
derson and Baran had not been in touch for 
several years. 

In a signed affidavit, Anderson said that 
he asked his students to write about how to 
make a living. Unable to read or write, Paul 
presented his assignment orally. Anderson 
wrote, “Paul bragged that his mom got 
money because he ... had a gay teacher in 
day care. He said it was easy. All he had to 
do was say that the teacher did something to 
him to get the money even though nothing 
happened. He said the person who really 
abused him was his father.” 

It was not until Paul Heath said the name 
“Baran” that Anderson realized who the 
teenager was talking about. He never con- 
fronted Heath but did contact the DA, al- 
though nothing came of the information, ac-

cording to Anderson’s affidavit. 

Repeated attempts to reach Paul Heath 
were unsuccessful. His brother George, with 
whom he lives, said Paul would not be avail- 
able. “If this is about his childhood, he’s not 
going to talk about it,” George Heath said. 

The children involved in this case were not 
the only ones to change their stories. In Jan- 
uary 1989, David Heath walked up to the 
service window at a Pittsfield Unemploy- 
ment Office, where Anderson worked before 
teaching “youth at risk” in the schools. 
“(Heath] was not there to talk about an un- 
employment claim,” according to the affi- 
davit. “He told me that he wanted to take 
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BRIDGEWATER TREATMENT CENTER, where Baran now resides. He got in because he was declared a “sexually dangerous person.” 


ment like this because it was rare back then 
that a male would [be a teacher at a day-care 
center]. Today it would be totally different.” 
When asked about whether Baran’s ho- 
mosexuality played a role in that thinking, 
he said, “I thought it did back then. Today it 
wouldn’t shock me as much, but back then 


it did.” 
Behind bars 


Today, Baran bears little resemblance to 
the shaken teenager who went to trial near- 
ly 20 years ago. Gone are his wispy mus- 
tache and thin frame. His arms and legs 
have filled out from lifting weights and

back the accusation that he had made about 
Bernard Baran. He said that he just said 
what someone else wanted him to say.” 
Heath did not say on whose behalf he had 
allegedly acted, Anderson stated. 

Bertha Shaw confirmed Anderson’s state- 
ments. “David Heath called me,” she wrote 
in a personal memo dated January 31, 1989. 
“He said, ‘Someone in my family was ac- 
cused of molestation, and they did not do it, 
so I know how you feel. But I also don’t want 
to go to jail for perjury.’” Heath was refer- 
ring to his brother, Douglas Heath, who was 
serving time for child abuse. Shaw also wrote 
that David Heath said he would call the next 
day, which he did. At that time, he apolo- 
gized but told her that he could not take the 
chance of going to jail. 

During a recent attempt to talk to David 
Heath at his home in Pittsfield, he slammed the 
door and refused to comment for this story. A 
letter mailed afterward went unanswered. 

Despite contradictory statements, possi- 
ble flaws in the interviewing techniques, and 
the disputed physical evidence, many stand 
by the jury’s verdict. To this day, some in 
the community say they never doubted 
Baran’s guilt. 

“T thought he was a predator,” Detective 
Peter McGuire, who worked on the investiga- 
tion, said in a recent interview. “As a matter 
of fact, I mean, you’re talking 20 years ago, 
but what I thought strange was a guy his age 
... would want to work in a child environ- 


playing basketball. At 38, he is balding and 
his teeth have been dulled to the color of 
gunmetal. 

Baran is serving his sentence at the Mass- 
achusetts Treatment Center in Bridgewater, 
a medium-security facility for sex offenders. 
According to Baran, he was moved there 
after a series of violent attacks on him at 
other prisons. He said he’d been hit with 
fists, feet, and metal trays. Once an inmate 
elbowed him in the nose so hard it caused 
temporary paralysis on the left side of his 
face (see “The Catch-22 of Maintaining In- 
nocence in Prison,” page 23). 

“Pedophiles and homosexuals are at the 
lowest end of the food chain in prison,” 
Baran said in a recent interview. “There 
are no words to describe how horrible it’s 
been. Sometimes I wonder how I’ve sur- 
vived this long.” 

In the nearly two decades since his con- 
victions, Baran has continually fought for 
his freedom. His troubles have caught the 
attention of a growing band of advocates. 
Supporters set up a Web site devoted to his 
case. Columnist Katha Pollitt has written 
pro-Baran pieces for Nation. 

In a recent editorial, the Berkshire Eagle 
urged a review of his case. “The sooner 
this odious case is retried, the better,” it 
concluded. 

Baran’s new lawyers, John Swomley and 
Harvey Silverglate, and defense-team 
member Pam Nicholson, intend to file a 


motion for a new trial. But even with the 
new revelations, Baran faces long legal odds 
in his bid to overturn his conviction. 

“This is going to be a hard battle, but 
there are a lot of secrets that have yet to 
come out,” says Swomley. “I am confident 
that anyone who hears this evidence should 
be compelled to take a good, hard look at 
this case and find Baran not guilty.” 

Prosecutors declined to discuss the 
Baran’s lawyers’ plans. “It would be inap- 
propriate for me to officially comment on 
this [pending] case,” said Berkshire County 
district attorney David Capeless. 

The six children involved in the original 
trial are now in their early 20s. During this 
investigation, only three could be located. 
Gwen Schantz graduated from Vassar Col- 
lege in 2003 and is currently in Cambodia 
working for the service organization PACT. 
She declined to discuss the case for attribu- 
tion. Paul Heath, according to his former 
foster mother, Ellen McDaniel, has had nu- 
merous problems with drugs and petty 
crime. Vanessa Sidway had a child and 
moved to California, said her grandmother 
in a phone interview. Vanessa also had 
problems with drug abuse, her grandmoth- 
er said. 

Baran says he bears no ill will toward the 
children whose testimony put him away for 
two decades. “I’m furious [at the situation], 
but I’m not mad at them,” he said. “They 
grew up believing I was a monster. The sys- 
tem failed them, too.” 

In prison, Baran gets choked up when he 
reflects on the amount of time he’s lost. 
The birthdays, weddings, and graduations 
he’s missed trouble him even more when he 
ponders how many more may still pass 
without him. 

Baran can meet visitors only in a guarded 
room that resembles the gates of an airport 
terminal with parallel rows of seats and 
square tables. Doors slam, alarms buzz, 
bells ring — all reminding Baran of the 
thick prison walls surrounding him. In the 
winter, he finds solace in staring out the 
three horizontal slats that pass for windows 
in his cell. When snow falls, he says, it coats 
the perimeter fence 30 yards away, and the 
razor wire and chain links seem to disap- 
pear into the whitening landscape. 

.“Those days, you can actually allow your 
mind to wander outside the prison,” he said. 
“But what’s sad is that the next day, you can 
feel lost in the same beautiful blizzard be- 
cause you're still locked up.” |

In his new book, former secretary of labor Robert Reich speaks 
out about the radical-conservative threat facing our country

discouraged American Democrats, Robert 

Reich thinks you should take heart. The 
country, he believes, may soon be heading in 
a new direction. In his new book, Reason: 
Why Liberals Will Win the Battle for America 
(Knopf), Reich, who served as secretary of 
labor in the Clinton administration and now 
teaches at Brandeis University, outlines the 
growing threat posed by the radical conserva- 
tives (a group he terms “Radcons”), but ar- 
gues that liberal positions are actually in line 
with the majority on issues ranging from 
abortion rights to tax cuts to the environment. 
If liberals and progressives can learn to unite 
and organize the way the right does, Reich 
says, a new era of liberalism could well be on 
the horizon. 


[: YOU’RE ONE of a growing number of 


Q: Why the book? How did this book come 
to be? 

A: I got so fed up appearing on right-wing 
radio and television stations, and yelling with 
hosts, without being able to get forth basic 
ideas of progressives and liberals, that it 
seemed to me it was important to make the 
case. Also, I’ve been concerned in recent years 
that the Democratic Party has not made a suf- 
ficiently strong case for liberal and progressive 
principles. They're more important than ever. 
And finally, of course, the Bush administra- 
tion. I don’t believe that Bush is the cause of 
the radical-conservative ascendance; he’s the 
product of it. But it’s very important that liber- 
als and progressives have the courage of our 
convictions at this point in time. 


Q: Do you worry that the book is preaching 
to the choir? 

A: First, the choir needs to understand its 
own convictions and be able to argue them 
persuasively. Secondly, there are many inde- 
pendents out there, and even more people who 
don’t call themselves liberals but who actually, 
when you scratch the surface, agree with liber- 
al and progressive ideas. They need to under- 
stand the threats now being posed to them. 


Q: For those who haven't read the book, talk 
about the people you call Radcons: who they 
are, and why you think they’re so dangerous. 

A: They’re a movement uniting right-wing 
evangelical Protestants and big business. Ex- 
tremely disciplined. And they stand for several 
ideas that are dangerous for this country. 
First, they want to eliminate the barrier be- 
tween church and state. Second, they want to 
reduce taxes on unearned income and widen 
the gap between rich and poor. And third, they 
want to assert American military power with- 
out regard to international law. These ideas 
used to be at the fringe of the Republican 
Party; they are now center stage, and they are 
being given enormous legitimacy by the right- 
wing media. They are exactly opposite to the 
liberal and progressive ideals on which this 
country has been based. 


Q: You talk about how the radical conserva- 
tives have distorted the term “liberalism.” 
What’s your definition of liberalism? 

A: Keeping church and state separate. 
Fighting concentrations of economic power 
that undermine democracy. Expanding social 
insurance, including health care. And extend- 
ing the reach of international law and human 
rights. These principles all interact. They have 
to do with the interdependence of all of us. 


Q: Why do you think it’s been so difficult for 
Democrats to be as cohesive and organized as 
the Radcons? 

A: Partly because progressives and liberals 
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are fundamentally anti-authori- 
tarian. We don’t march in lock- 
step, we are independent, we 
squabble among ourselves, we’re 
undisciplined by nature. The 
Radcons are much more authori- 
tarian in temperament and per- 
sonality. They are better disci- 
plined. And they’ve transformed 
themselves over the last 20 years 
into a coherent and cohesive 
movement. We haven't. 


Q: How do Democrats do that? 

A: George W. Bush is pro- 
pelling us to do so. I’ve never 
seen such unity among Democ- 
rats as now. I’ve never witnessed 
such energy and organization on 
the liberal and progressive side of 
the ledger as now. I think we’re 
beginning to see the start of a 
new progressive movement in this 
country, similar to what we saw 
in the first decades of the 20th 
century. As I said, when you 
scratch the surface, most Ameri- 
cans do take liberal positions, 
even if they don’t call themselves 
liberal. Sixty percent of Ameri- 
cans believe that women should 
be free to choose abortion and re- 
productive rights. The vast ma- 
jority hold to the view that con- 
centrated economic power is 
dangerous, and don’t think the 
tax cuts are fair. And according to 
the polls, most Americans are 
deeply worried that the Iraqi war 
will create more terrorism, not 
less. The liberal view is the domi- |. —_——— 
nant view, and if we become mo- 
bilized and organized, it will be possible to 
take back this country. 


Q: The liberal view may be the dominant 
view, but why isn’t that widely known or dis- 
cussed? 

A: First, because the opinion talk media, 
that is, talk radio and talk television, are over- 
whelmingly right-wing. Rush Limbaugh is on 
600 radio stations; Bill O’Reilly and Sean 
Hannity on 450 each. The tiny liberal upstart 
Air America is on barely four stations. Most 
talk radio and talk television mimics the right- 
wing leaders. It seems that advertisers have 
concluded that it’s a formula for success. But 
they haven’t really tried anything on the other 
side. So Americans are being told big lies over 
and over again, in Orwellian fashion. Most still 
believe that Saddam Hussein had something 
to do with 9/11; that the so-called death tax 
— that’s what they call it — affects everybody 
when they die; that the No Child Left Behind 
Act means a lot more money for schools; that 
the Healthy Forest Initiative is about making 
our nation’s forests healthier, rather than the 
truth of the matter, which is letting the lum- 
bering and timbering interests ... giving them 
free rein. The big lies told often enough do 
begin to take hold. Frustrated and angry 
working-class people are easily persuaded that 
their problems are due to affirmative action, or 
feminists who have become successful profes- 
sionals, or immigrants, or foreigners. The 
right has wielded the politics of resentment 
very effectively. 


Q: You write about taking back morality. 
How do liberals do that? 

A: We focus on the central moral failures of 
our era, which are in boardrooms rather than 
bedrooms. The scandals on Wall Street and in 
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APPLY LIBERALLY: ° The liberal view is the dominant view,” 
Robert Reich, “and if we become mobilized and organized, it will be 
annatit to take back this eancied al 
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nesota pioneered new laws on wages and 
hours; women demanded the vote; a pro- 
gressive income tax was enacted; regulations 
were imposed on food and drugs; muckrak- 
ers, we called them, journalists informed the 
public of what corporations were doing, and 
also of the plight of the poor. America’s con- 
science was pricked, and we rolled up our 
sleeves and decided to change the direction 
we were heading in. The result was an out- 
pouring of reform legislation, culminating in 
the New Deal. Average Americans couldn’t 
abide what was going on and decided to take 
the country back. 


Q: What are your predic- 
tions for November? 
A: John Kerry will win. 
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Q: What do you think the 
consequences for this country 
will be if he doesn’t? 

A: Another four years of 
George W. Bush would mean 
that the radical conservatives 
in the administration are un- 
leashed. The only constraint 
they've felt is having to be re- 
elected. Without that con- 
straint, the warriors may well 
feel that it’s time to go into the 
rest of the so-called axis of 
evil, including Syria and North 
Korea. Our civil liberties will 
be curtailed, with what’s called 
Patriot Two, the second Patriot 
Act. The Supreme Court will 
be packed with anti-abortion 
judges, and abortion rights 
will be gone. There will be fur- 
ther tax cuts for the wealthy 
— in fact, they’re already 
planning them — and the gap 
between the rich and the rest 
will widen accordingly. Envi- 
ronmental regulations will be 
gutted and business interests 
will essentially run the coun- 
try. I'm not painting an unre- 
alistic picture, and I’m not 
being an alarmist. This is 
what we will get. 

John Kerry, on the other 
hand, can’t alone lead a pro- 
gressive revival in this country. 
Hence another purpose in 
writing the book. People have 
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large companies continue. There has been no 
real reform. Executive compensation is out of 
control, now 500 times the average worker’s 
compensation, whereas it was a small multiple 
10 or 15 years ago. Money from the rich and 
from corporations is flooding politics. These 
are moral issues, and should be discussed as 
such. We need to regard them as shameful. 


Q: Why don’t we, or why haven’t we? 

A: I think that liberals and progressives have 
been a little bit afraid of morality, perhaps be- 
cause the moral club has been wielded so ef- 
fectively by the right against individuals engag- 
ing in their personal, sexual lives. But we’ve 
got to separate private morality from public 
morality. What happens between two people, 
two consenting adults, is not the public’s busi- 
ness. But when the captains of industry de- 
fraud investors, fire thousands of employees, 
pollute politics with campaign contributions, 
and loot their companies, that undermines our 
entire system. That’s publicly immoral. 


Q: Talk about the historic parallel that 
makes you believe another era of liberalism is 
coming. 

A: There’s a striking parallel with the first 
years of the 20th century. In 1900, the gap 
between rich and poor was wider than it had 
been at any point in our nation’s history; im- 
migrants were flooding into our cities; the 
United States was engaged in imperial war; 
politics was a cesspool of patronage and 
kickbacks; it looked as if American democra- 
cy and liberal, progressive values were in 
eclipse. But then something very strange 
happened: the public began to fight back. 
Some of this started at the state level, [with] 
progressive governors like Robert La Follette 
in Wisconsin; states like Oregon and Min- 


to get involved. The country 
has to get mobilized and energized. The day 
after Election Day and the days following are 
just as important as the days leading up to 
Election Day. Kerry can be a great president if 
he has the people behind him. 


Q: What do you say to people who say they 
just can’t get excited about Kerry? 

A: I tell them they better start getting excit- 
ed. That a vote for Ralph Nader is in effect a 
vote for George W. Bush. If they didn’t learn 
that in 2000, shame on them. That John 
Kerry has a decent chance of beating Bush, 
but only if we get mobilized and energized be- 
tween now and Election Day. But I also tell 
them that John Kerry will need, like every 
president needs, to know that there’s a strong 
public behind him, pushing him in a progres- 
sive direction. 


Q: What's next for you? 

A: I will be helping the Kerry campaign, 
which I have since he announced [his candi- 
dacy]. I’m a professor at Brandeis; I have a lot 
of teaching ahead. And I have another book 
‘project coming up. It’s about leadership and 
social change. 


Q: You've got a full plate. 

A: It sometimes seems too full. Much of my 
job over the years has been public education, 
whether I’ve been secretary of labor or an au- 
thor or a professor. It’s all about helping the 
public understand what’s at stake. re)

Shock therapy 


My boyfriend and | have Prince Alberts, enjoy sounding, and sometimes use prince's 
wands. Recently, my boyfriend suggested that we try electro-stimulation, attaching 
electrodes to the ends of our sounds and butt plugs. But could we accidentally electro- 
cute ourselves? Could the pleasure be so intense that it would spoil us for other things? 

Enjoys Sex Toys in Me 

Before | get to your questions, ESTIM, | need to define some terms for the numerous 
readers out there who don’t have the faintest idea what the fuck you're talking about 

Prince Albert: a ring that enters the piss slit in a man’s penis and exits through 
a hole pierced in his urethra. 

Sounding: shoving a smooth, lubed steel rod (a/k/a a sound) into the piss slit in 
a man’s penis and right on up his urethra. 

Prince’s wand: an L-shaped sounding rod that’s designed to be locked into the 
penis. Once the long part of the wand is shoved into a man’s urethra, a separate 
bolt is screwed into the rod through the hole in the urethra created by a Prince Al 
bert piercing.

The 
best e-stim equipment available, according to numerous posts, are Eros Tek products, 
which are manufactured and distributed by a company called SexTek (www.sextek 
.com). | sent an e-mail to SexTek asking for someone to get in touch with me, and 
David, the freakin’ genius behind Eros Tek’s products, called me right back. 

David is a lifelong e-stim enthusiast. As a child, he enjoyed touching nine-volt 
batteries to his tongue. As a young adult, David began wiring himself up to all 
sorts of inappropriate things. “There were quack medical devices from the '50s 
that delivered interesting sensations,” David said. “There was a product that was 
supposed to promote hair growth by shocking scalps. Even today there are devices 
using e-stim for muscle stimulation as an alternative to exercise.” These devices 
don’t really do the things their manufacturers claimed — grow hair, tone abs - 
but worked just fine on genitals. “But they quickly become boring for erotic use,” 
David said, “because they don’t offer enough variety.” 

David was working in high tech and realized there was a better way. “Advances like 
digital microprocessors allow for e-stim that’s tailored for erotic use with features like 
stimming to music, remote controls, and a much wider variety of sensations.” So the 
kid who used to touch nine-volt batteries to his tongue applied current technology to 
the problem, and several years later SexTek was selling his products to the world. 

“E-stim isn't like touching an electric fence or getting zapped by your toaster,” 
David explained. “It’s a totally different sensation. Some people compare the sensa- 
tion to a pleasant internal vibrator, while others use it for SM play, creating intense 
sensations without doing physical harm.” (“Intense sensations” is BDSM politesse for 
“pain.”) But how’s it work exactly? “Erotic e-stim uses carefully controlled electrical 
currents to directly stimulate the nerves. The nerves are fooled into thinking the body 
is being physically stimulated, and depending on the settings, those sensations can 
range from tingly pleasure to perceived pain.” Any orders coming into SexTek lately 
from the Pentagon? “No orders from the Pentagon,” David assured me. “We would 
hope these products are only used for consensual SM play.” 

Okay, ESTIM, on to your issues: could you accidentally electrocute yourselves? 
Could the pleasure be so intense that it would spoil you guys for other things? “It’s 
generally considered safe to use stainless-steel sounds, prince's wands, and butt plugs 
for e-stim,” David said, “as long as you hook them up to something like a TENS unit or 
device made for erotic use and follow all the instructions. It’s not a good idea to use 
body piercings for e-stim, as the current is concentrated into too small an area.” Wire 
up your Prince Albert ring, ESTIM, and you could get a nasty burn on the head of your 
dick. You're also not likely to electrocute yourselves if you use proper equipment. “De- 
vices made for e-stim put out very controlled levels of electricity,” David said. Finally, 
regarding e-stim spoiling regular sex, David offered, “For most people, oral sex doesn't 
spoil intercourse.

As for the expense, it’s true that 
high-end stuff like Eros Tek units start at around $300. “But you can buy a TENS 
unit for around 100 bucks, which were originally designed for medical use. They're a 
cheap way to try out simple e-stim.” But unlike Eros Tek products, TENS units don’t 
come with settings like “Stroke,” “Waves,” and “Orgasm,” which sound like they 
might be worth the $300.

And if you want to be lazy about torturing your boyfriend, SADISM, the built- 
in microphone in an Eros Tek unit is definitely for you. “Depending on the settings, a 
very soft sound can cause considerable discomfort,” David said. Your boyfriend 
could be tied to a chair in the kitchen, his dick wired up, while you do the dishes or 
practice playing the spoons or blast the soundtrack of Avenue Q — basically any- 
thing you do that makes any noise at all will cause him to suffer. “In the right hands, 
at higher settings, e-stim is a masochist’s dream come true,” David said. “You might 
need a good gag, however, to keep him from scaring the neighbors.” *

f the otherworldly floating doors she contributed to last 
summer's “4 Elements” exhibition at Forest Hills 
Cemetery are any guide, the 
translucent, lemon-yellow and 
light-green cast-rubber casement 
window that artist Niho Kozuru 
plans to hang in the courtyard at 
the historic Paul] Revere house 
this summer will look at once like 
an architectural ghost from the 
past and a playful spirit from 
minimalism’s current incarnation. 
In fact, it will be both. To create 
the light-dappled sculpture, 
Kozuru borrowed a replica of an 
actual window from the landmark 
Colonial-era house, using it as the basis for her cast- 
rubber mold. The hanging window is one of several cast- 
rubber sculptures Kozuru is making for “Re-Turning the 
Past: Cultural Icons Recast,” which opens at the Pau! 
Revere House this Tuesday and will remain on view 
through October 11. She takes a close look at Colonial 
architectural ornaments and, following the tradition of 
fine craftsmanship embodied by artisans like Revere, uses 
cast and colored rubber to give a modern configuration to 
historical domestic details like balustrades, urns, and 
casement windows. The result: past meets present, 
turned-wood meets rubber, and decorative knobs and 
finials get seen in a new light. 

“Re-Turning the Past” is the fourth in a series of 
collaborations between Boston’s Institute of Contemporary 
Art and Boston National Historical Park. Each year, these 
two seemingly strange bedfellows invite a New England 
artist to create public works of art exploring Boston’s 
historical riches, under the direction of Carole Anne 
Meehan of the ICA’s Vita Brevis program, which brings art 
into public spaces. “Boston National Historical Park is 
associated with sites along the Freedom Trail,” Meehan 
explains. “Our agreement is that we let three or four 
artists loose in that area, and depending on what they find 
interesting, the Park Service helps us negotiate with 
specific sites.” 

“For me, it was great to spend time looking around 
different sites,” Kozuru adds. “I’m interested in the 
domestic element in architecture, and the Paul Revere 
House is the only domestic site on the trail. They have 
been great to work with.” 

in this exhibition, Kozuru, who comes from a long line 
of artisans in Japan, going back to her great-grandfather, 
uses art to take the interior out into the garden,

‘transforming familiar shapes and forms with unexpected 


materials and colors. “| started working with rubber in 
2001. Before that, | cast glass. Rubber is similar to glass 
in that it’s translucent, but the touch is very different — 
more organic. It has a fleshy feeling.” 

Kozuru’s family moved to the United States from Japan 
in 1980. She attributes her interest in domestic 
architecture to the fact that she grew up in an 1847 New 
England farmhouse in Topsfield surrounded by the 
architecture, furniture, and crafts of the Colonial era. But 
the connection between her experience and her art came 
later, when she was studying art in Hawaii. “There, | 
realized that many 1800s New Englanders went to 
Hawaii, and they brought their homes. So when | went 
into the Mission Houses Museum in Honolulu, | felt like | 
was walking into my parents’ home.” The personal 
identification she feels with the old architectural forms is 
evident in the way her art breathes life into history. With 
this exhibition, she will surely bring the Paul Revere 
House and its era into a lively dialogue with contemporary 
artistic expression.

Every year when she watched 
the Boston Pops’ Fourth of 
July Esplanade concert on TV, 
Kathy Porter, who’s now 59, 
would say to her husband, 
“Imagine how magnificent 
that must be for a singer to 
have an entire orchestra 
behind you.” Porter, a 
marketing manager from 
Braintree, is now one of nine 
persons who are about to find 
out what that’s like. Last 
Wednesday, the Pops held the 
second round of “POPSearch 
2004,” its first ever talent 
contest, which will select a 
soloist to sing the tune of his 
or her choice with the 
orchestra on July 4. The 15 
performers (one dropped out 
due to a cold) who competed 
on a makeshift stage outside Trinity 
Church in Copley Square had been 
winnowed out from the 730 who'd 
showed up for the cattle-call audition 
on June 3 and 4. And the eight semi- 
finalists who don’t make it to the 
Esplanade to sing before hundreds of 
thousands and a national TV audience 
will still have the distinction of having 
performed with the Pops at Symphony 
Hall. The next round entails Pops 
concerts this past Tuesday (June 15) 
and this coming Saturday and 
Thursday (June 19 and 24). Three 
semi-finalists are set to sing at each 
concert, and from those performances, 
three finalists will be chosen to 
compete on June 29.

Lockhart commented on the “width 
and breadth of Americans that came 
out for this contest.” Last Wednesday, 
that breadth spanned age, from 18 
(the minimum allowed by contest 
rules) to 59, as well as occupation. 
The 15 singers earn their livings as 
secretaries, hostesses, mothers, 
municipal employees, and marketing 
managers. Some have trained at 
conservatories, but they’re all 
amateurs, people who sing in church 
choirs, at community theaters, at 
weddings and in highway-side lounges. 

“| didn’t think there were this many 
people out there that could sing like 
this,” said Anthony Fleitas, an MBTA 
bus driver. He had just swung off his 
route at Back Bay and was heading to 
meet his girlfriend for dinner, but 
instead of eating, he dragged her to 
Copley Square to watch the show. 
Having spent several Independence 
Days at the Esplanade, he took the 
opportunity to see Lockhart up close. 
More of the audience, however, were 
interested in their friends and loved 
ones up on stage. Several clusters of 
fans weathered the heat, set up 
picnics, and brandished signs like 
“Kathy Porter, You’re My Idol!” 

After two hours of performances, the 
judges went off to deliberate. The 
singers were surprisingly calm and 
convivial under the backstage tent, 
their jitters seeming to have subsided. 
When the judges returned, the 
competitors joined hands in a silent 
prayer circle. “This is what it’s all 
about. Everybody here is beautiful, 
talented. I’m in great company,” said 
35-year-old Stacy Brown, from 
Roxbury, just before the envelope was 
opened and her name was read.

Two weeks ago (“Arts News,” June 4), 
we reported that one of Cambridge’s 
landmark public-art pieces is in urgent 











need of repair. After 12 years 
on the Brookline Street side of 
the Middle East Restaurant 
and Nightclub, Daniel Galvez’s 
colorful mural Crosswinds, 
which captures the 
neighborhood’s free-spirited, 
multicultural personalities, 
has suffered water damage 
and is beginning to crack and 
peel. The good news is that 
the Oakland-based artist has 
volunteered to spend two 
weeks restoring Crosswinds at 
the end of the summer: “The 
best thing that | could do was 
just to donate my time, if they 
could come up with the 
smallest amount of money to 
make the repair.” 

But finding the funds to pay 
for Galvez’s airfare and 
restoration supplies may not 
be that simple, since no plan 
f_ was ever established to fund 
i maintenance for Crosswinds. 
The mural was created through 
a collaboration between the Cambridge 
Arts Council, which provided a grant to 
fund the $16,000 project, and the 
Middle East’s owners, Nabil and 
Joseph Sater, who provided Galvez 
with room and board during its 
completion. The Cambridge Arts 
Council has already allocated this 
year’s funds for restoration of public- 
art pieces, and the issue is 
complicated by the fact that the mural 
is located on a privately owned 
building that the Saters rent. 

Everyone involved wants to restore 
the mural before this winter gets a 
chance to damage it beyond repair. 
And it’s a relatively simple matter: 
replacing several rotten boards in the 
framework, repainting small areas of 
the mural background and several 
portraits, and providing a new 
protective coating. But the situation 
remains at an impasse until the 
needed money — roughly $1500 — 
can be found. The city’s director of 
public art, Hafthor Yngvason, says he 
hopes to discuss possible solutions 
with everyone involved. “The council is 
exploring ways to make that happen.” 

A solution is certainly closer at hand 
than before, and the progress that has 
been made is due largely to the spirit 
of the neighborhood, which the mural 
has come to embody. After initially 
estimating the restoration at $4000 to 
$6000, Galvez was moved to donate 
his time when he stopped by the 
Middle East last week after completing 
several murals in Pittsfield. He was 
greeted warmly by the Saters and 
recalled how well he had been treated 
when he was here in 1992. Galvez has 
never offered to donate his time 
before, so the restoration of 
Crosswinds would be a labor of love. 
“This is kind of a special thing, simply 
because of how | was treated when | 
executed the mural in the beginning.” 

It would be a shame if his unusual 
offer went to waste for lack of $1500. 
“| think it’s a wonderful, generous 
commitment by the artist,” Yngvason 
acknowledges. “I think everybody 
should be interested in trying to make 
it happen.”

nel hip-hop scene is notoriously undersold, 
often by the very people who run it. Some of the 
qualities that make it distinctive — its DIY ethics, its 
allegiance to artful lyricism over catchy hooks — 
discourage its players from tooting their own horns too 
loudly. So in some ways, it’s not surprising that it took 
an outsider to produce the first comprehensive 
documentary about the city’s hip-hop heritage. Boston 
Beats and Rhymes, which screens this Friday at the 
Coolidge Corner, is even at this late date invaluable. 
Encompassing the glory days of Ed OG, the rise of an 
indie ethos from a wasteland of indifferent club 
promoters and record labels, and the emergence at tiny 
clubs like the Western Front of a tight-knit group of 
MCs including Mr. Lif, Esoteric, Akrobatik, and Edan, 
the story it tells will be familiar to long-time fans. But 
producer Scott Limanek illustrates his tale with a 
wealth of interviews with artists, promoters, journalists, 
and DJs, as well as archival and newly shot 
performance footage. “He understands the scene, and 
what he didn’t know, he made a conscious effort to 
learn about,” local hip-hop scribe Brian Coleman, who 
was interviewed for the film, says of Limanek. “I don’t 
even know if he realizes how important the film is.” 

Limanek, a 36-year-old production assistant at 
WGBH, shot the film over the course of more than two 
years, beginning in December of 2001. “| had always 
been a fan of hip-hop, since | was a kid. In the mid 
90s, | drifted away from it, but | would still listen to 
WERS at night.” One such night in 2001, he heard Mr. 
Lif’s “Settle the Score,” the B-side to Lif’s “Farmhand” 
single on the Beastie Boys’ Grand Royal imprint. “It 
blew me away, and then | heard the announcer Say, 
‘That was from Boston’s own Mr. Lif.’ At the time, | had 
no idea there was a scene going on [in Boston].” 

But Limanek proved a quick study, buying up vinyl, 
scanning the Internet, and digging into the local club 
scene. While taking video-production classes at 
Emerson, he came across former Phoenix critic (and

current Entertainment Weekly staffer) Michael 
Endelman’s chronology of Boston hip-hop in URB, and 
that sparked the idea for the documentary. “I think 
Limanek did a good job of explaining where it comes 
from, where it is now, and the issues of hip-hop in 
Boston,” says Endelman, who appears in the film. “He 
didn’t shy away from the race factor, and there’s lots of 
really great old, archival footage.” 

In addition to nabbing sit-downs with all the major 
MCs in Boston 
(including a lengthy 
segment with Ed OG, 
who also provided 
vintage video clips), 
Limanek talked to 
many key behind- 
the-scenes movers, 
including Brick 
Records’ Papa D, 
Landspeed’s Joe 
Mansfield, WERS’s 
DJ Nomadik, and 
promoter/manager 
Tim Linberg. “The 
interviews were all 
interesting for 
different reasons. 
Mr. Lif was great 
because he brings a 
real intellectual : 
process to his music. Akrobatik was another great one: 
we filmed him in his apartment, and he and his DJ, 
Sense, were playing pool while we did the interview. He 
gave these great, long answers, very complex. And he 
had a lot of great jokes.” Coleman points to a segment 
in the film where Akrobatik and others describe being 
inspired by the likes of Ed OG and other old-school 
Boston pioneers. “When you see Ak talk about Ed OG, 
that’s why the documentary is important: explicitly

making those links between the past and the present.” 

Limanek is still trying to secure distribution for the 
film. Besides the Coolidge’s, there’s just one other 
screening set in stone, in Brighton — the one in 
England. He’s also entering another tricky backwater of 
the hip-hop scene, song clearances, which Limanek 
says may cost him as much as $20,000. 

But Coleman, at least, thinks the documentary will be 
a revelation, perhaps even to the performers in the film. 
“People have had a 
hard time in the last 
three or four years 
— or at least a 
harder time — 
envisioning it as a 
scene because it’s 
become splintered. 
Which is too bad. 
When the Rebe/ 
Alliance comp came 
out in '98, there 
was a feeling of 
community, and it’s 
not really there 
anymore, but this 
could help bring 
that back.

“When we get to our new 
theater,” says Sturner, “we'll feel the sands of Provincetown 
beneath the floorboards.” 

Although Sturner, who's credited with conceptualization, 
refuses to ’fess up about the plot of the collective work, she 
does admit that the themes are contemporary, occasionally 
vicious, and totally P-town. “There’s a gay wedding, and 
Dick and Lynne Cheney appear. Some of the playwrights do 
bad things to them. | expected it to deal with what's going 
on in the world these days, and it does — there’s repression 
and love and long-lost surprises.” 

One of the surprises is Tallulah Bankhead, whom Charles 
Busch (The Tale of the Allergist’s Wife) introduces. 
Although, as Sturner points out, “other playwrights use her 
too,” Tallulah eventually meets an untimely end. Sturner 
herself had a time corralling and juggling so many 
distinctive voices. “| had some playwrights who'd be 
‘rescue’ playwrights, but sometimes it was fun when | got 
people who knew each other and liked each other to follow 
one another, like Christopher Durang follows Wendy 
Wasserstein.” 

There will be some production values to beef up the 
staged reading: music and, perhaps, projections. Newman 
admits, “It’s very hard to call it even a story line. It’s like a 
tale that’s being told but with everybody’s voice in it. It 
doesn’t have payoffs, but it’s a challenge and it’s more of an 
event than a play.” 

All the same, she was amazed by the caliber of the 
playwrights Sturner had enlisted.

Eclectic Irish heaven

here are several approaches to the 

idea of an Irish pub and restau- 

rant. The most radical, pioneered 
by Matt Murphy’s, is to have home- 
made, superior versions of actual Irish 
food. More often, we're seeing a kind of 
pan-European bistro menu that’s prob- 
ably about what youth-oriented pub 
restaurants are serving in Dublin these 
days. Then there’s all-American bar 
food like pizza, burgers, and fried 
snacks, with Guinness on draft and a 
Celtic-music night. 

The Asgard, which is the largest and 
most ornate of a small chain including 
the Kinsale, in Boston, and Desmond 
O’Malley’s, in Framingham, 
has another answer. Its menu 
includes almost all of the 
above, plus Irish names 
slapped onto random dishes, 
the funnier the better: “Gaelic 
four onion soup,” “Emerald 
Isle nachos,” “Celtic quesadil- 
la,” “Galway wings,” “Irish 
rancher’s salad” (Mexican stuff 
with ranch dressing), “Fenian 
chicken pasta,” “Doolan’s 
apple cobbler,” and of course, 
who could resist the “warm Moulton 
chocolate cake” topped with — you 
will excuse the expression — “créme 
anglaise”? Certainly not I, but before 
we review desserts, let’s get the name 
out of the way. 

I tried out the slogan “The Asgard — 
the Bar Where They Watch Your Back” 
on my daughter, but she didn’t think it 
was funny. Asgard was also the heaven 
for Norse gods and warriors, like the 
Vikings who founded Dublin, lost it to 
Irish and Norman contenders, laid siege 
to it again, and so on. You wouldn’t 
think this sort of thing would inspire the 
name of an Irish bar, but evidently the 
lrish-Viking rivalry has settled down 
over the last thousand years or so. The

other Asgard was a specific ship built in 
Boston for IRA sympathizers and used 
to run German guns for the Easter Re- 
bellion. Of course, later on the owner 
was lured back to the Irish Free State 
and tried and executed in a factional 
dispute. Again, few American bars are 
named for Aaron Burr, and not so many 
English pubs are named for Mary 
Queen of Scots, but if you were a friend 
of Michael Collins, they may eventually 
name a bar after your boat. 

What you see is more like a Viking 
mead hall than a Gloucester clipper, 
and that is rather cool. Given a mod- 
ern and cavernous space that used to 
be a Southwestern-themed restaurant, 
the owners have used big wood tim- 
bers, flagstone floors, some token 
stonework walls, and medieval-look- 
ing furniture to imply old Ireland ef- 
fectively, and even the remaining 
adobe-looking wall is set with stained 
glass featuring some runic letters. 
Texas cattle horns now serve as 
Viking-helmet horns. 
























Food begins with soft rolls and butter. 
One of the best appetizers is the 
bluefin-crab cakes ($8.49), neatly done 
and meaty, with a mustardy rémoulade 
sauce for a dip, and some New Eng- 
land corn relish on the side. “O’Mal- 
ley’s pots o’ gold” ($6.99) are six 
stuffed potato skins topped with 
chopped corned beef and cheese, with 
sour cream at the center. All this really 
lacks is a crisp element, such as deep- 
fried potato skins, or bacon to replace 
the corned beef. The bowl of chili 
($4.99) is surprisingly good, not very 
spicy but not too much tomato in the 
sauce, meaty, with black beans, and 
sliced jalapenos and cheese on top. 

The “Emerald Isle nachos” ($7.99) 
also benefit from some of that chili, and 
perhaps from the omission of refried 
beans. They are otherwise the usual vast 
heap of tortilla chips with scoops of 
guacamole, fresh tomato salsa (alas, 
made from fresh June tomatoes), sliced 
jalapenos, sour cream, and a bow! of 
dipping salsa, unfortunately lacking 
cilantro. Bombay spring rolls ($6.99) 
seem like a good idea, and you can dip 
them in mango chutney instead of duck 
sauce, but the curry filling was greasy 
and undefined. 

All this goes well with beer or cider, 
for which the Asgard has 20 taps. My 
samplings of Magic Hat #9 ($4.50/20 
ounces) and Magners Cider ($4.75) 
suggest that the taps are kept clean and 
draughts will be the way to go. On the 
wine side, the house merlot ($5) is a 
soft and simple red, while the Hogue 
cabernet-merlot ($7.50/glass; $28/bot- 
tle), served in an oversize glass, is well 
worth the difference in price. It has def- 
inition, spicy aromas, and a longer fla- 
vor. Coffees are good and well-served. 

With main courses, the Asgard shifts 
toward actual Irish food, with good if 
not great results. Beer-battered fish and 
chips ($10.49) are quite good, especial- 
ly the “Kinsale fries,” and it is rare to 
get fried fish and fried potatoes that are 
both excellent. The dish comes in a 
cone of wax paper specially printed with 
an old London Times, a clever nod to 
the traditional presentation in newspa- 
pers. “Bangers ’n mash” ($9.99) de-

parts tradition by using more meat and 
less stodge in the sausages. I can live 
with that, although the mushroom 
gravy tasted of uncooked wine, and a 
colcannon was mashed potatoes with 
only a little cabbage and many scallions; 
most Irish cooks would call this 
“champ” rather than colcannon. 

Kerryman shepherd’s pie ($9.49) is 
somewhat upside down, as the ground 
beef, peas, and carrots are in a casserole 
topped with mashed potatoes (again the 
menu calls them colcannon) and a lot of 
cheese. Beef-and-Guinness stew 
($11.99) is a vast portion with a little 
tang of the stout, and the usual carrots 
and onions and mashed potatoes. If 
you've missed an opening salad and feel 
short of vegetables, you can get a side 
of sautéed vegetables ($2.99). 

An eight-ounce filet mignon ($18.99) 
from the steak menu was good meat, 
cooked to order, with plenty of char fla- 
vor (which can overwhelm the mild 
filet), great skin-on mashed potatoes, 
and fashionably undercooked green 
beans and carrots. A special on soft- 
shell crabs ($16.99) was somewhat 
over-fried, but served on a fine salad of 
green beans. 

Desserts (all $4.99) were not a high 
point. The best is probably Desmond’s 
mud pie, an ice-cream cake with lots 
of chocolate and some chocolate 
sauce. The Moulton chocolate cake 
was more like half-cooked brownie 
dough, with just a wisp of pastry 
cream. A special strawberry shortcake 
had stiff shortcakes but fairly good 
strawberries. Doolan’s apple cobbler 
tasted mostly of walnuts and raisins, 
and we ate more of the vanilla ice 
cream than we did of the cobbler. 
Créme brilée was plain custard (with- 
out the menu-promised lemon zest) 
with plenty of burnt-sugar topping; 
some fans will prefer it this way. 

Service at the Asgard was reasonably 
good, though one must often ask for 
water refills, and sometimes for flatware 
replacements. The Asgard has fewer en- 
tertainment plans than its sister taverns, 
and more sports and games. On two 
weeknights around graduation time, I 
couldn’t get much sense of who the reg- 
ular crowd might be. A Tuesday-night 
running club is a wonderful idea; I hope 
it catches on. x

$14. Pete Cucchiara has developed a style of 
subtle smoked ribs that wins awards against re- 
vivalist barbecue, and packs in a working-class 
clientele in East Boston. Great fried chicken and 
French fries, but worth a pilgrimage for the 
wicked pork ribs” and Asian slaw. The sit-down 
part is pretty basic, like all great barbecue joints 
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Anyone who's known the fizzy and forgettable taste of the most popular brands 
out there will tell you that so-called ginger ale is light on the ginger, heavy on the 
syrupy-sweet “natural flavors.” Damn shame, too. A glass of the real thing makes for 
some of the best front-porch sipping that summer has to offer: peppery, crisp, re- 
freshing. A sudden blast of ginger’s initial bite gives way to a clean, sweet finish. 
(And, as any herbalist could tell you, ginger ale’s much-touted ability to cure a stom- 
ach ache has more to do with the properties of the actual ginger root than with the 
carbonation. So ginger ale without real ginger is basically a placebo.) 

The real thing is readily available, and cheaply at that. This summer, introduce 
— or re-introduce — yourself to ginger ale’s rambunctious half-cousin: ginger beer. 

Goya offers a traditional Jamaican-style brew that goes perfectly with spicy bar- 
becue fare. It’s a cheaper — and better-tasting — alternative to the Canada Drys of 
the world. And it just might cure your tummy ache, too.

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Pressed Sandwiches 
All pressed up with lots of places to go 


Disappointed that Boston’s Financial Dis- 
trict didn’t offer the same quality panini 
as ‘Ino in New York’s West Village, Big 
Apple transplant Laurence Wintersteen 
did the next best thing — he rounded up 
partner Jack Schoaf and consulting chef 
Ed Doyle, and at the end of March 
opened his own panino shop. Located 
just outside Post Office Square, Pressed 
Sandwiches might not earn points for cre- 
ative naming, but it does garner high 
marks for its breakfast and lunch menu 
of, well, pressed sandwiches.

Pressed sandwiches often flirt with oily, buttery disaster, but not so the dry Beef 
and Blue ($5.95), which has a nice balance of thinly sliced beef, melted Great Hill 
blue cheese, horseradish sauce, and tomato slices on grilled country-white bread. 
Ditto the grilled cheese and tomato ($4.75), whose creamy, aged Gouda contrasted 
well with tangy tomato slices cut just so — they stayed put under parmesan focaccia. 
The arugula in the goat-cheese-and-portobello sandwich on multi-grain ($5.95) was 
understated; unfortunately, so was the red-pepper mayo in the smoked turkey and 
Swiss on country white ($5.50), which could have used a bit more kick. Although we 
didn’t have time to sample the breakfast menu, we promised to come back for the 
American in Europe ($4.50). A sandwich that features a Hershey Bar and hazelnut 
spread on brioche would make an effective diplomatic tool in any foreign embassy. 

On hand are two cashiers and a phalanx of cooks manning the presses, and 
it’s obvious that Wintersteen has impressed upon his efficient staff the needs of 
the I-have-only-30-minutes-until-my-next-meeting lunch crowd. In a location where 
time is often more important than taste, Pressed gets it right on both counts.

Don't let its location on the map confuse you: Colombian 
food is mountain food, not spicy stuff. Most gringos love it 
at first bite. At Camino Real, don't miss fhe soups; the 
tostones {plantain chips), the empanadas, the chicken a 
la criolia, or the "rice with shrimp.” And bring a serious 
appetite. 


I've long touted Colombian food as a meat-and-potatoes 
answer to middie-American cravings. Except for coastal 
strips, Colombia is a mountain country where people eat 
to stay warm and don't feel the usual equatorial urge for 
fiery spices and exotic fruits. But outside Eastie and 
Chelsea, Colombian restaurants have been rare in these 
parts: Camino Real is the first in mainland Boston in more 
than 15 years. 


The most populated parts of Colombia are like three 
countries divided by north-south mountain ranges, a fact 
that has figured substantially in Colombian history and the 
novels of Gabriel Garcia Marquez. The cooks at Camino 
Real come from Medellin, the unofficial capital of the mid- 
dle valley. This is a departure from most previous restavu- 
rants, where the focus has been on Cali and the western 
valley. You don't need io know this fo enjoy the food. In 
fact, most Americans will not need to know anything to 
enjoy this food.

Times, the novelist and music critic Nick Hornby asked himself 
one of the scarier questions serious fans of any artistic medium 
eventually confront: does any of it really matter anymore?

Once you accept the idea of this Disney rehash 
of Jules Verne’s classic as an unexciting, 
unfunny Jackie Chan action comedy, Around 
the World in 80 Days makes sense. Verne’s 
hero, Victorian-era inventor Phileas Fogg 
(Steve Coogan, excellent in a lost cause), gets 
demoted here to the position of sidekick to his 
valet, Passepartout (Chan), and Fogg’s circum- 
navigation of the globe becomes a cover for the 
latter's attempt to return a stolen Buddha stat- 
uette to his Chinese village. 

The grafting of the second mission onto the 
first might have worked, in movie terms, if the 
relationship between Fogg and Passepartout 
had been at all compelling. But director Frank 
Coraci and the screenwriters are so concerned 
with disavowing any homoerotic attraction 
between the pair that they neglect to give them 
with any other reason to team up. Strung 
together with half-hearted CGI interludes, 
Around the World works no better as a Disney 
fantasy travelogue than as a buddy movie. 
Arnoid Schwarzenegger as a lustful Turkish 
prince is the most visible of the several guest 
stars, none of whom elevates the film. (120

THE CHRONICLES 
OF RIDDICK 


The best that can be said about this fol- 
low-up to 2000's Pitch Black is that it 
must have been easy to make a preview 
for. Because everything our hero Riddick 
(Vin Diesel again) says is a throaty one- 
liner begging to be the next “Hasta la 
vista, baby.” My favorite: “It’s been a long 
time since | smelled beautiful.” The worst 
that can be said about the film is that it 
makes no sense. The basic plot is clear 
enough: Riddick, laying low after Pitch 
Black, is reluctantly called into world-sav- 
ing duty after he learns there’s a bounty 
on his head. Meanwhile, this real bad guy, 
the sixth Lord Marshal (Colm Feore), is 
busy converting everyone to his wanna- 
be Star Wars Evil Empire race of Necro- 
mongers. But the progression from scene 
to scene is as ridiculous as you'll ever 
see, with Riddick continually, miraculous- 
ly, and very quickly escaping his foes and 
heading off to the next battle. And when 
writer/director David Twohy (also back 
from the original) thinks it'd be clever to 
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Drawing on such great flakes as W.C. Fields, 
Preston Sturges, and John Waters, a rarefied 
strain of cinema strives for utter nonsense. 
When it succeeds, it can be excruciatingly 
funny, like Wes Anderson’s Bottle Rocket, or 
merely excruciating, like Trent Harris’s immortal 
Rubin and Ed. \f this mini-genre were a facial 
expression, it would be slack-jawed and 
vacant-eyed and with a suggestion of some- 
thing dark, twisted, and knowing deep within. 
Not unlike the title hero of Jared Hess's feature 
debut, which maintains its pure idiot savant 
inspiration with only occasional lapses into self- 
Napoleon (Jon Heder) is a nerd who under- 
goes the requisite hazing at his backwater 
idaho high school, but all that seems negligible 
in the context of his absurd and 
unwholesome personal universe,

Away, demonstrating the deeper isolation of the 
so-called global village and the culture of root- 
less mass consumption?

Somehow, 
Spielberg manages to make a film about air- 
port security and immigration policies in the 
post-September 11 world that’s devoid of any 
topical or political relevance. As for the existen- 
tial trauma of disenfranchisement and anomie, 
one look at Jerzy Skolimowski’s 1982 Moon- 
lighting shows up the scene in which Hanks 
runs heartbroken from monitor to monitor 
watching news broadcasts of his country’s col- 
lapse. And for a sour aftertaste, check out 
Catherine Zeta-Jones as the flight attendant/ 
call girlfove interest embodying Spielberg's 
creepy misogyny (note to the director: avoid 
romance and comedy).

Plus critical changes at the Times 


yambasuren Davaa and Luigi Falorni 

met at film school in Munich, where 

Davaa, who’s from Mongolia, told 
Falorni, who’s from Italy, a sad story of 
what sometimes happens in her native 
country: a mother camel rejecting her colt. 
Inspired, Falorni accompanied Davaa to 
Mongolia’s Gobi Desert, where they looked 
to capture on celluloid what Davaa had 
described. They made friends with an 
extended family of nomads who owned a 
flock of camels and whom they filmed 
“being themselves,” Nanook of the 
North—style. Each March in Mongolia, as if 
on cue, camels give 
birth. In the spring of 
2002, the filmmakers got 
exactly what they’d 
hoped for, and it became 
the basis for The Story of 
the Weeping Camel, 
which is opening at the 
Kendall Square and the 
Coolidge Corner. 

Brace yourself for an 
emotional, heart-wrenching movie evening. 
One of the most forlorn, depressing sounds 
you will ever hear is a baby camel howling 
in the night because his mother won’t have 
anything to do with him. Poor, poor Botok, 
the sweet, white-haired colt whose brown- 
haired mama, Ingen Temee, knees him 
when he tries to suckle, races away when he 
comes for a snuggle. Yes, it’s the most pri- 
mal of scenes, and who watching won’t feel 
some stirring of Oedipal separation anxiety 
at Botok’s plight? 

Without being heavy-handed, Davaa and 
Falorni place the frustrations of Botok in a 
context of maternal nurturing everywhere 
about him. A neighboring camel who also 
recently gave birth allows her offspring to 
rub against her hump. An old lady sings to a 
lamb. The women of the nomad family lift 
bawling infants into their comforting arms. 
Poor, poor Botok. 

There’s a potential native cure, music said 
to soothe the two-humped beast. The 
nomad children — stone-faced teenager 
Dude and his animated, energetic younger 
brother, Ugna — ride camels into town to 
seek help from a professional violinist. 
Here’s a slight but diverting subplot, with 
the boys away from their family yert and 
excited to be in “civilization.” They buy 
radio batteries at an open market; th

I yawned 
when E.T. went home; | felt damned 
annoyed by the piano-playing triumph at the 
end of Shine and when the girls sighted 
their soccer star in the finale of Bend It like 
Beckham. But for The Story of the Weeping 
Camel, I’m a believer! 


WHERE THERE WERE 
THREE, now there are 
only two. The New York 
Times recently ended its 
five-year experiment of 
offering a trio of revolving 
film critics — A.O. Scott, 
Elvis Mitchell, Stephen 
Holden — by appointing 
Scott as the Times’ chief 
critic. That was probably okay with Holden, 
a Times veteran who had served loyally below 
Janet Maslin, the first-string film reviewer 
through the 1990s. But Mitchell, unhappy at 
being passed over, bolted the newspaper. 

The shift became clear at Cannes last 
month when Mitchell, a regular tuxedo’d 
figure there, didn’t show up. Some of my fel- 
low American film critics gloated over his 
disappearance from the Times pages, dis- 
missing his reviews as erratic, pop, and fizzy. 
With his Rastafarian locks and big cigar, he 
was viewed, | think, as too public and extro- 
verted a personality for our nervous, inward- 
looking profession. Wasn’t he too comfort- 
able appearing on TV? And how did he have 
time for those other gigs: panels at film festi- 
vals, commuting this year to teach at 
Harvard? 

My feeling is that Mitchell is a more talent- 
ed, imaginative writer than others are willing 
to concede. Even a Times critic can be 
underrated. With his departure, the list of 
African-American film reviewers shrinks even 
further: Wesley Morris at the Globe, Armond 
White at the New York Press, Lisa Kennedy at 
the Denver Post. 

On the other hand, the Times was totally 
correct in making Scott its chief critic. He’s a 
wry stylist, an uncompromising thinker who 
is skeptical of both Hollywood super-prod- 
ucts and sentimental middlebrow art movies.

Jane Eyre at Wellesley

harlotte Bronté’s Jane Eyre is one of 

the true oddities of the Victorian 

age. The title character, an orphan 
thrown by an uncongenial aunt into a 
wretched institution, winds up in her late 
teens as governess to the ward of a singu- 
lar, stormy man. Edward Rochester falls 
in love with Jane, but he’s still haunted by 
the specter of his first wife — who, it 
turns out, went mad but is still in the 
house, locked in the attic and watched 
over by a servant who keeps her tenden- 
cies toward destruction and self-destruc- 
tion in check. It’s a Gothic with a heroine 
whose contradictions Bronté couldn't 
seem to work through: she’s mousy and 
self-effacing yet boldly honest and some- 
what perverse. She loves Rochester, but 
she won’t accept him as a lover until, 
returning to him at the end, she finds him 
blind and crippled. The book isn’t written 
on the surface as if it were Jane’s wormy 
triumph over the world that has mistreat- 
ed her, but you don’t have to delve very 
far to see it that way. I actually prefer the 
Daphne du Maurier version, Rebecca, 
where the poor, orphaned heroine grows 
to adulthood by taking on the troubles of 
her aristocratic husband.

the attic (a now familiar trope in feminist 
literary theory), as Jane’s alter ego. In the 
childhood scenes, Jane (Alicia Kahn) and 
Bertha (Kortney Adams) are paired, and 
when Jane’s Aunt Reed (Gladdy Matteo- 
isian) locks her in a dark room as a pun- 
ishment, Bertha mouths the protests of 
terrified Jane. And she remains on stage 
throughout the performance, locked up 
until Rochester (Derek Stone Nelson) 
courts Jane — at which point Bertha 
emerges from the attic and makes a third 
in their lovemaking. This is one of those 
dramatic ideas that doesn’t stand close 
scrutiny. In what way, precisely, could 
Bertha represent a hidden part of Jane 
Eyre? She’s morally and emotionally 
exacting, not driven by passion. It’s one 
thing to suggest that the madwoman in 
the attic represents the side of women 
Victorian men (or modern ones) fear and 
want to lock away. But both major male 
characters in the story — the other is St. 
John Rivers (John Boller), the clergyman 
who rescues Jane when she runs away 
from Rochester — worship the ground 
the governess walks on; neither seems to 
want to silence any part of her. 


The best thing about Nora Hussey’s pro- 


duction is the way Ken Loewit has lit his 
own spare, effective set. He uses the limit- 
ed space evocatively, and the early 
images in particular are quite 
beautiful Appia-like abstractions. 
The cast is strongest in some of 
the smaller roles: Charlotte Peed 
as Mrs. Fairfax, the kindly house- 
keeper, Heather Boas and Claire 
Shinkman as Rivers’s sisters (and 
Boas as Jane’s only friend at the 
orphanage, Helen Burns). The 
principal actors aren’t bad, but their per- 
formances tend to be more elocutionary 
than dramatic, so the big scenes sound like 
literary readings. Partly that’s the fault of 
the adaptation, which is in love with 
Bronté’s diction and doesn’t dramatize the 
story enough. And Hussey has made some 
choices that exacerbate that problem. You 
simply can’t get away with including two 
moments (one in each act) where all the 
action stops cold while the protagonist 
changes her costume in full view of the 
audience.

here is a stirring play in Deborah Lake 

Fortson’s Body & Sold, but you have to 

slog through a lot of sloppy dialogue and 
experimental-movement dross to find it. The 
playwright means to summon us to action 
against the heinous human-rights violation of 
international sex 
trafficking and teen 
prostitution by lifting 
individual voices out of 
the masses of victims. 
Although she’ll raise 
your awareness level 
just by expounding on 
the issue, her play offers 
such a glut of testi- 
monies that the stories 
drown one another out. 
They’re all tragic, but 
you get such superficial 
exposure to each that they never take you 
where news reports and statistics cannot go. 

Produced by Fortson’s company, Tempest 

Productions, Body & Sold is the latest of 
several works she’s developed pertaining to 
women’s lives in contemporary society. Past 
plays looked at dating violence and eating 
disorders. For this one, the process of creat- 
ing the play seems a more moving journey

than the final product. Fortson interviewed 
young people in Bombay, Calcutta, Connec- 
ticut, Boston, and Minneapolis. Using their 
accounts of being sold “like a vegetable,” as 
one girl puts it, she assembled a perform- 
ance piece that aims to express the unfath- 
omable horror of being deceived, kid- 
napped, or manipulated and shackled into a 
life of slavery. 

The testimonials cover an 
astonishing range of methods 
by which women end up as 
sex slaves. Some are sold by 
their lovers; others are hood- 
winked by promises of better 
lives elsewhere; others are 
runaways who inadvertently 
link up with pimps. The cir- 
cumstances of sex trafficking 
and its global reach are shock- 
ing enough, but a more effec- 
tive play would have focused 
on a single victim, like Lukas Moodysson’s 
2002 film Lilya 4-Ever, with its unflinching 
chronicle of an impoverished Estonian teen 
who after her mother runs off to America is 
seduced by a man who takes her to Sweden 
only to deliver her to a prostitution ring. 

The first half of Body & Sold centers on two 
poor Nepalese girls who are guaranteed wealth 
by a married couple if they join them on a trip 


to India and smuggle back scarves for the 
black market. When they get to Calcutta, the 
squalid chaos of the city is clumsily evoked by 
ensemble members sashaying across the stage 
as they chant “rivers of silk,” “piles of beads,” 


and other images we should see. The two girls, 


of course, end up 
being traded on 
the black market. 
They're played 
with pluck by Pilar 
Carrington and 
Megan Raye 
Manzi, young 
actors who do an 
admirable job con- 
veying the internal 
conflict of skepti- 
cism and longing 
for riches, despite 
the stilted dia- 
logue. But theirs is 
neither a linear 
nor a naturalistic 
tale. In quick 
snapshot scenes, 
we learn about 
their past, their 
harrowing experi- 
ence at the brothel 
with tyrannical 
madams and brainwashed girls, human-rights 
workers’ rescue efforts, and the ultimate raid 
by the law enforcement. But it becomes mud- 
dled as other characters appear on stage to 
narrate similar personal experiences, at times 
sounding like the girls’ inner voices. 

The second act is a montage of nine testi- 
monials from American victims of sex 
trafficking as well as bossy pimps. We hear 
from a young gay man who runs away from 
his scornful Midwestern family and ends up a 
porn star, a Minnesota runaway who gets

epidemic scope, but the straight testimonials 
suggest that we’re peering in on a group-ther- 
apy session. 

Whatever its shortcomings as theater, Body 
& Sold does give a voice to silent sufferers. In 
a January New York Times Magazine story, a 
senior State Department adviser told reporter 
Peter Landesman, “We're not finding [sex- 
trade] victims in the US because we’re not 
looking for them.” Fortson’s search is evi- 
dence that this trade can be stamped out 
when the victims are sought out. s

@ THE RUBY SUNRISE. Rinne 
Groff's new play — a production of 
Trinity Repertory Company and Ac- 
tors Theatre of Louisville in the sec- 
ond half of a doubleheader world 
premiere — is as inventive as any- 
thing you'll see this side of Alan Ay- 
ckbourn or Tom Stoppard. Not that 
it’s as calibrated as the former or as 
intellectually heady as the latter — in 
the end, it seems more ingenious 
than substantive.

‘Launch’ at BU, 


Jody Weber at Green Street

he most interesting site component of 

Dance Collective’s site-specific event 

“Launch” last weekend was outside the 
door, and it didn’t reveal its identity until 
after the concert. Videographer Mike Hall 
filmed the skyline across Commonwealth 
Avenue from Boston University’s Sargent 
Gym as a backdrop to Not Never Anywhere, 
an improvisational duet by Olivier Besson 
and Liz Roncka. The buildings and sky 
looked pretty anonymous projected onto the 
back wall of the Sargent performing space. 
The camera apparently did nothing during 
the real time of the dance, about 40 min- 
utes, but the skyscape gradually darkened. 
Lights glimmered on in buildings. Planes 
and helicopters crossed from east to west. 
Once in a while a bird flew up. A bright star 
came out. Before we learned whether the 
clouds gathering around the edges were 
going to produce a storm, the dance ended. 

As far as I could tell, the only other prop- 

erties of the site that influenced the per- 
formance were the steel girders that 
anchored two hanging ropes for Besson & 
Roncka’s piece and a mechanical tennis ball 
server that operated on cue during Micki 
Taylor-Pinney’s new work Constellation. 
The ropes served Besson and Roncka as

props, as vehicles for extending their move- 
ment range, and possibly as metaphorical 
objects in what seemed to be a power game 
or a courtship. Moving slowly and carefully, 
they sized each other up, reconnoitered the 
space, discovered the ropes and took pos- 
session of them. Roncka seemed territorial 
about the one Besson wanted and drove him 
off. They climbed and swung from loops 


that supported them, whether they were 
curled up, dangling, stretched out, or can- 
tilevered precariously. Some of their sculp- 
tural moves suggested emotional states, but 
no definite story developed from these. 

Besson seemed wary of the rope at times, 
chasing it once as it swung in a diminishing 
orbit. But when he secured himself in its 
grips, he launched out. At one point, he and 
Roncka soared in tandem across the space, 
and a couple of times he swooped in a big 
circle near the floor, using 
his feet or his knees to 
push off and continue the 
momentum. Every so 
often, they’d descend to 
the floor and confront 
each other again. 
Throughout, Roncka 
seemed to be the aggres- 
sor, provoking or interfer- 
ing with Besson’s actions. 
Sometimes they bonded 
together — I wouldn’t 
exactly call it embracing 
— but I felt a distinct 
sense of caution, as if 
something were prevent- 
ing them from going out 
of control. 

It’s mysterious how 
dance duets can “read” as 
competitive, or imperson- 
al, or intimate, without 
actually prompting the audience in any par- 
ticular direction. Jody Weber and Brian 
Crabtree created a sense of trust that’s clos- 
er than love in Weber’s A Steadfast Season, 
which premiered Friday at Green Street 
Studios. To Lorraine Hunt Lieberson’s gor- 
geous recorded performance of the aria 
“Schlummert ein, ihr matten Augen,” from 
Bach’s Cantata No. 82 (Ich habe genug), 


they wheeled and reached into space, drew 
close, separated, met again. 

There wasn’t anything of anguished 
romance about it. They were just two indi- 
viduals in black everyday clothes, he with his 
pedestrian physicality, she with an elegance 
made for the stage, old friends meeting and 
dancing a wordless conversation. When they 
came together, they'd be nested like spoons, 
or one would be pillowed in the other’s lap, 
comfortably, as if it weren’t a big thing to 
seek each other’s bodies. As the music 
ended, on an unresolved chord leading to 
the next section, Weber dove softly into 
Crabtree’s arms. He caught her securely, 
unsurprised, and the lights went out. 

In this concert, I was more interested in 
how Weber conveyed expressive tone than in 
the ways she can invent and organize move- 
ment. Some of the dances seemed like 
choreographic studies, though they probably 
all intended some bigger meanings or con- 
tent. But one of the new works, Vestige, 
wove movement together with a verbal text 
and avoided the pitfall of letting the words 
dominate. Andrew Arnett’s text (read in 
voiceover by Elizabeth Callahan) quoted 
medical-book passages about brain chem- 
istry and memory, then switched to the 
actual memories of several generations of 
women. Audra Carabetta, Ann Fonte Abbott, 
and Julie Pike Edmond bustled in with red 
Samsonite suitcases. They began to mime 
what might have been keepsakes packed 
away, but their dance gradually changed, 
from a comic illustration of Callahan’s sto- 
ries to evocations of feelings — what it was 
like to experience fresh mornings on a farm, 
driving too fast through the countryside. 
Finally, there was the bewilderment, the des- 
perately held-back terror, of a grandmoth- 
er’s failure to recognize her own neighbor- 
hood. ©

Revenge of the smily faces

he first thing I do in the morning is go

None of my efforts 
could alter the sense 
that Bostrom’s birds 
signify an entirely self- 
conscious exercise in 
style. She’s not finding 
something out, she’s 
telling. Further, that 
style is not marked by 
sophistication or energy 
or much to say. In the 
catalogue, Bostrom 
claims that her “images 
show some of the envi- 
ronmental conse- 
quences of everyday 
American consump- 
tion.” In fact, they 
don’t, at least not in 
the sense of making 
you experience horror 
or remorse or futility 
or anger. They serve 


consumption with a 
stale, I-told-you-so 
attitude, as if the 
reminder were fresh or 
her palette inventive. A 
wide-eyed, oil- 
drenched cormorant 
stares out from Black 
Muck = Dead Duck 
like Groucho Marx 
making an aside to the 
camera. With a head 
the size of the oil tanker sinking in the 
background and the red circles of its eyes 
reminiscent of a giant stuffed animal, this 
isn’t an alarm, it’s a joke. 

A few artists manage to cut through cute 
and arrive at a place of wonder. The 
Somerville-based Beth Galston creates 
installations that recall movie sets. In her 
Luminous Gardens #2 (Night Meadow), 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of small, 
variously colored, flower-shaped lights 
atop waist-high, leafless stems glow in a 
darkened space. It takes a second for your 
eyes to adjust when you pass through the 
pair of black curtains that set off 
Luminous Gardens from the rest of the 
third-floor gallery. And until they do, 
you'll find yourself walk- 
ing cautiously through 
the zigzagging path while 
the surrounding orna- 
ments twinkle like a 
night-time field of fire- 
flies. It’s a quiet, won- 
drous spectacle — sud- 
denly you’re two years 
old again and looking for 
the first time into a kalei- 
doscope. 

What wasn’t quiet was 
the annoying whir of a 
wall-mounted fan, and at 
first, I resented its inter- 
fering with Galston’s 
magical peace. But no 
sooner had I made my 
way to the exit curtains 
than I noticed, or 
thought I noticed, that 
the flowers were moving. 
Or were they? Maybe I 
had just caught sight of a 
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up the consequences of 
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by standing in a pitch-black room lit only 
by many tiny lights. So I made myself 
stand perfectly still and survey the expanse 
of Luminous Gardens. And indeed, all the 
flowers were moving; every bright, crystal 
blossom swayed almost imperceptibly on 
its willowy wire stem in what I came to 
appreciate as the fan-created breeze. The 
kaleidoscope was alive. I just hope that 
Galston can find a less intrusive wind pro- 
ducer to complement the subtlety of her 
installation. 

String theory meets noodle shop in the 
color prints of Toru Nakanishi, whose sub- 
ject matter is nothing other than the 
mounds of dried and fresh noodles avail- 
able at your local Asian grocer. Nakanishi 
doesn’t take pictures per se. He places the 
food on a scanner, with the result that the 
intricate knots of wiry carbohydrates 
they vary in color and texture depending 
on the flour from which they were made 

look as if they were lit by a solitary, 
celestial beacon and suspended in outer 
space. The sharp clarity of the particular 
strands within each mound of noodles 
combines dramatically with their empty, 
smooth, black backgrounds. They look 
almost like jewels. There’s undeniable 
humor here in the juxtaposition of such 
extremes, pasta in a reverse Tiffany set 
ting, so that each of Nakanishi’s frames 
straddles the divide separating the ridicu- 
lous from the sublime. At the same time, 
the sacramental regard for noodles can last 
just so long before you start wishing the 
artist would take on a subject matter as 
faceted as his technique. 

Sean Foley paints phantasmagoric net- 
works of unidentifiable objects — his 
images made me think of what squid stew 
would look like to someone on an acid 
trip. Similarly provocative is Gil Scullion’s 
Follow the Leader Project, whose large 
glass-and-steel cases have painted on them 
black images that resemble film negatives. 
Interactive installations by Henry Kaufman 
and Brian Knep offer little more than tech- 
nical wizardry. Fog and mist and lots of 
natural but unobtrusive imagery fill the 
color photos by Mary Lang; deliberate 
gentleness of a more abstract kind 
describes Sandy Litchfield’s mixed-media 
wall drawing. Al Souza’s creations based 
on jigsaw puzzles and Sandy Winters’s 
installation that looks like an effort to 
channel Jules Verne complete the show.

Cop shoot cop 


Reno 911! hits its comic mark

he officers of Comedy Central’s Reno 

911! almost never get their man. 

When they do, as happens in the sec- 
ond episode of the show’s second season, 
it’s almost always an accident. But they do 
get to one another, with an off-handed 
mean-spiritedness that rivals any of the 
casual backstabbing the Seinfeld crew 
were once 
famous for. 
Indeed, like 
Seinfeld, Reno 
911! seemed 
destined for an 
early demise 
when Fox, the 
network origi- 
nally slated to 
air the show, 
backed out, 
leaving the clev- 
erly unscripted 
sit-com of sorts 
in legal limbo 
until Comedy 
Central stepped 
in last summer 
and gave it a 
shot. By the end 
of season one, 
Reno 911! was 
attracting an 
estimated five 


crazed crack addicts and dangerously 
drunk deadbeat dads at a time when vio- 
lent crime statistics appeared to be on a 
downward spiral, it also played right into 
the politics of neo-con fear that turned 
baseball lingo (“three strikes and you’re 
out”) into absurd law. In other words, 
Cops was ripe for parody on a number of 
levels.

The Complete 
First Season comes out on a two-disc, 14- 
episode DVD this Tuesday, June 22.) 

Of course, timing is everything in come- 
dy. And Reno 911! — a faux reality show 
— came along at a particularly good time 
to capitalize not only on the alarming pro- 
liferation of so-called reality television but 
also on the civil-liberties backlash against 
the Patriot Act. In fact, a season one high- 
light was the episode in 
which two federal agents 
arrive to give the show’s 
seven Officers a little anti-ter- 
rorism training. After the 
officers do everything they 
can to curry favor with the 
feckless feds short of actually 
acquiring any homeland- 
defense skills, the two agents 
depart with, among other 
things, the department’s 
computers and telephones. 
Turns out the pair are impostors wanted 
by the federal government for, well, 
impersonating federal officers. The swift- 
ness with which the Reno 911! squad 
members dismiss this serious breach of 
their own security as something that shall 
never again be spoken of reflects some of 
the alleged blunders real officers of the law 
made in the months leading up to 
September 11 — like allowing suspected 
terrorists with expired visas to enter the 
country and enroll in flight classes. 

But the roots of Reno 911! go back far- 
ther. The show was conceived by Tom 
Lennon, Robert Ben Garrant, and Kerri 
Kenney as a send-up of the long-running, 
long-suffering law-enforcement series 
Cops, a reality-based show whose success 
helped pave the way for America’s current 
lust for anything that involves real people 
making real asses of themselves on real 
TV. To the extent that Cops painted a dis- 
mal picture of the world outside America’s 
living rooms as a violent jungle filled with

Keystoned cops to remind us all that 
laughter truly is the best medicine.

Nothing’s terribly taboo 
among the cast of Reno 911! Sexism, 
racism, homophobia, and even cruelty to 
animals all surface as the officers do their 
best to do their worst in front of the 
anonymous camera crew who come along 
for the ride a la Cops. When it appears 
that Dangle has gotten a big promotion to 
Carson City, 15-year veteran deputy James 
Garcia (Carlos Alazraqui) complains to 
fellow deputy Raineesha Williams (Niecy 
Nash), that he won’t get bumped up to 
lieutenant because of affirmative action. 
An annoyed Williams, one of two African- 
Americans on the squad, reminds him 
that, as a Mexican, he is indeed a minori- 
ty, to which he responds, “On the peckin’ 
order, it goes coloreds, Mexicans, Irish.” 
Fortunately, Dangle isn’t on his way out: 
he misread a fax that was merely request- 
ing his presence in Carson City to oversee 
parking lot “C” at the promotion of anoth- 
er officer.

David Foster Wallace goes short

t’s easy (fashionable?) to blast David 
ies Wallace, author of the phone- 

book-sized novel Infinite Jest, for bloated, 
self-conscious, self-indulgent prose that 
calls attention to its own erudi- 
tion at every swing of the bat. 
Given his latest collection of 
short stories, however, the first 
book of fiction he’s published 
in five years, it’s even easier to 
admire Wallace for his 
strengths. The themes in Oblivion will be 
familiar to those who know his work: isola- 
tion, alienation, loneliness, the inability to 
know what’s going on 
in another person’s 
mind, or to express — 
even to understand — 
what’s in one’s own. 

But though Wallace’s 
thematic focus remains, 
his sentences, which in 
previous works have 
sprawled the length of 
paragraphs, are short- 
er, and footnotes are all 
but done away with. 
The stories in Oblivion 
have better narratives, 
are more focused, and, 
with a few exceptions, 
are more accessible 
than those in his previ- 
ous two fiction collec- 
tions, Girl with Curious 
Hair and Brief Inter- 
views with Hideous 
Men. Whatever surreal 
or implausible premise 
they’re hung on, he’s 
able to create charac- 
ters and worlds that are 
both surprising and 
inevitable.

And here, too, he is most playfully 
postmodern: the narrator reflects on one

Early 
Pynchon evinces the same postmodern play- 
fulness. But whereas Pynchon’s playfulness 
has a distancing irony, Wallace’s characters 
and situations are more emotionally accessi- 
ble, and his writing is more personal. 

Such is the case with “Incarnations of 
Burned Children,” a three-page assault 
about, as the title suggests, a child who gets 
burned. Told from the father’s point of view 
in rapid, breathless details (and, yes, long 
sentences), the story sears and sucks the air

is propped unsteadily up with a phone book 
while the father tries to scavenge the right 
kind of wood to replace the leg.” Mean- 
while, the teacher at the chalkboard is 
twitching and kids are puking in fear at 
their desks. The student is, for the most 
part, unmindful of what’s going on in front 
of him. “For it is true that the most vivid 
and enduring occurrences in our lives are 
often those that occur at the periphery of 
our awareness,” the adult narrator con- 
cludes. 

Just as the child in “Smithy” knows how 
many letters are in a sentence but can’t 
make sense of the words, the marketing 
analyst in “Mr. Squishy” makes correlations 
within his focus group — two balding men 
both have blue eyes — that add up to noth- 
ing. “Squishy” is a low point in the collec- 
tion. Filled with corporate jargon, it, like 
“Another Pioneer” (a 23-page single-para- 
graph story about a child prophet), sinks 
under the weight of the author’s elaborate 
prose. In these two cases, Wallace is guilty 
as charged by his critics. Otherwise, he 
proves himself a master of gut-stirring sto- 
rytelling, a realist in disguise. @

I too am a fan of Marah and their new 
CD, 20,000 Streets Under the Sky (Yep- 
Roc). But I can’t claim to have been quite 
as moved by the band as Hornby. Maybe 
that’s because the sound of Springsteenian 
romanticism represents something to a 
boomer like Hornby that it never will to an 
Xer like myself. Or perhaps it’s a matter of 
taste. At some point, we all, if we’re lucky, 
have formative experiences that touch off 
our own special love for music, writing, 
mathematical equations, theoretical 
physics, politics, or whatever. And if we’re 
fortunate, those experiences develop into a 
relationship that can last for years, 
decades, or even a lifetime. When things 
get tough — when haunting questions 
about the nature and the meaning of time 
and life present themselves we find our 
way back to one of those sources of inspi- 
ration for a quick but, we hope, lasting fix 
of whatever it was that made us care so 
much to begin with. 

For me, Sonic Youth have become and 
will perhaps always be one of those 
sources. I can’t pinpoint the exact moment 
the band, who are now in the third decade 
of their career, took on that role. But it was 
reinforced just a couple of weeks ago when 
I received a copy of their new Sonic Nurse 
(Geffen/Interscope), along with a DVD, 
Corporate Ghost — The Videos: 
1990-2002 (Universal), that compiles 23 
of the videos their songs have been set to 
by various directors, including Spike Jonze, 
Todd Haynes, Tamra Davis, and Mark 
Romanek, in their tenure as major-label 
artists. That last detail is, to my mind, par- 
ticularly significant. Because more often 
then not, it’s the point at which art comes 
into conflict with commerce that self-doubt 
sets in. It can work both ways: in Hornby’s 
case, it was the sight of Marah passing the 
hat in a tiny north London pub that 
brought on his sense of ennui. But just as 
often, it’s the sound of artists changing 
what they do to accommodate the necessi- 
ties of the bottom line as they grasp blindly 
after a broader audience that leaves us with 
the bitter feeling of betrayal. Indeed, 
finding an inspirational band who have 
achieved a measure of financial security 
without artistic compromise is as difficult 
as capturing the image of a supernova mil- 
lions of light years away. Serious music 
fans are apt to greet the former with the 
same near religious sense of awe and mys- 
tery that astrophysicists 
reserve for the latter. 

Of course, the shock 
of the new wore off a 0 
long time ago with Sonic 
Youth. There are only so 
many ways you can tor- 
ture a guitar with a 
screwdriver, and 19 
albums along, Thurston 
Moore and Lee Ranaldo 
have found most of them. It makes it easy 

much too easy to take a band like 
Sonic Youth for granted. But that’s just it: 
there is no other band like Sonic Youth. 
There are artists, some of them great, who 
have been and continue to be inspired by 
the noise songs Moore, Ranaldo, bassist 
Kim Gordon, and drummer Steve Shelley 
(and, of late, new full-time member Jim 
O’Rourke) have written, recorded, and 
performed. And there are others who have 
had and continue to have analogous 
impacts elsewhere on the ever-broadening 
musical map. 

But as singularly inventive as Sonic 
Youth may be, it’s been years since they've

been able to rely on that alone to ensure 
their relevance. They’ve had to evolve from 
an art-schooled no-wave project with a 
pocketful of radical ideas into a more con- 
ventional rock ensemble, even if many of 
those conventions were introduced if not 
invented by Sonic Youth themselves. And 
as they’ve gotten older, the youthful out- 
bursts of screaming feedback and distor- 
tion that characterized 
their earliest work have 
given way to more, dare | 
Say, mature manipulations 
of melody, texture, and 
tone. 

That ongoing process, 
which has included a 
number of limited-edition, 
independently released 
EPs dedicated to exploring 
the more avant edges of their art, is what’s 
kept Sonic Youth relevant enough to be 
called on to headline a rejuvenated 
Lollapalooza tour this summer. But we'll 
get to that later. First, there’s Sonic Nurse, 
an album of 10 new songs that in theory 
are meant for mass consumption. It’s not a 
radical departure from the music Sonic 
Youth have been making since 1994, when 
the grungy textures of Goo and especially 
Dirty gave way to a quieter kind of discord 
on Experimental Jet Set, Trash and No 
Star. (The Experimental shift was fully 
manifested in 2000, when they had to 
rebuild from the ground up for NYC 
Ghosts & Flowers after a truck containing 





the instruments they’d constructed their 
songs around was stolen.) This may be a 
brutal oversimplification, but the two sides 
of Sonic Youth — the art-damaged avant 
abstractions and the more focused verse/ 
chorus/verse rockisms — found a com- 
fortable fusion on Experimental Jet Set 
that’s served as a blueprint for every 
album they’ve recorded since. 

“Actually, the last few years, we really 
figured out how to play the way we were 
playing,” Moore explains over the phone 
from an LA hotel. “Our playing style is so 
unorthodox that there was really no model 
for it. For me, listening to old recordings 
for the reissues of Goo and Dirty, | 





exploring new tunings and fingerings. I 
mean, I don’t have too much of a tradi- 
tional guitar background: I can’t get up 
there and play like Stevie Ray Vaughan the 
way J Mascis can. I would just improvise 
and play my own style of whatever it is 
and feel confident about it. 

“At the same time, losing our equipment 
was kind of liberating. We were very set- 
tled into what we had, and having it 
snatched like that was kind of like being a 
new band again. It made me realize that 
we'd maybe become too identified with our 
instrumentation. And, well, we’ve never 
wanted to be goal-oriented in terms of the 
kind of music we make. It’s always been

thought I was playing so hamfisted — | 
just wasn’t playing very well. I was all 
thumbsy. I thought those songs were kind 
of simplistic, and I felt that I hadn’t gotten 
the right amount of coordination with 
what I was doing with chording and sin- 
gle-note playing. There was a break- 
through some years after that. And it’s 
developed into something | enjoy a lot 
more now because I’ve become more in 
tune with what we were doing in terms of 








about evolution — about letting evolution 
dictate what we do.” 

Sonic Nurse isn’t the culmination of that 
development —- it’s simply another very 
good, very Sonic Youth album that seems 
to have come along at just the right time. 
It’s an album you can feel comfortable 
with, maybe even cozy up next to. Vaguely 
melancholy minor-key guitar melodies are 
layered over the sensual drive of Gordon’s 
bass and the,simple swing of Shelley’s 
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drums until the strings of Moore and 
Ranaldo erupt in brief firestorms of over- 
driven discord. Gordon whispers bitter- 
sweet nothings, as sinister as they are 
seductive, on “Dude Ranch Nurse” and 
every other song her voice touches. And 
Moore plays the part of the Beaten poet, 
chewing through the trash heap of history 
and spitting out bits and pieces of crum- 
pled verse that recast the American 
Nightmare as a “Dripping Dream” on the 
disc’s longest (7:46) and most characteris- 
tically Sonic Youthian track. It all ends in 
a gently building hurricane of hope and 
horror called “Peace Attack,” a song 
clouded by the current of both events and 
amplifiers. 

Just how far a “Peace Attack” can pene- 
trate the fabric of our culture is difficult to 
gauge. It’s hard to imagine its reaching 
even a tenth of the viewers who voted for 
the latest American Idol. But that’s not the 
point of Sonic Youth, Sonic Nurse, or | 
“Peace Attack.” I don’t often pay much 
attention to music videos, but the 
Corporate Ghost DVD, perhaps unwitting- 
ly, reveals a lot about Sonic Youth and, in a 
somewhat circuitous way, gets at the point. 
In 1990, the year before punk broke, Sonic 
Youth commissioned Tamra Davis (who 
went on to have success as a mainstream 
filmmaker as the director of Billy Madison) 
to shoot a video for the first song (“Dirty 
Boots”) on their first major-label album 
(Goo). As the band play a club on the 
Lower East Side, a grunge girl in a pre- 
Nevermind Nirvana T-shirt and a flannel- 
wearing slacker dude find true love in the 
mosh pit. The feel is that of an after-school 
special, and it comes off as a reflection of a 
fomanticized idealism Sonic Youth have for 
indie/underground culture in general. In 
fact, the band took the unprecedented step 
of commissioning relatively low-budget 
videos for all of Goo’s 11 tracks instead of 
putting all the cash into one MTV-friendly 
cow, giving a number of then-aspiring film 
and video directors a nice boost in the 
process. And perhaps because so much of 
Sonic Youth’s music has such strong 
abstract instrumental leanings, their songs 
lend themselves to cinematic video treat- 
ments that support rather than undermine 
their artistic mission. 

“The fact is, we started in a community 
that was heavy with visual artists,” Moore 
offers. “I mean, Kim and Lee both came 
out of art schools. And the downtown New 
York music scene we were involved with 
included a lot of visual artists going to 
where the energy was, which was punk 
rock. It was a cross-cultural thing of per- 
formance, music, and visual art. Our first 
gig was in a gallery. Clubs wouldn’t book 
us because we didn’t know how to play 
regular rock. So when video first became 
some kind of medium, we were right there. 
Signing to a major label just gave us more 
resources for that. It can be expensive to 
do a video. But we never thought of it that 
way. I mean, the first manager we worked 
with after we signed to a major had, as 
one of his strictures, the idea that we 
needed to make an expensive video for 
MTV primarily to sell records. He didn’t 
want us to think of video as art. He 
thought that was a wise thing to say. I 
remember thinking to myself, ‘Fuck this 
bozo.’ I refused to go that route. So he 
was history.” 

Any great outfit is more than the sum of 
its individual parts. But when you watch 
the videos and the commentaries on 
Corporate Ghost, it becomes apparent that 
Sonic Youth have transcended even that 
measure by reaching beyond music to 
incorporate artists working in other media 
as part of a larger mission that succeeds 
in, as Hornby put it, “the increasingly 
tricky art of making us glad we’re alive.” 
And though it offers only anecdotal evi- 
dence, “My Sonic Room,” a bonus clip on 
the DVD filmed at home by teenage fan 
Patty Orsini in 1990, confirms that Sonic 
Youth aren’t merely preaching to the con- 
verted. Orsini traces and then paints the 
Raymond Pettibon cover of Goo onto her 
bedroom wall as she waxes poetic about 
her devotion to Sonic Youth while admit-

ting that, like most kids of her era, she 
grew up listening to Michael Jackson, 
Ratt, and Tiffany. It’s heartening to think 
that, as Kim and Thurston prepare to con- 
front the large crowds of Lollapalooza this 
summer, there are kids like Orsini in 
towns across the country who given the 
opportunity would make the transition 
from Britney Spears and. Limp Bizkit to 
Sonic Youth, even if Ranaldo’s hair is a bit 
grayer than it was in 1990. 

“You really can’t underestimate the 
intelligence of youth culture,” Moore says. 
“T even think a lot of people in the main- 
stream music industry now have a desire 
to present authenticity rather than pack- 
aged material, be it Avril Lavigne or Justin 
Timberlake — that strata of superenter- 
tainment. Really, in a way, I don’t even 
think of that as music culture. It’s just 
another high-profile business/entertain- 
ment industry that doesn’t relate too much 
to what goes on in day-to-day music cul- 
ture. It’s misleading, I think, culturally to 
represent that as the voice of youth cul- 
ture. And I think that’s becoming appar- 
ent.” 

That optimism, in part, is what led 
Sonic Youth to accept the invitation to join 
this year’s two-day Lollapalooza festival 
(their previous appearance with the show 
was in 1995) as one of the first night’s 
headliners. “Lollapalooza was offered to us 
with the vibe that “Well, you guys aren’t 
going to want to do this, but, you know, 
it’s there if you want to.’ And I was like, 
‘Let’s do it.’ I mean, it looks like this year 
they are trying to go for something that’s 
more akin to what they started out with, 
which is celebrating music that’s a bit 
more on the margin of the mainstream.” 

Indeed, with Sonic Youth sharing the 
main stage with the likes of Morrissey, 
Modest Mouse, Le Tigre, and, on select 
dates, PJ Harvey, Lollapalooza appears to 
have returned to its alternative-rock roots. 
And it’s now broadened its scope to include 
a second day featuring an even more eclec- 





tic line-up: the jam band String Cheese 
Incident, psychedelic popsters the Flaming 
Lips, the Brit band Gomez, and, on select 
dates, the Pixies, Wilco, and/or Basement 
Jaxx as headliners. Perhaps more important, 
the second and third stages of this year’s 
tour are packed with promising up-and- 
coming acts, from electronicists like DJ 
Danger Mouse and Sound Tribe Sector 9 
to alterna-rockers like Sparta and more 
indie-aligned acts like Wheat and Broken 
Social Scene, and from political rappers the 
Coup and punk vets Mike Watt to hard-to- 
classify acts like Boston’s Dresden Dolls. 
It’s difficult to escape the sense that, after 
returning to the fold last year, Perry Farrell, 
as the tour’s producer, has set Lollapalooza 
back on its original course. 

“T think we ran into a really crappy few 
years for music,” Farrell says over the 
phone from his home in Venice Beach. “I 
don’t think necessarily that there was no 
good music out there. But bad music was 
being promoted and marketed more strong- 
ly. And it reached a point where I thought 
Lollapalooza was way too commercial and 
it wasn’t the sound I was looking for, it was 
too aggressive. But you live and learn. At 
that time, I was just a sloppy mess, a 
junkie, and I couldn’t really fight. So it 
practically destroyed what we had going. I 
think people lost faith in Lollapalooza, and 
we took our lumps. So I decided to put it 
to rest. But after taking many years off, I 
just felt 1 wanted to get back into it because 
it seemed relevant again.” 

Farrell’s renewed enthusiasm for 
Lollapalooza has at least in part been 
fueled by technological changes. 
“Downloading has become such a big part 
of how people get their music, which 
means they don’t have to rely on radio to 
tell them what’s good and what’s not. I 
don’t think people really trust radio any- 
more. But they definitely trust getting on 
line and fnding out where everyone is hit- 
ting. And at the same time, I think it’s 
made people want to go out to see great 
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music again. Lollapalooza was originally 
thought of as introducing next year’s 
headliners this year. And now we're get- 
ting back to that. It’s made Lollapalooza 
important again.” 

Farrell, who will be on board this sum- 
mer’s tour as a DJ, even sees parallels 
between the socio-political climate that 
inspired the first Lollapalooza tour and the 
current mood of the country. “It’s funny, 
in 1991, we had the same situation in that 
there was radio that, like today, was really 
resistant to what was going on. You had a 
government that was run by similar people 
to those who are running the government 
now. So I think there’s a feeling of revolu- 
tion in the air again. And one of the things 
you'll notice these days is that there aren’t 
a lot of new groups being broken because 
the music industry itself is broken. They 
don’t know how to bring new musicians 
through. In our case, the way we do it is, 
we like to have the veterans and the leg- 
ends there, because, number one, they’re 
looked up to by the new musicians who 
are interested to come and play if a Sonic 
Youth is on the bill. They just want to 
watch Thurston Moore and Kim Gordon 
and be on the same tour with them. 
Second, these days, a lot of veterans are 
having success because people are redis- 
covering how great they are by download- 
ing their songs. With that in mind, 
Lollapalooza is going to start an on-line 
store and a radio station.” 

Beyond that, Farrell is indeed aiming to 
bring politics more overtly into the 
Lollapalooza mix. “Back in September, 
when I started to think about this summer, 
I knew that the climate was going to be 
politically charged, and I wanted to do a 
great job in finding a balance. I wanted to 
maintain a line of being intelligent and 
informative yet also being relaxing and 
outrageous. So we’re working with an 
organization called Move On to present a 
concept called the ‘Revolution Solution.’ 
Basically, we’re asking and inviting like- 
minded free-thinkers to enter into our 
brain trust, if you will, to come up with 
solutions for this country and for the 
world. And we’re getting great guys, like, 
for example, Al Gore, who’s going to 
speak in New York. And we’re confirming 
other people for other dates.” 

But by far the biggest change in this 
year’s Lollapalooza tour isn’t its expansion 
into a two-day festival but its inclusion of 
a band like the String Cheese Incident, 
who represent a jam culture that, through- 
out the ’90, was ignored by the alternative 
nation, if not openly disdained. It may be a 
bit of a gamble in that the traditional 
Lollapalooza audience has a very different 
profile from the jam-band demo. But 
Farrell himself has had enough contact 
with artists from that side of the tracks to 
feel confident. “Looking back at ’91, I feel 
a similar energy in the jam culture today in 
that they’re not striving to be pop stars 
and the fans have faith in the music and 
each other. And I think with this year 
being a political year, the jam bands are 
perfect clients for us to have for 
Lollapalooza in that they understand what 
we’re doing. They also really wanted to be 
a part of what we were doing. So I felt 
that it was worth taking a chance with, 
just like it was worth taking a chance in 
91. I mean, I am expecting slightly differ- 
ent crowds on the two different days. But 
we were smart about mixing things up, like 
putting the Flaming Lips on with the 
String Cheese Incident and Gomez, since 
they fit in somewhere between the two. It 
absolutely works. 

“The last comment I want to make is that 
we're all always hoping to go some place to 
have a new experience. And I think that 
going out on day two will, for a lot of peo- 
ple, be a chance to be introduced to new 
music and new ideas. So I’m hoping that 
there will be a lot of cross-pollination.”

f you overlook the Big Dig, the LNG

has a lot to offer. One point of pride outside 
the usual cultural institutions that tourism 
bureaus bray about is the local music scene. 
Although it doesn’t often spawn successes the 
size of Godsmack, Extreme, the Mighty 
Mighty Bosstones, and ’Til Tuesday (to say 
nothing of the J. Geils Band, the Cars, and 
Aerosmith), there’s an 
abundance of excellent 
musicians playing all kinds 
of styles in the city every 
evening. At least, that’s 
what I tell my friends who 
bitch that there’s nothing 
to do on weeknights. 
Further, much of this 
music can be heard for 


free — or for the price of

a beer or a Coke. So regardless of how high 
their rent is or how much they'll have to spend 
to get out of town when the Democrats arrive, 
my pals have no excuse for not being enter- 
tained every night of the week. And after read- 
ing this story, neither will you. 

To prove my point, I headed out a week ago 
Monday to hear as much free music as possi- 
ble. If there’s any night we need some musical 
uplift on the cheap, it’s Monday. To keep 
things “econo,” as the great punk-rock bassist 
Mike Watt puts it, | chose only clubs accessible 
by subway or bus. 

My first stop was the Lizard Lounge, on 
Massachusetts Avenue between Harvard and 
Porter Squares, which initiated a new early- 
evening “Soul Low” series this year. Monday 
through Saturday from 7 to 9 p.m. there’s no 
admission charge, and the performances fea- 
ture local and national veterans and newcom- 
ers. Boasting a menu of sandwiches and finger 
foods, plus skilled bartenders, it’s a great place 
to unwind after work. 

When | arrived, at 8, the 24-year-old 
Manhattan-based songwriter Kristin Hoffman 
was already singing behind a keyboard with a 
Macintosh jacked into its side. And singing

to learn that Manhattan singer-songwriter Kristin 
Hoffman went to Juilliard and has been signed to 


beautifully, her soprano voice spiraling her 
unabashedly romantic lyrics through the 
room’s lucid sound system. It was no surprise 


to learn that Hoffman went to Juilliard-and has 


been signed to a major label. And with her 
eyes closed and one leg cocked over the other, 
and her strawberry-blond hair spilling down 
her shoulders and along the soft planes of her 
face, she made you think of Tori Amos. But as 
she performed Radiohead’s “Spinning Plates” 
and her own “Lay Down Your Light,” a song 


about giving one’s strength to 


others, things got a bit pre- 
cious in a Lilith Fair kind of 
way. Her lyrics seemed to 
become repetitive and 
increasingly sensitive, and as 
a guy who grew up on Led 
Zeppelin and the Three 
Stooges, I started to 
backpedal. My bad, maybe, 
but I thought of Chantal 
Kreviazuk. 

My next stop was the Plough and 
Stars, a long-time Cambridge institu- 
tion on Mass Ave between Harvard 
and Central Squares that’s been enjoy- 
ing something of a renaissance as a 
roots-music pub since its owners 
recently reclaimed booking duties. This 
is where Treat Her Right and Mor- 
phine got their start. Most of the time, 
the Plough has live music for free 
seven nights a week and Sunday after- 
noons. Occasionally, a small cover — 
between $3 and $5 — gets collected at 
the door. But you can sometimes hear 
the folk-blues legend Spider John 
Koerner and hot local outfits like the 
Cranktones and the Coachmen — in 
very close quarters — at that price. 

On this night, it was the blues and 
old-time-music trio Beek, Rhodes & 
Jeffries, who also go by the name 
Whoah, Man! Jesus. They were minus 
Jeffries, so their usual two-guitars-and- 
drums juke-joint-style line-up was 
altered to include bassist Paul Strother. 
They’ve improved radically since I saw 
them earlier this year. Running 
through originals and classics like 
Robert Johnson’s “Rollin’ and 
Tumblin’,” they conjured the comfort- 
able feeling of a back-porch jam ses- 
sion, something that goes well with 
moonshine (not available) or Guinness 
(on tap). But after a few songs, their 
need for further growth showed in a 
lack of dynamics and fire. 

_ So it was off to Somerville and the Tir na n- 
Og, an equally small venue with free live music 
all week. The Union Square pub is protesting 
the no-smoking edict by allowing patrons to 
puff. If that’s not a problem, then it’s a place

mandolin ace Jimmy Ryan, was holding court 
on stage when | arrived, with a drumless band 
that included the superb guitarist Duke 
Levine. 

Although Ryan doesn’t have the high, arch- 
ing voice of a bluegrass great, there’s a nasal 
quality to his dry-toned singing that makes it 
ring backwoods true. One song into his set 
and we could have been in the 50s. Ryan sang 
about drinking and slipping into the demi- 
monde as he and Levine chased each other up 
and down their fretboards with relaxed virtu- 
osity. The music was consistently transporting, 
a blend of virtuosity and camaraderie that was 
a pleasure to witness. But duty called, and I set 
off down Broadway to Porter Square and the 
bar Toad. When | arrived, there was a line out- 
side waiting for local guitarist-songwriter Tim 
Gearon’s second set, but after a few minutes, I 
was let into the tiny pub and bellied up as 
Gearon and his four musicians took the stage. 

Toad features two artists or groups every 
night except Friday, from 7 to 9 p.m. and 
from 10 p.m. on. (Friday the music starts at 9 
and runs all night.) From the first fat notes of 
Gearon’s slide guitar, it was obvious why he’s 
held down the Monday second shift for years. 
He seemed to play anything that popped into 
his head, from bluesman Fred MacDowell’s 
spiritual “You Got To Move,” done up-tempo, 
to a funky original that segued into the Isley 
Brothers’ “It’s Your Thing.” His debut album, 
Back Home (Guernica), 
captures the subtler side of 
his original songwriting 
while showcasing a voice 
that evokes the dusty back- 
roads of the rural South.

nights, Gearon owns the place. 

I headed out again on Wednesday to hear « 
pianist Al Vega at Remington’s, at 124 
Boylston Street, opposite Boston-Common. 
Although he turns 83 on June 22, this legend 
of Boston jazz is far from fossilized. Sure, the 
guy played with Charlie Parker and shared pills 
with Billie Holiday, but his musicianship and 
his wit are fluid, and his devotion to big, bold 
melodies makes him a pleasure to hear. (Vega 
can also be heard for free playing “Sinatra 
Sundays” at Lucky’s, 355 Congress Street in 
Boston.) 

This Wednesday slot is Vega’s current 
lounge jazz gig, and with singer and horn 
player Johnny Souza augmenting his trio, the 
set ranged from vocal tunes like George 
Gershwin’s “ ’S Wonderful,” done tasteful and 
swinging, to Charlie Parker’s “My Little Suede 
Shoes,” with Souza and Vega playing rich uni- 
son lines and Vega carrying the number with a 
clean, expressive chord melody. Through it all, 
Vega and drummer Harry Brower bantered; 
Souza and bassist Dave Zox took warm solos. 
Save for Souza, the youngster in this bunch, 
the performance seemed like a gathering of 
jazz grandpas out to share a good time. 

So over two early-week nights, I heard a 
mix of pop, folk, jazz, blues, funk, bluegrass, 
and rock and roll for the price of a couple 
drinks and T fare. And I’m still planning to 
leave town during the DNC. cy 
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Bringing music to 
your mornings, whether 
you like it or not.

Ray Charles 





1930-2004

ay Charles defined “soul” as “when 
iy you take a song and make it part of 

you, a part that’s so true, so real, 
people think it must have happened to 
you. Soul is like electricity, like a spirit, a 
drive, a power.” For millions of listeners, 
the sound of Ray Charles was the 
definition of “soul.” His voice, a midnight 
fog that could envelop any lyric in mellow 
sadness or bring the promise of a sunny 
new morning, was unmistakable. His 
blend of musicianship, his ear for compo- 
sition and arrangements, his innate sense 
of swing, and his ability to make almost 
any song or style his own were all 
unequaled. And his death from liver can- 
cer at age 73 a week ago Thursday, after 
a year of health problems including hip- 
replacement surgery, removes 
a cornerstone from the foun- 
dation of American popular 


Orleans’s seminal R&B and rock scene, 
including the studio date that yielded 
Guitar Slim’s blues classic “The Things 
That I Used To Do.” He’d been a band- 
leader and an arranger for R&B singer

and had cut his first discs, mostly in the

Brown, for the Swingtime label. He found 


greater commercial success in later years 
with other labels, but aside from his sig- 
nature version of Hoagy Carmichael’s 
“Georgia on My Mind,” his soulful trans- 
formations of country music for ABC 
Records in the early ’60s, and his rendi- 
tion of “America the Beautiful,” which 
became a balm for our wounded nation 
after the September 11 terrorist attacks, 
his Atlantic recordings are the crown jew- 
els of his career.

Although Charles often 
insisted that “soul” wasn’t a 
genre but was “the way you 
live your life,” he created a 
new musical sound in the 
mid ’50s that came to be 
known by that name. It was a 
fusion of the melismatic 
swoops and the rhythmic 
authority of African-American spiritual 
music with the slurs, scales, tones, and 
corporal themes of the blues. 

He did so initially in a string of singles 
that include “I Got a Woman,” “Hallelu- 
jah I Love Her So,” “Drown in My Own 
Tears,” and “Lonely Avenue,” released in 
1955 and ’56, that paralleled the birth of 
rock and roll. Charles was a peer in the 
recording field to Chuck Berry, Fats 
Domino, Buddy Holly, Little Richard, 
and Elvis Presley, who covered “I Got a 
Woman” on his debut album and on The 
Ed Sullivan Show. But he made it clear 
that he was never a part of their revolu- 
tion. “I’ve never given myself a lick of 
credit for inventing it [rock]. or having 
anything to do with its birth,” he ex- 
plained to David Ritz, the co-author of 
his 1978 autobiography Brother Ray (Da 
Capo). “My stuff was more adult. It was 
more difficult for teenagers to relate to. 
My stuff was more filled with despair 
than anything you’d associate with rock 
and roll. Since I couldn’t see people 
dancing, I didn’t write jitterbugs or 
twists. I wrote rhythms that moved me. 
My style requires pure heart singing.” 

Nonetheless, Charles had a way of 
making distinctions regarding the origins 
of the songs he chose to perform irrele- 
vant, as anyone who has ridden the deep 
emotional currents of his versions of 
Hank Williams’s “Your Cheatin’ Heart,” 
the Billie Holiday—associated “Gloomy 
Sunday,” and the 
Beatles’

Over the past few decades, Charles’s 
concerts typically ended with the 
announcement, “Ladies and gentlemen, 
you have just been entertained by the leg- 
endary genius of soul.” He was nick- 
named “The Genius” while at Atlantic. 
“We started calling him that simply 
because we genuinely thought of him as a 
genius,” Atlantic Records co-founder and 
chairman Ahmet Ertegun told journalist 
Robert Palmer. “His whole approach to 
music had elements of genius in it. His 
concept of music is very, very different 
from anybody else’s. His style of piano 
playing and his style of singing are very 
personal. He has many imitators. A lot of 
them are great, but it’s not the same 
thing. They’re not Ray Charles.” 

Charles was born into poverty as Ray 
Charles Robinson on September 23, 
1930, in Albany, Georgia. His father, 
Bailey Robinson, was an itinerant railroad 
worker who, Charles believed, was proba- 
bly not married to his mother, Aretha. 
Both Aretha and his father’s first wife 
raised him. Although he was born with 
sight, he fell victim to a strain of glauco- 
ma that robbed him of his vision by the 
time he was seven. Three years earlier, 
he’d experienced his first tragedy when 
he witnessed his younger brother George 
drown in a washtub. Bailey died when he 
was 10; Aretha died five years later.

don’t see any colors,” was his standard 
line. He also discovered jazz while at the 
school, hearing Artie Shaw and Benny 
Goodman on the radio. But his first 
musical love was Billie Holiday thanks to 
her “Don’t Explain,” a recording he said 
“stopped me right in my tracks.” Soon 
the blossoming pianist fell under the spell 
of Nat Cole and Charles Brown. He bor- 
rowed their playing and vocal styles to 
begin his career when he graduated at 16. 
From both musicians he developed a flair 
for fills, light comping, and subtle chords 
to enhance his vocal melodies, and he 
performed material that drew on — in his 
words — “jazz improvisation, pretty 
melodies, hot rhythms, and an occasional 
taste of the blues.” 

Another pianist who had a profound 
influence on Charles but is rarely dis- 
cussed in analysis of his style was the jazz 
virtuoso Art Tatum, whom Charles and 
virtually every other pianist of the ’40s 
and ’50s revered. From Tatum, he learned 
how to take a melody and crack it wide 
open in improvisational flights over the 
keys, and to head for that place where 
notes become a mirror for the soul. 
Perhaps it was Tatum’s zeal for polishing 
mottled chestnuts from unexpected gen- 
res into jazz pearls that encouraged 
Charles to buck the advice of handlers in 
1962 and record his masterful Modern 
Sounds in Country and Western Music 
(ABC-Paramount). On the one occasion 
when young Charles met Tatum, he found 
himself speechless. “Must say,” he told 
biographer Ritz, “that even later, when | 
got fairly good at the piano, I knew that | 
couldn’t even carry Art Tatum’s shit 
bucket.” 

But Charles did develop a personal 
style that brought him increasing fame 
from the mid 50s through the mid ’60s, 
when he sold millions of records and won 
nine of his 12 Grammy awards. At first, 
his blend of gospel and blues was consid- 
ered blasphemy. But that changed as the 
public embraced his sound and the 
advance of black rhythm-and-blues music 
into the white world of rock and roll con- 


tinued. “There was a crossover between 
gospel music and the rhythm patterns of 
the blues, which I think came down 
through the years from slavery time,” 
Charles explained in an ’80s interview. 
“But when I started doing things that 
would be based on an old gospel tune, | 
got criticism from the churches and from 


musicians, too. They thought it was sacri- 


legious or something and that I must be 
crazy. But I kept doing it, and instead of 
criticizing me for it, the people started 
saying I was an innovator. It’s like a 
manager who makes a decision. If it 
works, he’s a genius, and if it doesn’t, 
he’s an ass. What we did worked. So I 
became a genius for it.” 

Although Charles was revered for his 
musical gifts, he was no angel. For 17 
years, he fed a heroin addiction that he 
kicked only after a 1964 arrest for drug 
possession at Boston’s Logan Airport 
threatened his career. He displayed his 
wicked humor by recording “Let’s Go 
Get Stoned” shortly after he became 
clean. Marijuana and gin remained his 
avowed vices, and he had a hearty sexual 
appetite. “I don’t like to conclude a day 
without female companionship,” he said 
in Brother Ray. Charles attributed the 
failure of his first marriage to paternity 
suits, and he had physical relationships 
with a number of his back-up singers, the 
Raylettes. He also had a reputation for 
being difficult that came as much from 
outright orneriness as from his insistence 
on adhering to his own creative vision. 

Nonetheless, Charles’s life — his rise 
from poverty, his musical excellence, his 
innovations, and his widespread interna- 
tional appeal — was a quintessential 
American success story. And it will con- 
tinue as his music endures to touch and 
influence subsequent generations. We’ll 
also hear from him again on August 31 
when the final album he recorded, Genius 
Loves Company (Hear Music), arrives in 
stores. The CD is a collection of duets - 
that he cut with Elton John, B.B. King, 
Willie Nelson, Van Morrison, Nora Jones,

Remembering Steve Lacy: 1934-2004 


or the Boston jazz fan, it’s difficult not 
FE: feel a bit selfish about the death of 
Steve Lacy. He just got here. 

Lacy, who died of cancer on June 4 at the 
age of 69, was the most renowned of latter- 
day jazz expatriates — living in Europe, pri- 
marily Paris, for more than 30 years, visiting 
America sporadically since the mid ’80s to 
play with his various bands. When he 
returned to live in America, it was to teach 
at the New England Conservatory. When he 
and his wife, Irene Aebi, gave his first facul- 
ty concert at Jordan Hall in November 
2002, it was a kind of 
annunciation. The hall 
was unusually crowded 
for a free faculty recital. 
He played a handful of 
solo Monk pieces, then 
his settings of poetry 
from his “Beat Suite,” 
with Aebi singing. It 
brought down the house. 
The beginning, it seemed, 
of a beautiful friendship. 

In his time here, Lacy was joyously 
promiscuous. For several years an annual 
visitor to the Regattabar with his trio, he 
now showed up everywhere, as player and 
audience member. He played with the Jazz 
Composers Alliance Orchestra at the ICA, at 
the Artists-at-Large Gallery in Hyde Park, at 
Zeitgeist Gallery in Inman Square. He and 
Aebi performed in a concert/reading with 
their friend the poet Robert Creeley at MIT 
last April. These were not high-profile, big- 
money gigs, but Lacy, with the financial 
security of a teaching job, was eager to do 
them, even as he played at the MFA with 
Aebi, the Regattabar with Danilo Pérez, and 
Iridium in New York with Roswell Rudd, 
Dave Douglas, and the Lacy Trio in a Monk 
tribute. 

He tended to show up everywhere as a 
fan, too. To see not only his old friend Rudd 
play the Regattabar but also Dave Douglas’s 
quintet there (he remarked, in passing, that 
he was especially fond of Douglas’s pianist, 
Uri Caine). And, of all people, the singer 
composer/pianist Dave Frishberg at the 
Jewish Theatre of New England at Newton’s 
Leventhal-Sidman Jewish Community 
Center. This latter appearance was particu- 
larly surprising because Lacy’s pedigree 
since the late 50s, when he was playing 
with Cecil Taylor, had been as an inveterate 
avant-gardist, and Frishberg, even to him- 
self, is a Tin Pan Alley throwback to the 
music of Jerome Kern, Frank Loesser, and 
Johnny Mercer. But Lacy was a repository 
of jazz styles and jazz attitudes. The partic- 
ulars of his career have been well document- 
ed. A clarinet student, he picked up the 
soprano saxophone after hearing a record- 
ing of Sidney Bechet and soon immersed 
himself in New York City’s Dixieland scene. 
Born Steven Lackritz, he was given his new 
name by the great cornettist and trumpeter 
Rex Stewart. It was Taylor who challenged 
Lacy by demanding to know why such a 
young man was playing such old music. 
That led Lacy to join Taylor’s group. 

But Lacy never segregated the jazz styles 
— they lived side by side in his music. 
Shortly after he arrived in Boston to teach at 
the NEC, he described living and playing in 
New York City in the 1950s. “On that island 
there were hundreds of really great players 
— from New Orleans, Chicago, Kansas 
City, different schools, young players, mod- 
ernists, beboppers, experimentalists, tradi- 
tionalists, all kinds — but real giants. The 
principal players from all these schools were 
still active and the music was accessible. All 
these things were going on simultaneously

in New York, and also in my head.” 

Lacy was fascinated by the soprano sax 
because of Bechet’s big sound. (He once 
described that first experience of hearing 
Bechet play Ellington’s “The Mooche”: 
“God, that’s it! I’ve got to have one! What is 
it?”) But he was also fascinated with the 
soprano sax because no one else was playing 
it — it was a dead instrument. Likewise, he 
said he became fascinated by the music of 
Thelonious Monk. On the one hand, he 
said, no one but Monk was playing Monk in 
the 50s, so there was plenty of room to 
explore. And as he once 
told an audience at 
Harvard, “Monk’s music fit 
my horn,” whose range 
extended “from a little 
below middle C to the top 
of the piano. I can get to the 
top of the piano when I’ve 
got a good lip and a good 
reed.” 

He and Rudd started a 
band who specialized in 
Monk (their legendary, rough live recording, 
School Days, is these days available on 
hatART). Throughout his later career, he 
named Taylor, Monk, and the big-band leader 
and arranger Gil Evans as his mentors. With 
Monk, he played for several months in 1960 
(Lacy appears on the 1963 all-star conclave, 
Monk: Big Band and Quartet in Concert from 
Columbia/Legacy). He played with Evans 
throughout both men’s careers (“I’m on his 
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first record and his last”). 

In later years, Lacy always talked about his 
music — both as player and composer — in 
terms of long-term study and long-term per- 
sonal relationships. Two maxims from Monk 
that he repeated over and over were “Lift the 
bandstand” and “Make the drummer sound 
good” (“A remark like that I’m still thinking 
about,” Lacy said with characteristic dryness). 
Meeting the Swiss-born Aebi, who had been 
performing as a folk musician, he was 
inspired to set texts to music, particularly by 
the poets they both loved. And here, too, it’s 
difficult to separate work from friendship — 
poets like Creeley, Brion Gysin, Bob 
Kaufman, Jack Spicer, Anne Waldman. Lacy’s 
“jazz art song” settings of their work grew out 
of friendship, even as he also set prose pieces 
by Matisse, Buckminster Fuller, and Lao-Tzu. 
Eventually, his holistic view of art took in 
dance and theater, and one piece included a 
stage set by painter Kenneth Noland. 

Lacy’s music developed from building 
blocks he learned from Monk. Although he 
early on spurred wild and woolly “free” group 
improvisations and developed the “extended” 
saxophone techniques of squeaks, squawks, 
and harmonic overtones (one of his funniest 
and most elegant pieces is an aviary tribute, 
“Duck”), his work is nonetheless resolutely 
tonal. Like Monk, he favored short, repeated 
melodies, broad melodic leaps rich in har- 
monic possibility, displaced rhythmic accents. 
He sometimes said that his music was built on 
“rhythmic intervals” and that his saxophone

was “an interval machine.” What this meant 
in terms of his playing was a broad, beautiful 
tone applied to melodic phrases that grew 
with motivic logic, like prose sentences, full of 
funny curlicue digressions and asides and the 
occasional rude honk, with a distinctive, sub- 
tle sense of swing. It’s not for nothing that 
Lacy explored those extended techniques — 
he lavished deep love on every note in every 
register his horn was capable of. 

Lacy’s mastery of the soprano saxophone 
inspired John Coltrane to pick it up, and 
from Coltrane’s “My Favorite Things” in 
1960, the instrument spread through jazz 
like a virus. But Lacy was its specialist (he 
never “doubled” on other horns), with 
unerring control, and a tone like no one 
else’s. It was cheering to watch him work 
with students at the New England 
Conservatory, where he taught his own and 
Monk’s compositions, and where students 
and younger colleagues alike hung on his 
every word as if he were a sage. “His playing 
is very pure, and free of extra filigree,” NEC 
dean of faculty (and alto-saxophonist) Allan 
Chase told me shortly after Lacy began 
teaching there. “Very direct, boiled down to 
the essence. I hear the same thing in Sonny 
Rollins and Monk and Miles Davis, and to 
me he’s on that level.” 

At that Harvard visit in 1990, where he 
was enjoying a residency sponsored by the 
Learning from Performers program of 
Harvard’s Office of the Arts, Lacy talked 
with an audience of students and fans in an 
open forum. One musician tried to provoke 
him into criticizing Monk’s long-time 
employment of saxophonist Charlie Rouse 
instead of a more esteemed player. Lacy’s 
answer was revealing of his experience as a 
musician and a bandleader. “Monk didn’t 
always prefer the supercharged players. Not 
necessarily. He didn’t necessarily want the 
hottest thing going. But he wanted the 
goodest thing going, the rightest thing going, 
the thing that was happening. And what 
Monk valued was the minuscule changes 
that go on night to night from a beloved 
person. Not the flash from out of the blue 
once in a while. No, but it’s a kind of love, a 
kind of continuity, where you play with the 
same people and every night it unfolds a lit- 
tle bit. And there’s always something new. 
Not a whole lot like that, but something. 
And then some nights, it’s really fantastic. 
But it’s always ongoing. And that’s what 
Monk valued — that kind of fidelity and 
that kind of continuity, and that is another 
kind of swing. 

“But at the same time, I know that his 
favorite horn player was Sonny Rollins. And 
Sonny Rollins understood his music certainly 
as well as Charlie Rouse did and in a sense 
could play rings around Rouse. But Sonny 
Rollins wasn’t always available for him all the 
time. And Rouse stayed with him. Rouse 
loved him and stayed with him for all those 
years. That’s what’s happening.” 

There’s perhaps no better statement about 
a jazz community that supports individual 
expression. When the economics of the 
American scene wouldn’t support him, Lacy 
went to Europe and built his community 
from scratch — with like-minded players in 
and out of his band, starting with his wife 
and extending to Mal Waldron, Steve Potts, 
Frederic Rzewski, Kent Carter, Bobby Few, 
Oliver Johnson, John Betsch, Jean-Jacques 
Avenel, and many more. And it’s that sense 
of community, and greatness, he brought 
back to Boston. &

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TRANS AM AND 
BOBBY CONN: 
POLITICAL PARTIES 


Both Trans Am, a mostly instrumental 
prog-leaning trio from DC, and Bobby 
Conn, an over-the-top, glammed-out 
showman from Chicago, have new 
CDs out on Thrill Jockey. Both 
albums — Trans Am’s Liberation and 
Bobby Conn’s The Homeland — have 
been touted as having direct political 
agendas, namely getting rid of the 
Bush regime. But the politics seemed 
to have got lost somewhere between 
the studio and the stage downstairs at 
the Middle East a week ago Thursday, 
where the two joined forces for an 
eclectic display of cerebral yet muscu- 
lar musicianship. And though it might 
have been nice to hear Conn, a con- 
summate showman, take a couple of 
swipes at Rummy or Ashcroft, or for 
the fellas in Trans Am at least to urge 
the 200 or so people in the audience 
to vote, both had enough going on to 
keep themselves busy and the crowd 
content. 

Conn opened with some camped- 
up, wah-wah-fedaling disco that 
showcased the dexterity of the Glass 
Gypsies, his five-piece backing band. 
But once they’d found their groove 
and worked the kinks out of the com- 
plicated four- and five-part harmonies 
that adorn so many of his songs, the 
social critiques of The Homeland 
started to surface. The new-wavy “We 
Come in Peace,” with its heavy-hand- 
ed “God’s on our side” lyrics, and the 
Bowie-fied glam-metal of “The 
Homeland,” with its mantra-like repe- 
tition of “For the homeland,” were at 
least suggestive of Conn’s political 
agenda. But with shredding, white- 
leather-clad guitarist Sledd ripping out 
Poisonous riff after riff while Monica 
BouBou kept pace on violin and key- 
boardist Pearly Sweets (who wore a 
fringed beige suede vest) filled what- 
ever nooks and crannies were left, it 
was a case of musical might overshad- 
owing message. Not until most of the 
Gypsies left Sweets and Conn alone to 
deliver the piano power ballad “Home 
Sweet Home” did the deeply cynical 
irony embedded in The Homeland 
come into focus as Conn crooned, “I 
got carpet on my floor/And a gun by 
every door/And I’m free . . . free to 
live my life in constant fear.” 

Since most of Trans Am’s set, which 
cold-fused the arena-rock anthemics 
of Rush with the dystopian dance funk 
of Kraftwerk, had no vocals, you more 
or less had to use the images of heli- 
copters and flowers projected on the 
screen behind the trio to suss out who 
they’d be voting for in the- next elec- 
tion. And when vocals did surface, 
they were so robotically processed, it 
was hard to make out any actual 
words. But in the decade since Trans 
Am first surfaced as something of a 
novelty (an instrumental indie-rock 
band?), they’ve developed into a ver- 
satile riff-rock machine with a power- 
ful sense of groove and a drummer, 
Sebastian Thompson, who marries the 
busy bashing of a Neal Peart with the 
deft syncopations of a Stewart 
Copeland. Thompson’s set-closing 
solo didn’t make any political points, 
but it was a solid musical statement.

ZEBRAHEAD: 
TURNED ON 


Five years ago, when their first CD 
came out, Zebrahead were an A&R 
person’s dream: a SoCal party band 
who combined the pop-punk cut 





ness of Blink-182 with the rap-metal 
aggression of Limp Bizkit. After 
scoring a modest hit right off the bat 
with “Get Back,” the group failed to 
live up to their commercial potential. 
But they refused to throw in the 
towel, and their new third album, 
MFZB (Columbia), is as catchy as 
anything by higher-profile pop-punk 
veterans MXPX and Less Than Jake. 
They also remain one of the few acts 
around whose rap-metal side is more 
soulful than inane. 

A week ago Thursday, Zebrahead 
came to Axis for one of the last 
stops on a month-long US tour. The 
crowd was small but lively: when 
singer Justin Mauriello let fans have 
a verse to themselves on the band’s 
current single, the bouncy “Hello 
Tomorrow,” they knew every word. 
Mauriello, who spotted an ex-girl- 
friend in the audience and kept try- 
ing to have a conversation with her 
from the stage, was the most talka- 
tive of the group’s charismatic front 
line; he was also the only one who 
looked more LA than OC. Rapper 
Ali Tabatabaee wore a Pedro the 
Lion shirt and sipped a beer; surfer 


‘dude Greg Bergdorf supplied the 


guitar flash. 

Zebrahead closed with “Rescue 
Me,” a radio-friendly civil-rights 
plea that triggered what had to be 
the world’s most polite circle pit: 
tube-topped girls standing still in the 
middle, hormone-crazed boys run- 
ning wild on the outside. Social 
issues also arose in the opening 
“Strength,” on which Mauriello 
demanded, “Turn the TV off, turn 
me on.” But the two best songs were 
about girls: the crushworthy “Into 
You” had the band’s most exhilarat- 
ing hooks, and the 2000 single 
“Playmate of the Year” sounded like 
a lost Warped Tour classic. 

Lola Ray, whose new debut, J 
Don’t Know You, is the first release 


CHRIS POTTER: 
COOKING WITH FUSION 


On the heels of the release of his latest 
CD, Lift (Verve), a superb display of 
post-bop acoustic jazz, saxophonist 
Chris Potter has switched gears and 
taken an electric jazz-funk quartet on 
the road. It’s a bold, even risky, move: 
though he’s played electric keyboards as 
a sideman in some of trumpeter Dave 
Douglas’s recent projects, Potter’s own 
work as a leader is overwhelmingly 
acoustic, with the exception of parts of 
Gratitude (Verve, 2000) and an early 
album with organist Larry Goldings. But 
his foray into fusion with Craig Taborn 
on Fender-Rhodes electric piano, Adam 
Rogers on guitar, and Nate Smith on 
drums retained the integrity, freedom, 
and complexity of all his other projects 
when the band, just a week into their 
tour, played Scullers a week ago 
Thursday. 

The opening “Big Top” drifted in on 
the pastel hues of the Fender-Rhodes 
and cymbal washes before Potter’s snaky 
theme slithered in over Smith’s powerful 
groove. Rogers, who battled technical 
difficulties with his amp and pedals all 
evening, built up the tension in his solo, 
spooling out a series of tightly related 
lines that climaxed with an energized 
series of hard, bright chords. Taborn, 
who was consistently exciting, bounced 
ping-ponging phrases against Smith’s 
clattered snare patterns in a tightly 
coiled solo. His solo on the next tune, 
“Underground,” had a boxer’s grace, 
with jabbing and darting phrases pep- 
pering the medium-slow groove. 

Potter’s own solo on “Underground” 
also had a certain athleticism, with his 
lines sprinting from one end of the 
tenor’s range to the other. Funky riffs 
that hugged the groove anchored pas- 
sages of twisting lines that bristled with 
jagged phrases and wide harmonic 
leaps. On the set’s third number, an 
untitled ballad, Potter’s expressive

on Good Charlotte’s DC Flag label, 
opened the show. Wiry frontman 
John Balicanta apologized for being 
hoarse, but he still managed to win 
the crowd over: it even sat through a 
ballad for him. On their current sin- 
gle, “Automatic Girl,” the NYC band 
evinced the energy of their star 
benefactors but little of the sugary 
aftertaste, relying instead on subtle 
dissonance and Clash-style bravado. 
And since it was their last night on 
the tour, they were treated to a 
good-natured hazing (a string of 
mid-set interruptions) from the 
headliners.

inflections of tone and color deepened 
the emotional impact of his solo. And on 
the concluding “Goodnik,” he ripped 
through several time signatures, bursting 
into some gloriously swinging moments 
during a section in 6/8. 

The electrified sound didn’t always 
work to Potter’s advantage. At times, he 
strained after a funky hook or a groovy 
lick, and because of the high volume, he 
couldn’t always use the inflections of 
tone that add subtlety to his playing. 
The material is new and the band are 
still feeling their way into it, but the set’s 
successes suggested the immense poten- 
tial of this group.

Primus return to the outer limits

ast year, Primus emerged from the first 
Liens hiatus of their career with a hit 

CD/DVD package, Animals Should 
Not Try To Act like People (Interscope), and 
a successful US tour. The double-disc col- 
lection, which includes a half-hour of new 
music and three hours of archival video, 
proves the Bay Area alterna-rockers are still 
doing things their own way. And the road 
trip, which was their first with drummer 
Tim Alexander in almost a decade, has been 
extended to include another string of dates 
this month. Each night of the current trek, 
the band are performing their first studio 
album, Frizzle Fry (Prawn Song), all the way 
through. Last weekend, they played 
Bonnaroo 2004, and they’re at the 
FleetBoston Pavilion this Wednesday. 

From the beginning, Primus’s wicked 
combination of chops and originality made 
them the ultimate musician’s band: with his 
deranged vocals and hyperkinetic bass play- 
ing, frontman Les Claypool is a hero to 
aspiring shredders everywhere. Along with 
their penchant for exploring rock’s outer 
limits, that’s usually a recipe for cult star- 
dom. But the band have somehow been able 
to connect with the mainstream — two Top

Alexander left Primus soon after 
“Wynona,” which remains their last major 
commercial triumph. But on the video front, 
the band were just getting started. The clip 
for the 1997 single “Shake Hands with Beef” 
is a howl: performing on top of a trashcan, 
they transform into mosquitoes and wreak 
havoc on a trailer-trash picnic. Their 1998 
cover of “The Devil Went Down to Georgia” 
was amusing in and of itself but also became 
a great excuse for an elaborate stop-motion 
video full of demons and chickens. 

The DVD is packed with Primus concert 
footage, from an early college-radio perform- 
ance to an appearance on the Limp 
Bizkit—headlined Family Values Tour 1999. At 
Woodstock ’94, Claypool inserts a Jimi 
Hendrix—style “Star-Spangled Banner” (com- 
plete with whammy bar) into the middle of 
“Those Damned Blue-Collar Tweakers.” The 
backstage segment “Horrible Men” is notable 
for its superstar cameos, including a hilarious 
shot of a prankster in a chicken suit lurking 
behind Layne Staley during an Alice in 
Chains set at Lollapalooza 1993. 

When drummer Brain left Primus after the 
1999 album Antipop to join Guns N’ Roses, 
the door opened for Alexander’s return. It 
didn’t happen right away, because Claypool 
was busy with a few other projects, including 





into mosquitoes, and accompanied the Devil down to Georgia. 


10 albums, more than two million in total 
sales — even though they sound as if they’d 
never given a second thought to typical 
notions of accessibility. 

The crown jewels of the Animals collection 
are the 13 music videos Primus made in the 
1990s. Some of these are also available with 
audio commentary from the band, whose 
tonal resemblance to their MTV contempo- 
raries, Beavis and Butt-head is uncanny. But 
all jokes aside, these guys made some of the 
coolest videos of the era. They start off sim- 
ple: on “Jerry Was a Race Car Driver,” 
Alexander’s mammoth drum kit pretty much 
steals the show. The video for their biggest 
hit, “My Name Is Mud,” climaxes when 
Claypool takes the song’s “aluminum baseball 
bat” to the camera lens. The singer makes his 
directorial debut on the clip for the 1995 
smash “Wynona’s Big Brown Beaver,” which 
is the group’s definitive visual statement. Over 
some of their most thrilling instrumental high 
jinks, they don cowboy suits (complete with 
masks) and share the screen with a bizarre 
cartoon based on the tune’s lyrics. 


the supergroup Oysterhead. But when it did, 
the band wasted no time going into the studio 
to record the five new tracks on Animals. In 
light of the hard-rock direction they took five 
years ago, they sound as relaxed as they ever 
have. But it’s a stretch to call the new songs 
mellow, especially since Claypool starts things 
off with the murder parable “The Carpenter 
and the Dainty Bride.” 

Except for his beloved “Mary the Ice 
Cube,” Claypool’s cast of characters gets 
only seedier from there. The crooked cop in 
“Pilcher’s Squad” performs drug busts over 
the disc’s most perverse groove; the alco- 
holic in “My Friend Fats” is treated to eight 
minutes of slow-burning psychedelia. 
Claypool and guitarist Larry Lalonde go 
heavy on the fuzz and the delay for “Fats,” 
and Alexander works overtime on the hi-hat. 
After all these years, Primus still make the 
alien sound enthralling. Be

** Los Lobos, THE RIDE (Holly- 
wood/Mammoth). It’s great when 
bands experiment, especially when 
they're 30-year veterans like Los 
Lobos. But experiments don't al- 
ways work, and The Ride, despite 
its sweeping ambition and an ex- 
ceptional guest list that includes 
Elvis Costello, Tom Waits, Dave 
Alvin, Bobby Womack, Richard 
Thompson, and Mavis Staples, is 
uneven. From anather group, it 
might sound like a full-grown identi- 
ty crisis, as it rockets among pop 
songs, cliché’d blues, Mexican- 
flavored rock, singer-songwriter 
fare, and funky soul.

Still, if you work past the cloying

“Foregone 
Conclusions,” the only thing 
close to an upbeat tune 
here, is nonetheless brought 
down by the sad undercur- 
rent in Bazan’s voice that 
seems bred in his very 
bones. What saves Pedro 
the Lion from being merely 
another outlet for emo-boy 
angst is Bazan's talent as a 
composer, and lyrics that cut 
deeper than simply bemoan- 
ing the loss of some girl with 
bangs and horn-rimmed eye- 
glasses. Despite the in- 
escapable sadness of 
Achilles Heel, it’s a lovely re-

She sings Elvis’s “Al- 
most Blue” (a jazz-standard-in-the- 
making if ever there was one), and 
she wrote another six out of these 
12 tracks with him. The credits are 
careful to delineate who did what 
lyrics and music, but fans will hear 
Elvis's clear stamp in both, whether 
it's the distinctive Costello-like ris- 
ing figure in the opening verse of 
the melody on “Departure Bay” or 
the internal rhyme of “I have the 
skill/Still to disguise my tears” on 
“Abandoned Masquerade.”

In the first episode 
(“Strange To Meet You”), caffeinated 
Roberto Benigni switches places with 
bemused Steven Wright. In the sec- 
ond (“Twins”), a waiter in a sports jack- 
et (Steve Buscemi) unloads Elvisology 
on two squabbling visitors to Memphis 
(Joie and Cinqué Lee). Throughout the 
film, people who should get along (be- 
cause they're linked by blood relation, 
by what they do, or by their interests) 
turn against each other, for no other 
reason than an arbitrary, ornery will to 
disagree and distinguish themselves.

* x x GOJIRA/GODZILLA (1957 
This is the legendary 1954 Japanese 
science-fiction saga, not the chewed- 
up, sliced-down, haplessly tinkered- 
with 1956 US recut, in which a 
pre—Perry Mason Raymond Burr was 
added, through clever-but-tacky edit- 
ing tricks, to made-in-Japan dramatic 
sequences. Burr's Steve Martin is our 
American in Asia as the Jurassic Age 
scourge (a tyrannosaurus variant) 
steps on Tokyo, turning the then-city- 
of-six-million into miso soup, and his 
omniscient voiceover provides a life-is- 
beautiful upbeat ending that smoothes 
away everything the Japanese origi- 
nal, a solemn end-of-the-world 
preachment, tries to get across. The 
real Gojira, newly restored and expert- 
ly subtitled, and with 40 minutes of un- 
seen-in-America footage, is oh so dif- 
ferent from the stunted, stilted, de- 
politicized Hollywood release. This 
black-and-white epic from filmmaker 
Ishiré Honda, Akira Kurosawa’s pal 
and sometimes second-unit director, is 
an impassioned pacifist work that in 
the shadow of the A-bombs dropped 
on Japan calls for the end of nuclear 
tests and a retreat from the atomic 
age. The Japanese script is explicit 
about what motivates the pissed-off 
Godzilla: “H-bomb tests damaged its 


| natural habitat.” What keeps the movie 


from real excellence is the undeniable 
ordinariness, and lack of personality, 
of that thing from which everyone is 
running.

Becker ties it all together by having 
Alex run into now-cab-driver Jahn and 
set him up, on Denis’s final newscast, 
as the new president of a DDR that far 
from walling the rest of the world out 
wants to invite it in. Brihl’s boyish Alex 
gets more excited after stumbling 
upon a jar of Spreewald pickles — his 
mother’s favorite — than he does 
when Germany wins the World Cup, 
but it's SaB’s Christiane who embod- 
ies his imagined DDR: she’s the one 
without walls, the one who invites 
everybody else in.

Apart from some head-scratching moments of implausibility and some 
fuzzy ethics (signaling Mamet's inevitable, if willing, surrender to Hollywood-mandated genre 
styling), Spartan is a tense thriller tinged with timely political cynicism.

* & & THE STATION AGENT (Miramax). When Peter Dinklage first appears on screen, a close-up 
of his ruggedly handsome, melancholy face is followed by a longer shot revealing his full height 
four feet, five inches. It’s a visual jolt, but as soon as he speaks, all you notice is that he’s a good 
actor. His Fin has found a niche working in the Golden Spike, a Hoboken model-train shop, with his 
friend Henry. Then one night Henry drops dead, and his will bequeaths to Fin an abandoned railway 
depot in desolate Newfoundland, New Jersey. Joe (Bobby Cannavale, as irresistible as a big puppy) 
an extroverted but sweet-natured Puerto Rican, parks his hot-dog van on the property and insists 
on serving up his small talk with Fin's café con leche. Olivia (Patricia Clarkson, again proving she's 
one of America’s best actresses), a recluse mourning the death of her son and estranged from her 
husband, almost runs Fin over in her SUV, twice. Cleo (Raven Goodwin, vastly appealing but not 
cute), a lonely grade-schooler, bumps into Fin while he’s walking along the train tracks and shyly 
befriends him. Fin serves as a mirror to all, revealing who they are by reflecting their shortcomings 
— though when he tries to become something more, his confused efforts end in a stunning se- 
quence of drunkenness, rage, and self-immolation. Director Tom McCarthy is a filmmaker of the 
long-take, little-dialogue school, and though the film drifts a bit in the middle, this esthetic perse-

* & & TOUCHING THE VOID (MGM). In 1985, Joe Simpson and Simon Yates became the first — 
and they remain the only — persons to climb the Siula Grande peak in Peru. What would be an im- 
pressive achievement in itself becomes all the more extraordinary as the events of Touching the 
Void unfold. Told through interviews with Simpson and Yates and through re-enactments of the 
climb done with actors, director Kevin Macdonald shows how Simpson broke his leg on the way 
down the mountain, putting his life and Yates’s at risk. Yates unwittingly sends Simpson over a 
huge crevasse, where he dangles until Yates realizes that cutting the rope is the only way to save 
his own life. In a controversial move, Yates sends Simpson to an almost certain death. That we 
know Simpson has survived this ordeal makes none of this less incredible. His will to survive, and 
his determination to make it down the mountain through excruciating pain, is awe-inspiring. Al- 
though Simpson tells his story with typical British reserve, the dramatization, with Brendan Mackey 
shining in a mostly wordless role, shows him falling repeatedly on his broken leg and screeching in 
pain. His survival, though certain, is still thrilling. (106m) 


* * 1/2 TUPAC: RESURRECTION (Paramount). Lauren Lazin’s documentary enshrining the ab- 
breviated life of Tupac Shakur opens on a haunting note as the actor/rapper seems to speak from 
beyond the grave. “Told in Tupac's own words,” the film puts a Horatio Alger shine on the rapper's 
self-proclaimed “thug life” as it relates his rise from poverty to hip-hop superstardom. Lazin touch- 
es on his stint as a drug dealer, the courtroom controversies, his jail term for sexual assault, his 
phoenix-like resurrection with Death Row Records, and that fatal blood feud with Biggie Smalls 
MTV and Tupac’s mother, Afeni Shakur, a former Black Panther and recovered crack addict, provide 
the footage; the latter's control of the project is evident from its heavy-handedness. Tupac heaps 
praise on his mother — no doubt to dispel his rep as a misogynist — and the details of his legal 
woes are left murky. The film's most poignant moments present a vulnerable Tupac: humble and 
hungry on the way up and cathartic and introspective from behind bars. His music lives on, and 
Lazin’s portrait of a shooting star serves as a cautionary tale to the fast and furious. (90m) 


* 50 FIRST DATES (Columbia TriStar). A kind of cross between Groundhog Day and There's 
Something About Mary (and let's not forget that 1987 Bruce Willis classic, Blind Date) that's set in 
Hawaii, Peter Segal's 50 First Dates moves from the Oedipal preoccupations of his Anger Manage- 
ment to those old T.S. Eliot mind teasers memory and desire. Unlike his literary namesake, Henry 
Roth (Adam Sandler) is an “Arctic marine-life veterinarian” who likes to find them and forget them 
until he falls in love with Lucy (Drew Barrymore), a beautiful art teacher who lost her short-term 
memory in an-accident. The events of every day vanish forever when she sleeps, and for some rea- 
son. her father and brother must re-create the events of the last day she remembers, the day be- 
fore the accident, a year before. To disguise the stars’ utter lack of sexual frisson, Seger must re- 
sort to the basest extremes of tastelessness and sentimentality. An obnoxious Hawaiian beach bum 
(Rob Schneider) with five of the most repulsively cute children in filmdom! A gender-unspecified 
Slavic assistant who is vomited on by a walrus and grabs Sean Astin's ass! And a penguin who 
laughs at all of Sandler's witless jokes! Moronic? Of course! But how else can one forget the in- 
escapability of transience — and terrible movies?

Most of the screen time is taken 
up with observing the expressionless 
denizens of a tiny Hungarian village 
going about their utterly dull daily busi- 
ness: sewing in a factory, walking a 
pig, cooking a meal, playing a Magyar 
version of lawn bowling.

(2003). Unlike their namesakes who 
fled the trauma of growing up for the 
eternal innocence of Neverland, the 
Lost Boys of Sudan grew up suddenly 
and brutally when Islamic fundamen- 
talist guerrillas razed their Dinka vil- 
lages and murdered the inhabitants 
during that country’s 20 years of 
bloody civil war (two million killed so 
far). Thousands who escaped fled par- 
entless to UN refugee camps in 
Kenya, and some 4000 of these were 
lucky enough to qualify for repatriation 
in the United States. “It’s like going to 
heaven on earth,” says one of those 
left behind, but of course, it proves no 
such thing in this harrowing and hope- 
ful documentary by Megan Mylan and 
Jon Shenk. They follow the fortunes of 
two of the boys, disciplined Peter, who 
ends up in Kansas attending a white- 
bread high school, and easy-going 
Santino, who takes odd jobs in Hous- 
ton. At first the film seems like a Rea/

Rayburn (Christopher Walken), who 
gets him a job as the bodyguard of 
young Pita (the precocious Dakota 
Fanning).

**1/2 MEAN GIRLS (2004). It may 
well be that the meanest girl in this un- 
even satire is the screenwriter (she 
adapted Rosalind Wiseman’s self-help 
bestseller Queen Bees and 
Wannabes) and co-star, Tina Fey of 
SNL. Like her character, long-suffering 
teacher Ms. Norbury, she seems un- 
sure whether she feels sympathy for 
girls younger and prettier than herself, 
like the film's chipper heroine, Cady 
(Lindsay Lohan), or whether she'd like 
to see them run over by a bus. Cady 
suffers similar ambivalence when she 
finds herself stuck in the jungle of a 
suburb in high school after her natu- 
ralist parents relocate her from the 
African savannah to Illinois. Her 
naiveté both attracts and repels the 
reigning clique, the Plastics, a kind of 
pink-clad version of 1989’s Heathers, 
and their tyrannical Queen Bee, Regi- 
na (Rachel McAdams). Encouraged 
by punky outsider “Janis lan” (Lizzy 
Caplan, no society's child) and her gay 
pal Damian (Daniel Franzese, one of 
the best things in the movie), Cady de- 
cides that to beat the Plastics she 
must join them. It turns out that being 
mean is fun and empowering, but be- 
fore Cady can succeed Regina, you 
know that Ms. Norbury’s going to set 
things right with a speech. As in his 
previous film, Freaky Friday, Mark Wa- 
ters draws a rich performance from 
Lohan, but Fey’s mix of bromide and 
bile is no mean feat.

**xMONTY PYTHON’S LIFE OF 
BRIAN (1979). This gonzo gospel was 
condemned as “blasphemous” even 
though its barbs are directed not at 
Jesus but at the mortals he walked 





among — it depicts a world every bit 
as unlikely to respond to wisdom from 
on high as our own would be. Yet like a 
lot of Monty Python’s work, the film 
sounds a lot funnier than it is. Most of 
the humor lies in the absurdity of each 
episode's premise; even the punch 
lines are anticlimactic. Graham Chap- 
man is “Brian called Brian,” an ordi- 
nary schmo who spends most of his 
life on the run, either from Roman cen- 
turions or from followers who are cer- 
tain he’s the Messiah. The many chas- 
es are ragged and dull, and the dia- 
logue all tends to sound the same, 
perhaps because the Pythons stick 
closer to a linear plot than is really 
good for them.

***x1/2 MORNING SUN (2003). 
Richard Gordon and Carma Hinton, 
the directors of Brookline’s Long Bow 
Group, are responsible for 1995’s The 
Gate of Heavenly Peace, a complex 
powerful retelling of the 1989 mas- 
sacre at Beijing’s Tiananmen Square 
For Morning Sun, a kind of prequel, 
they added on a third director, 
Geremie Barmé, a historian of Maoist 
and post-Maoist China. Even with 
three filmmakers, the task at hand is a 
formidable one, and it is mostly 
achieved: to make sense of China's 
Animal Farm-ike Cultural Revolution, 
1964-1976, when Mao consolidated 
his power and rid China of his “count- 
er-revolutionary” enemies, real and 
imagined, with the enthusiastic, some- 
times murderous, help of China's stu- 
dent population. How did all those nice 
young people fall so completely for 
Mao's devious, homicidal power-mon- 
gering? Isn't it so obvious that his rev- 
olution for the proletariat is patently 
fraudulent? The filmmakers interview 
a handful of now middle-aged, and 
much-chastened, Chinese people 
who were zealous Communist stu- 
dents in the early 1960s; there are 
also chunks from a series of Maoist- 
era movies, including East Is Red, a 
“Holiday on Ice” sans ice, with choreo- 
graphed soldiers and peasants and 
workers leaping heroically about the 
stage in hero worship of Mao. The 
schlock show concludes as it must: the 
orchestra leader turns toward the au- 
dience and everyone, on stage and 
off, joins in a rousing (and required) 
singing of the Internationale. This 
screening is part of the Coolidge Cor- 
ner's “Director's Cut” series, and 
Carma Hinton will be present. (117m)

** 1/2 THE MOTHER (2004). Newly 
widowed suburban grandmother May 
(Anne Reid) moves into the London 
flat of her daughter, Paula (Cathryn 
Bradshaw), and embarks on a pas- 
sionate affair with Paula’s boyfriend, 
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Darren (Daniel Craig), a rugged car- 
penter half May's age. Writer Hanif 
Kureishi (My Beautiful Laundrette, 
Sammy and Rosie Get Laid, London 
Kills Me) and director Roger Michell 
(Notting Hill) have conceived this ro- 
mantic relationship in general terms: in 
their scenes together, May and Darren 
are just an older woman with a 
younger man. On her own, May, sensi- 
tively played by Reid, is passive, stolid 
and a little complacent, and the film 
seems, if not embarrassed by her, at 
least unclear about what to do with her 
after it's set her up as a poster child for 
senior sex. The most interesting char- 
acter is Paula, a white-wine-tippling, 
therapy-coddled failed writer who pun- 
ishes herself for her feelings of inade 
quacy by having an affair with a mar- 
ried man. Paula's scenes with her 
mother, whom she accuses of having 
caused all her problems, elicit the 
film’s sharpest acting, writing, and di- 
rection. That we never learn to what 
extent her grievances against May are 
justified is a strength of the film — this 
ambiguity complicates and deepens 
May’s character and opens up the 
movie's social critique by hinting that 
women’s victimization may be a matri- 
lineal inheritance. Michell’s visual pre- 
ciosity mars the proceedings — with 
its precarious framing, its gauzy light- 
ing, and its shallow-focus flourishes 
the cinematography has an ostenta- 
tious fussiness that pads rather than 
undercuts the script's triter side.

Every- 
thing about Kahn was mysterious, es- 
pecially to Nathaniel, who was 11 
when his father died without ever hav- 
ing acknowledged him or his mother 
Harriet Pattison, publicly. Kahn had a 
wife, Esther, and a daughter, Sue Ann 
his only official family: few 
knew about Harriet, a landscape ar- 
chitect who collaborated with hin r 
about his earlier liaison with Anne 
Tyng, who worked in his office and 
bore him another daughter, Alex. Even 
his 1978 death was a mystery: at 73 
bankrupt, he collapsed of a heart at- 
tack in Penn Station, and it was three 
days before his body was identified 
The arc of the movie is Nathaniel's 
quest to put together a portrait of his 
father, a quest that takes him to see 
his dad's buildings in New Haven, Cal- 
ifornia, Texas, New Jersey, and finally 
Jerusalem and Bangladesh 
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Nathaniel’s personal investigation of 
this work, which is annotated by inter- 
views with I.M. Pei and Frank Gehry. 
among others, reveals how Kahn 
worked through his early love of clas- 
sical models to a deeper connection 
with the mysticism they reflected 
Nathaniel falls into visual clichés and 
puts obvious, sentimental musical 
choices on the soundtrack, and the

stale humor. Not even Eddie Murphy

Spring 
was shot on location in South Korea, 
and much of its beauty is supplied by 
nature; the film takes place almost 
entirely on a house floating on a raft 
in the middle of a placid, isolated 
lake. The tranquility of the surround-

The New York 
Times has outlined the film’s pre-re- 
lease woes, the re-edits, the 
reshoots, the futile search for an end- 
ing. Here Christopher Walken is the 
town leader who comes up with the 
program to turn the uppity wives of 
tony Stepford, Connecticut, into Bet- 
ter Homes and Gardens -perfect Bar- 
bie Dolls. (Almost perfect, that is: 
when one seizes up during a square 
dance, she’s a perfect metaphor for 
Oz's patchwork fabrications.) Enter 
supercharged Joanna Eberhart 
(Nicole Kidman), a black-clad TV ex- 
ecutive from New York (lethal and 
smiling, she’s the anti-Stepford Wife) 
with her mousy husband Walter 
(Matthew Broderick). Joanna has lost 
her job (the film’s promising opening 
suggests that the 70s movie Oz 
should be remaking is Network) and 
nearly her mind, and the family have 
moved to Stepford for her post-ECT 
rehab. Half of Kidman’s line readings 
sound as if they should be accompa- 
nied by drooling, as in “What... 
have... you...done...to... her?” 
Then again, almost no one — the ex- 
ceptions are Bette Midler as the 
funny Jew, Roger Bart as the funny 
gay guy, and Glenn Close as 
Wellington's wife, whom Bart aptly 
describes as “fabulous!” — has 
enough personality to make the tran- 
sition to automaton worth noting.

It 
succeeds grandly, steering clear of 
cliché because, despite unprece- 
dented access to the clubhouse and 
the front office, the filmmakers focus 
on the fans.

There’s 
Steve, the earnest jake who watches 
every game in his Roxbury firehouse. 
Jim from Foxboro is a Masshole in 
exile, so he opened a Boston- 
themed bar in Santa Monica where 
Sox chairman Tom Werner some- 
times pops in (the place is silent as a 
tomb after Aaron Boone's home run). 
Wheelchair-bound Dan’s fandom 
spurs him on as he labors dirt- 
doggedly to walk again — his ecstat- 
ic contortions as Nomar sends one 
into the Monster seats are viscerally 
affecting. But the film is carried by 
two compulsively watchable, com- 
pletely opposite extremes of Red 
Sox Nation. Erin and Jessamy are 
two “professional fans,” buoyant 
bleached blondes with endearing 
Eastie accents. Joined at the hip, 
they buy tickets by the bunch and sit 
in the rain with beers in hand until the 
last hope of getting the game in is 
extinguished. “Angry Bill,” on the 
other hand, is the quintessence of 
doom-and-gloom despondency. Ro- 
tund and irascible, he sits in his re- 
clining throne and spews forth vitriol. 
Although there’s some overuse of 
time-lapse photography, the filmmak- 
ers find inventive angles and linger 
on telling details (water, colored red 
from infield paint, swirling down a 
Fenway drain?).

Veteran director Yoji Yamada’s revi- 
sionist samurai film, a smash hit in 
Japan, follows a low-ranking samurai 
(Hiroyuki Sanada) against a back- 
ground of internal clan struggles in 
the mid 19th century, a period that 
was about to see the demise of the 
samurai class. The emphasis of the 
film is on the hero's life as a widowed 
parent, his frustrated relationship with 
his childhood sweetheart, and his 
financial woes (one reason for the 
film's success was, doubtless, the 
parallel between the life of a petty 
clan retainer and that of ordinary 
office workers today). Although this
